2. The Government cannot of course, until the crop is gathered, pledge 
itself to bring forward for sale in 1874 as many as 45,000 chests ; but should 
the ePop now on the grtiund yield more than 45,000 chests, the excess will not 
be sold in 1874, but will be rcsserved for sale in 1875. 


THE late operations IN THE GARO HILLS. 


RESOLUTION.

The following papers regarding the late operations in the Garo Hills ; — 

Letter from ttie Commissioner oi'Cooch Bebar, No. 74, dated 5th December 1872. 
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panif. The Lieutenant-Governor proposod tneroiore to the 

indepen<lk:nce of the savages inhabiting this nook in the midst of British 
territory, bringing them under the direct control of the Deputy Commissioner, 
and opening paths through the centre of the hills along which 5ur police 
could patrol. 
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that the Deputy Coramissioner should be in a position to repress ahy 
attempt at a rising, and to punish wilful disobedience of his orders. The 
ordinary police force of the Garo Hills numbers 150 men. These are used 
solely as military guards, the administration being bnr'jd on the 'village 
systel^m of luskurs allV-*ady alluded to. The armr^ police will now bo 
raised to 300 men, in accordance with the statement submitted witli the 
Commissioner’s letter No. 10, dated 0th instant, the details -of w'hieh are 
hereby sanctioned. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor entirely agrees with Colonel 
Haughton in.the views expressed by him in the same letter as to the inexpe- 
diency of scattering about police posts and t^jc propriety of managing the 
country by the luskur system; but His Honor is disposed to hold that 
at any rate one strong post should bo maintained in the tract lately indc- 
p(mdent, so that the authority of Government tuay he visible and beyond doubt. 
It would be most unwise to alhnv tlic Garos to supposci that the expedition was 
tnergly a sort of retaliatory raid, or to leave any opening for conduct involving 
fresh operations. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor will he prcpnri'd to give money to complete 
the system of roads across tlie hills, towards the opeuinir of wliieh so much 
has been already done, and ho trusts that no elfort will be spared to establish 
markets and develop trade. Hoads and markets omrht very sjieodily to create 
a social revolution in the hills. 'J’hc Lieutenant-Governor would also he glad to 
SCO the Ameiieaii and otJier missionaries, avIio haviJ so zealously undertaken the 
education of lhes(‘, hill races under the grant -iu-aid system, taking advantage 

*of the ])rcsent eirciftlistauees to establish scliools for Garos in the liills, instead 
of keeping them, as hitherto, in the plains of Goalparah. Government would 
render all Kjusonablc assistance to such an enterprise. 

10. Tluwe is much reason to believe that the country is rich in many natu- 
ral products. Its cotton trade has always been considerable, and was known even 
in the days of tbo Mol'uIs ; and tbe Lieute nant-Governor hojajs that, instead of 
our having to burn large quantities of cotton in punishment of oiitrago, as was 
unhappily necessary in a few^ instances, wc may Jind bore a new source of supply 
to Muncbestcr. The Deputy Commissioner must now do what he can, by the 
introducXifon of im]>r()ved seed and by encouraging trade, to develop this 
cultivation. Oh the timber of the hills the J..ieutenant-Governor expects 
full and special report, and will pass no orders on paragraphs 3 to 0 of Colonel 
Haughtou’s letter No. 15, dated Ctli h'ebruary, till this is received. Wild 
elephants arc said to be very numerous, and probably kbeddab operations 
■would prove prolitablo at an early date. On all these matters, and on tlie 
capabilities of the country generally, the Lionteuuut-Govenior hopes for further 

‘ and fuller rejiort lr<jm the Deputy Commissioner, when the pressure of his 
present survey work is over. 

11. The Deputy Commissioner must also report luoro in detail the 
arrangements made by him for administering the ncwly-acquircd villages. 
The number of luskurs appointed, their status among their 

the mode of selection adopted, should all lie explained. jj, • 

32. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot conclude this resolution without 
noticing more ])artieularly the scrvi(;es lajndored by all concerned in it. 
Though it has been an all but bloodless campaign, tbo hardships to wdiicb 
officers .and mto have been exposed in an unhealthy jungle — marching with 
the lightest possible equipment — suffering from malaria and extremes of heat 
and cold — have been more than usually fall to the lot even of Indian frontier 
forces, nis Honor has learnt with much regret that the healtii of so many 
of those engaged lias suffered severely from these causes. The i-xpedition has 
howe^r, it may be hoped finally, established British authority in a country 
which wai^hitherto an almost unknown laud, — an eyesore on our maps and a 
reproach to our administration. ^ 

13. To Colonel Haughton, who, as Commissioner, has had the respon- 

* sibility of all the arrangements, tlie Lieutenant-Governor must tender his 
warm acknowledgments. Ho must especially thauk Capitaiu Williamson, 
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tbd Deputy CommisBioner, to whom tho active conduct of the expedition felL 
Captain Williamson, since the first occupation of the hills in 1866, has been in 
charge of the district, except during one period of leave, and ho'*is yet at his 
post. Captain WiU^^jpson’s good work as Deputy Commissioner has been 
frequently acknowledgjM by successive Governments, ^o him it is owing that 
so much of the Garo Hills had before this expedition submitted voluntarily to 
British rule ; and it is quite possible that in time he would thus have brought all 
the hillmen under his influence. His future task has now, however, been made 
easier to .^is hands, and he has the satisfaction of knowing that tho success of 
the late operations has been greatly due to his own excellent suggestions and 
arrangements, and to his indefatigable exertions in tho field. Ho has throughout 
been ably seconded by the various police oflicers deputed to this duty. 
Mr. Daly and Captain Davis, Messrs. Goad, Scanlan, and Cawley, police oflicers, 
and Mr. Reily employed in district work during Captain Williamson’s employ- 
ment on the expedition, merit commendation. Colonel Gordon also rendered 
valuable help in organizing the force and briuging his experience to bear on 
the mat&riel of the expedition. Colonel Haughton favorably mentions his 
Personal Assistant Mr. Pughe. The services of all these oflicers will be brought 
before the Government of India. 


14. The assistance rendered by tho detachment of tho 43rd Native Infantiy 
on the eastern side of the hills has also to bo cordially acknowledged. Though 
the troops were not called on for active service, they have done most valuable 
work in opening out a long reach of a road, which will eventually unite the 
head-quarters of the Garo Hills with Shillong. 

15. With his endorsement No. 23, dated 12th instant, Colonel Haughtou 
forwards a letter from the Deputy Commissioner, setting out the ser- 
vices rendered by the neighbouring zemindars iu the way of providing 
coolies and provisions for the force. The Lieutenant-Governor ha§ directed 
that letters conveying the thanks of Government be addressed to these gentle- 
men. Colonel Haughton was able to make much use of the resources of 
Cooch Bchar.

1 HAVK tho honor to report, for tho information of the Hon’ble the 
liouteuant-Governor, progress of tho Garo expedition. 

2. As already arranged, the expeditionary force was divided into four 
bodies. On the 22ad ultimo Colonel Gordon and Captain Williamson pro- 

"'■'“''■needed with Captain Davis, commanding the hillmen, by the steamer to Goal- 
parah. They found that the provision depGts at Gabul Th.ippa, places well in 
the interior, and Niburi and Bongalkhatta, on the Goalparah frontier, were 
fully supplied. ColoTiel Comber, ilio Deputy Comriissioner, was also able to 
furnish af onjmber « f elcpbatite obtained from the zemindar, and as many 
coolies as w^c required. I nm not awar<' on what date Captain Davis actually 
marched, but- he wf s to proef i.tl iuK> the interior of the Garo Hills on the 4th 
instant. Captain '\ :'ill’ainsoi' having seen that the arrangements were all' 
complete, rcluvneti with Ci lonel Gordon to Tura, taking with him a large 
supply of provisioi'j: the.so Le immediately commenced to push forward to 
Seebulgiri and Fa; rangiri ; he anticipated leaving on the same date. Tho 
party under Mr. italy w'as already iu the hills, somewhere in the neighbour- 
hood of h'arrangiri, when Captain Williamson ro'.urned, and Mr. Dal;^ was 
engaged in forming provision drp6t.s, the exact location of which, however, I 
am not informed of. It is believed that lus svant ^ were fully supplied • 

3. The headmen of Rahooagixi, two villages which after tendering 
allegiance broke uuc, and were, it is believed, concerned in the murder com- 
mitted in the b( ginning of the year, have tendered unconditional submission ** 
and engaged to supply coolies, if wanted, for Mr. Daly’s party. The Garos 
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generally; appear disposed to yield the expedition all the assistance in their . 
power. 1 


4. Captain Williamson has furnished each officer with lists of the places 
to be visit(Hl, the names of the headmen, and a sketch of the routy to be 
followed, with such subiudiary instructions as he deevic'cl necessary for their 
guidance. ” \ 

6. The military reserve, consisting of the three compai^s of the 43rd 
Native Infantry, reached its destination about the 20th ultimo, and imme- 
diately conirneneed hutting tht?mselves : the site seems to be singularly well 
chosen, as the party looked down on the plains in two different directions. 
As soon as th(‘y provide slndter for themselves they will commence a road to 
Tura, the men and coolies provided for their carriage both working upon it. 

6. The survey party undcsr Captain Woodthorpe left Goalparah in com- 
pany with Captain illiamson ; by my advice they took with them coolies of 
the 'Khasi Hills for the carriage of their baggage and provisions. They at 
once commenced clearing the sites fur trigonometrical stations.

I REGKKT that the difficulties of communication with tlic various officers 
in the field have preicnted me from giving early and complete information as 
to the movements of the parties engaged. This evening I have received the 
first diaries from IVlr. Ualy and Captain Williamson. The information con- 
tained has been antieipated demi-officially. On the whole it appears that 
although 'there is a general tendency to submission, the Garos are fully alive 
to the fact tliut we intend to bring all professing indepeiulenct* into submission, 
and desir(j to pn'sorvc their honor amongst their countrymen by some attempts 
at opposition. 1 fool no doubt as to the gciieml results of tlie expedition. It 
appears to me that the events which have taken ))lace shotv very plainly the 
absolute tnoecssity for it, for, as far as I am informed, these people have never 
shown tVio- ’fiast disposition to cnier into terms with the British Government. 
They have been repeatedly invited to do so, but have rej(;c5ted all overtures 
made to them, and have simply assumed the privilege of murdering our people 
in the plains, or any of their neighbours w'ho submitted to us at their jileasure. 

2. It has appeared in all the correspondence of the last six or seven years 
that those Garos who had submitted to our rule were in terror of those who 
had not done so, and, especially in the cariy part of tliis year, that they were 
liable to b(^ attacked for having done so. I should liave been very glad 
indeed if any of the heads of the independent communities had professed a 
desire to negociato with us ; but they liavc all along rejected attempts at 
communication with them, so there remained nothing but an appeal to force. 
1 am of opinion, from the tone these people have held, and continue to hold, 
that there is no course open to the Government but that of bringing them 
into unconditional submission. I trust this object may be effeeied within 
the next two or three rnontlis ; but if not, 1 w«m]d recommend to the Govern- 
ment the policy of proceeding in like manner in a second campaign. Tlie 
labour, unless the work is eftectually done, w'ill be lost. 

3. With these remarks I beg to offer some detail of the operations of 
the different parties engaged. 

* 4. Mr.Dnlv^ Cachar Police. — Mr. Daly’s diary, commencing from the 7th 
DecAnber, has boon received this evening. I have no previous narrative, 
though *f have received some information as to his departure from Cachar 
and arrival on the frontier by water, which appears to have been V€(fy expedi- 
tiously accomplished ; nor have I any account of his arrival at Earrangiri, an 
outpost in the bills held during the rains. His diary commences from the 7th 
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•of; December, on which date he left that place. 1 observe hero that the ultimate 
name of almost every settlement in the hills is “ giri,” which means “ hill,” and 
to avoid confusion 1 have myself dropped it and directed officers to do so. 


6. ^ Mr. Daly laftFarrang on the 7th December, with a body of Nepaulese 
and Garo coolies : 89 olu the latter deserted during the night. The next day 
(8th December) Xe mei some people with the headman from Kukwa, who 
afforded him assistance. These people had been in opposition in May last. 
Further, he met men from Nengmandul, who tendered submission, and in 
the same march men from Bowee, who likewise tendered submission. 'I'he 
village was found deserted hut not destroyed, as previously reported. The 
people of Bowee apjiear to have intended to liave resisted, but to have thought 
better of it. The ntjxt day (9th) Mr. Daly marched through a country he 
describes as easy, and crossed the Summesury river, which was found fordable 
and navigated by canoes on it, but not navigable from the plains, as heavy

easily to Kong King,* whicli is described as 
a very defensible position. Captain "Williamson describes the people of this 
village as ill disposed, though they have paid revenue for three years. On 
the lOth December Mr. Daly encamped near Rong Ring and sent ba^k 
100 Garo coolies and 95 N cpaulcse for provisions; at 5 in the evening the 
Garos appeared about and burnt their old village (this is said to be the work 
of the Samadul Garos) close to his camp. The next day Mr. Daly took care 
to protect his camp, and received an additional supply of coolies from Budaru 
and Nengmandul. Some of his pe.ople met some of ths^ independent, who 
declared their intention of not submilling and of revenging themselves on 
those who had done so. Captain Williamson is of opinion that all the people 
Mr. Daly refers to will submit. 


6. On the 12th December Mr. Dalyf had heard around his camp voices 
t He had now with him only aiwut :io men fit of mcn during the prcvious night. At 1 in 

J.o. H. afternoon the Garos at lacked and were 

driven off without loss on our side, losing two of their own men, killed, and 
another wounded. They are reported to have belonged to Rong Ring and 
Samandal and Dubot. I’he close nature of the jungle gives tlie G'aros a 
great advantage. Fleeing, the Garos said tliey w'ould come wihu reinlbrcc- 
ments, but up to the 15th had made no signs of doing so. 

7. On the 13ih Mr. Daly got within hearing of Captain Williamson’s 
camp, and he was alarmed by a fire of three shots, which turned out after- 
M'ards to have beci^^ade at a wild elephant. The next day (14.th) he joined 
Captain Williaigj.j, n, from which date I have no further record of his 
proceedings. 

8. I now beg to detail the proceedings of Captain Williamson’s party, 
also received this evening. On the 9th instant he marched from Selbal, 
passing Afal and Gangdong, to Kiria, where he halted. The two last villages 
were heretofore iudependeut, but submitted, and paid tlio tax fixed on 
them of 8 annas per house. The road was excessively difficult and very 
tiring to the coolies. The people eu route showed their unwillingness to 
disclose the paths by professing ignorance, whi(5h is an old Garo' custom ; 
hut Captain Williamson found they were perfectly informed of the movements 
of Captain Davis to the u(>rtli and Mr. Daly to the south. In obedience to 

X Ou ibcUi.ci.roscrik.1. kis ordcrs the people had cleared the pathsj 

j.c. n. and gave in their tribute at tlie rate of 8 
annas per house. A hamlet of Dilnia, called Englock, submitted and paid 
tribute ; and another called Banco also submitted. On the 11th he marched 
to Dilma, the roads being show'u by the people of Tongbal. lie fo\iud the 
people had removed, and that they had done their b(ist to stop the way by 
felling trees across the path and planting spikes. Dilma was found to be 
a very large village in a fine position. He stayed the next day (12th) at the 
village, and perceived that the people had been long prepared to abandon their 
place. 
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9. Bilma appears to be very much nearer our Goalparab frontier than 
any report I had received induced me to believe. It seems to be within an 
easy distance of Jecra, in Goalparab, at an elevation of some 1,600 feet 

' * hij'her than the station of Tura, probably about 3,600 feet above the Jtevel of 
the sea. ' * ' 

10. Bilma is supposed to be the head of the opposition, ttnd the place to 
which all looked for an outstand ; but it made no show. Captai(i Williamson 
next day (13th) marched to Migadopo by an easy road, and Saramphang, where 
he encamped. Here he received again information of Mr. Daly’s movements 
and the attack made upon him by the Garos. 

11. On the 14th, Kungba, Nengmandul, Bowee, and other villages 
dependent on us, paid in the tax imposed upon them. They had been lately 
ill disposed. Captain Williamson effected a junction with Mr. Daly, who was 
^t Bong Bing. Captain Williamson’s diary terminates on the 15th, on which 
date* nothing fresh had occurred. One or two cases of what appears to be 
cholera had occurred amongst the Garos and Nepauleso in his camp, which 
he attributed to surfeit of decayed meat. 

12. The information I have received of the movements of the northern 
pmrty under Captain Davis is very brief, through the medium of short notes. 
His diaries have ixot reached me ; but as far as tlic information goes, it seems 
he was. perfectly successful. Uc appears to have been twice attacked by the 
Garos, and to'have’driven them off' Avithout loss.

I)iary of tlie Deputy Commisaioner of Oaro mils from 16^A to 22nd 

December 1872. 

16fA December . — Went from camp at Saramphang with Captain Wood- 
■*' thorpe and visited two villages of Samandal which lie close to our camp. 
Caplin Woodthorpe was able to fix the position of these villages. 

I sent off Gual, alias Disan, the Lukma of Bunghak, to communicate 
with the villagers of Mandalan, Dilma, and others. He promised to return to 
camp at Bongreug in four or five days. 

Sent Dost Mahomed, Inspector, and all the coolies iu camp to clear the 
path between Bongreng and Saramphang. The country is low near here and 
liable to inundation in places. 

• Another Garo died of a disease similar to cholera in its symptoms. There

Deee^er.—Tlalted at Rongreng. The Garos of Rongreng signified 
their wish to come in, and said tliey were between two fires, — the fear of 
us and of tiio I>ilina Garos, which is very likely true. They declare the

came in to-day. Tliey have paid up their 
revenue to tlie officer at Parram. They seem to have suffered considerably 
from being kept away from their villages in the jungles, and they were verv 
poorly clad, even for Garos. A sad accident occurred to-day. A khallasee 
belonging to Captain Woodthorpe’s party went to the jungles to* fetch baralioos ; 
as he was returning he fell in a trap set by the Rongreng Garos to kill dear* 
and the spear of the trap, which is united by a flexible hole, pierced him 

through the stomach, so that his bowels protruded Tlie man 

died in a few hours. 

IQth December . — ^The Rongreng Garos came in in the morning and I sent 
them off to bring in the villagers of Sokodum and Rongribri, and others who 
arc, I hear, anxious to submit. Marched with Captain Woodthorpe to Shem- 

shong via Rangon by a different road from that followed bv Major Aushin and 
self. Captain Woodthorpe was able to sot up his plane-table several times en 
rovlc, and skeiehed in a considerable amount of now ground. 'J'he coolies 
arrived from Farram last evening and brought up rice — lOOmaundsof rus-sud. 
The road from Rongreng to Bangon was very good ; it lay througli a sphuidid 
s3il forest. From Bangon to Shemsliong the road was not so good. 1 •••ot in 

jom-«.f u.oviiia(fpawimhrc«i»to(Ubopn!icn*ioii» villagcrs of Baugofi wlio had rufi uwav 
•if iiio itiijiiof sboosUuug. ^ from fear of us. The villaijers of Shem- 

shongj were very friendly, aud 1 found all 
tbe women and children in the village, wliich is the best evidence of the 
j>eaeeal)le disposition of tbe village. As we left the village of Bangi,n we felt 
a. very severe shock of earthquake, wliich was accompanied by aloud rumblin<»- 
sound. The ground shook in an alarming manner, and the trees rocked to and 
fro as if in a storm ; the shock was not such a severe one as W'e had in 
Mandul in Jauuary 1609.

would prevent laden boats coming up.8 as 
suggested by Mr. Daly. The Lukm'as of 
Bangon and Dawa, whom I sent for, c«i,me 
into camp late this evening. 'J'he villagers 
of Shemshong arecu-pital fellows, and turned 
out most willingly with their boats, &c. There are great numbers of wild 
elephants near here, and as there is a good deal of level ground, this would 
he a very likely place for koomkee shikar. Sul timber is abundant near tbe 
village. Fish is almndaiit in the Shemshong or Summossuri near lu>re, and 
the Garos of the village understand bow to catch them, and thus obtain an 
additional article of diet which is very beneficial to them. 


21«7 December . — Sent my camp by land and went by boat myself 'with 
Captain Woodthorpe to Rongreng, where we arrived at 5 p.m. * Th6 river 
between Shemshong and Rongreng is not very interesting. PasseS thr()u«»-h 
two pdrqs of Shemshong, one of which is called Achak Jangsio village. T&s 
village has paid up its revenue to Mr. Daly. Found all well in camp on my 
return. Nearly all the russud has come in from Farram. Found the ddk h*^ 
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come in from Turco ; there were a large number of official letters. On march- 
ing in from Dilma to Saramphang, a Nepaulese coolie was n portcd miffing in 
the oveninsr. I warned all the camp to keep up close, and there was as usual 
a rear guard to bring up stragglers ; but this man must have eluded the guard, 

and probably remained behind' to drink 
• orciMirt. some Garo liquor.* One’ or two of the 

coolies got hold of this liquor and got intoxicated, and w'erc brought up by 
the rear {juard. It was too late to search for this man that day ; but tlie next 
day search was made for him by a guard I sent out, but no traces of him were 
found. It is not imf>r()bable he may have fallen in with the party who were 
returning from the attack on Mr. Daly’s camp ; and if so, there is every proba- 
bility bo was killed. The Nepaulese are very callou-s, and arc often found to 
throw theinsi'lves down anywhere in the jungles and do all they know to 
escaptJ carryini; their loads. Tiie jemadar of eoolies has just reported three 
coolies ran away from Farram, where they had been sent to carry russiid. 

22)/cf Deromhrr, Sunday . — Busy with correspondence. 'I'ln; villages of 
Samandal and Bow<‘C came in and paid up their revenue. The village of 
Ilunguia also paid up its line, as ordered by Captain LaTouclie.

I BKG to report, for th(^ information of His Honor the LhmttMiaut-Govornor, 
that I this morning arrived at Tura after several days’ delay madt; in the hope 
of obtaining authentic information as to the burning of a godown in the 
frontiiw of (lowalparah. The most diligent inquiry having clicittid nothing hut 
vague report, I marched here this morning. Simultaneously with my arrival 
came the lirsi dslk received for several days from Captain Williamson, which 
enclosed a report from Captain Davis’s party, received some days licforo, copy 
of which annexed. I also annex a copy of Ca])tain Williamson’s diary from 
the 23rd to tlKJ December. I have received a demi-official note dated 
30th Decernher, wdiich contains the same favorable information. 

2. I would not have fined the people who have submitted for any acts of 
opposition to us, excepting proved and specific acts of raid into our territory ; 
but it has biMMi doin^ and" cannot be recalled, and it does not appear tliat as 
nv'ardii these inile|)endeiits, so called hitherto, that any advantage could result 
from further inquiry. Inquiry ivill be made, however, into tlio participation 
of any who had made allegiance to us who joined them, and some i)uuislmienfc - 
will bo awarded. 

3. It w'ill be gratifying to the Lieutenant-Governor to observe that there 
arc very few villages still outstanding who have not as yet been vi si led ; of 
the sueccissiul achievement of these I think there can ho no doubt. As far as 
known to» me, I think they are of no consequence and will submit as soon as 
visited. They appear all to be situated w'ell to the ive.st and near Gou alparah, 
and I bclieve tliereis no difficulty whatever in obtaining access to them in the 
dry season. I‘ have no official report of the proceedings of Cap ain Davi s, but 
it would seem from all that; has come to my knowledge tliat In: has aeted with 
vigor and decision. He appears himself and his subaltern, Mr. tSeanlan, to liave 
bad fever, which is a great drawback in a campaign ; though tlie disease may 
not be serious, tlie bodily work, marching on foot, and n oonnoitriui!', with 
occasimal ojiposition, is heavy enough for most men. After their labor in a 
febrile country, they are iikely to suffer from a fever attack i\ hich prevents 
them from writing, and when recovered they have early next day to mareh 
again. In this view I am i)repared to exonerate Captain Davis lully for 
absence of communication from him. I have heard that a diary from him 
passed through this station some days back, but it has not reached me yet. 
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4. Captain Williamson has advocated ofidcially and demi-officially the 
emplojvnent of the police on the making of roads, and, so long as they can be 
beneficially engaged' in that matter, 1 do not object to the measure ; hut to 
me it seems impossible that they should be detained for such, business with 
advantage after the middle of February. The work thereafter, I think, must 
be remitted to the next cold season, or be carried on by the Oaros themselves 
or other ;roluntecrB. 1 deprecate the idea, which seems to be current, of 
employing Garos only for this business ; they should, in my opinion, be made 
to work on occasions like the present as far as required, otherwise induced by 
kind usage to volunteer their labor. From the documents which have been 
forwarded to His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, it will be observed that the 
Gkiros have rendered very great assistance to the troops, and great care is 
needed that they should not be overworked or unduly pressed. Even in Europe, 
considered civilized, it is well known that in times past men were unduly faxed 
for forced labor, and the system of forced labor was always a cause of disgust 
among the peasantry. 1 think that this is a point very specially to be guarded 
against, for men willing to render some service continually run away. 

6. Coolies have been obtained in the estate of Ranee Sumomoyee of 
Moorshedabad, on the eburs in the east of the Berhampooter, who have been 
compelled to go up to Tura with loads, and it appears, to me that this 
forced labor has not been judiciously used. There is a great deal too much 
compulsion, which renders the work disgustful to those employed. 

6. The road to Tura has now been made (partly by the labor of the 
sepoys and police forming my escort from Cooch Behar) easy for bullocks 
and practicable for carts, from Rohoomaree on the Berhampooter to Hamalgiri, 
only 12 miles from Tura. 1 have no doubt that with such an assignment of 
funds as was made for last year (which was unfortunately overlooked by 
Captain LaTouche, then in charge), in the year 1873-74 carts, bullocks, and 
animals of all sorts may easily progress from the Berhampooter to the station 
of Tura for the supply of provisions. 

7. With reference to Captain Williamson’s proposition, contaibed in his 
diary herewith sent, that he should have an increase of 150 police, I beg to 
recommend its adoption for a time. No doubt the police authorized already 
may find it difficult to embrace the duties u hich will bo imposed upon them 
by the submission of the Garos, hitherto called independent, spread over 
such a large tract of country. It is highly undesirable to call out troops from 
the regular army. Armed men, trained as police, will be much more easily 
available, and do all that is required of them at a very much less cost. 

8. I very deoxdy regret the abolition of the police battalions ; in my 
opinion they should have been maintained for charge of jails, treasuries, 
fronti(?r duties, treasury guards, and a variety of other services, and I think it my 
bounden duty to express this opinion, which is the result of observation and 
thought from the day the new organization came out to this hour. I have ex- 
pressed this opinion before, and only now renew it, the occasion offering. The 
police collected for this expedition have as yet shown themselves {horoughly 
efficient, but had to be collected with some difficulty from all quarters of Bengal,- 
and it seems to me alike unjust to the officers and men that they should be so 
subjected to the performance of military duties for which they can neither 
exi)cct the honors nor rewards ordinarily assigned to the military. As a matter 
of fact, the contingent of the Rajah of Cooch Behar and the police sent from 
Bengal, deputed for the Bhootan Campaign, who underwent all the labors of 
it, and were exposed to everything that the regular troops suffered, havb not 
received, now eight years after the conclusion of the campaign, the *medal 
ucc;orded to the troops and to thorn, though in reality they bore the severest 
part of ihc duties which were heretofore the lot of the military, and had to 
maintain posts where they hod to meet the enemy, as though they had been 
regular troops ; and His Honor cannot doubt, from the review of my services, 
I am a comx>otcut w'ituess on such a subject. 
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9. The police, unlike the military, have to leave their wives and childreil, 
whom they usually bring now to the places at which they are stationed, and 
their families, to my knowledge, have been subjected toj^reat inconvenience by 
the sudden orders to march the men away on two campuigus. 

10. I beg to submit Captain Williamson’s diary with these observations 
for the orders of His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor. 


JHary of the Deputy Commissioner^ Garo Hillst from the 2Zrd to the 29th 

December 1872. 

2!^rd December . — Busy at official correspondence. There is no news of 
Captain Davis, except that he is somewhere near Dangkengiri, in the Jirah 
Dooars. I hope ho ma.v arrive soon I sent a letter to him by the Lukma of 
Bonigiri, who came in and submitted this morning. Bonigiri is no distance 
from Dangkengiri. The following paid up revenue to-day : —

Sent off a number of coolies to bring up russud from Farraragiri. Bon- 
grengiri would be a capital |)osition for an outpost. The position is an ex- 
cellent one, water abundant, and it is central and might easily be connected by 
a good path with Jirah, I imagine. I ordered the Garos who submitted to-day 
to clear a path from this to Thappa. When this is opened out we shall have a 
direct path across the hills. 

1 shall endeavour to arrange with the Garos to keep this path open at all 
seasons,, vhen onc^ the line has been cleared and approved by me. I hear the 
villagers of Dilmagiri have fired their own village. The guard which went- for 
dabs to Kiragiri the other day, found it blazing as they passed through. Some 
Garos (of Dilmagiri, I suppose) were yelling in the jungle as the guard passed 
through the village and beyond it, and menaced the constables, but a few shots 
drove them off, and one of the Garos dropped his shield and spear, which the 
head constable brought in to camp with him. This was as the guard was 
going upwards towards Kiragiri. I was in camp at Semsangiri when the guard 
returned. From what they say, I fear it is true the unibrtuuate coolie who is 
missing must have fallen into the hands of the Dilmagiri people, who were 
smarting under the repulse they received at Rongrengiri, and, if so, he was 
killed immediately. Farts of a human being were found near tlic sacrificial 
altar in the village of Dilmagiri, and a bag like that used by the Nepauleso was 
found slit up near the place. 1 shall probably be able to find out more about 
the man’ll fate on the return of one or two Luskars who have gone into Tura. 

, 2M,h December . — ^The Lukma of Warengiri, independent, was brought in by 
Thaja Luskar this morning, and he paid up his revenue at 8 per house. This 
village is situated on the 8ummesar< e river somewhere near Bunchamgiri. I 
sent off Thaja to see to the clearing of the road between the Saramphang HAt 
and Tura, by a more direct line than that followed by mo on my route here, 
and he reports that the line is now opened nearly to Samandul, so it will be 
shoHly finished. Thaja is a capital Luskur, indeed the best in the hills 1 
thini ; his word is to be relied on ; what he says he does, and he never pretends 
ignoraueS. He brought in his brother Thanja, who has long eluded me. 1 
have not seen him since he met me in the fields of Mandalangiri ig January 
1 869. He has always been afraid to come in before. 

2&th December. — Xmas. day. Solluiiga Luskar arrived from Tura and 
brought in a large dAk of letters. Went ux) the Somsang river by boat with 
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<i)aptaiQ Woodthorpe, intending to fix the position of a large tributary of the 
river which flows in above Sarampliaog, but alwut a mile above the hfit our 
further passage was tarred by a small waterfall. The Garos of the village of 
Bonigiri lately submitted), whom I sent with a letter to Captain Davis, re- 
turned to-day saying that tliey bad delivered it, and Captain Davis was close by, 
and would cgmp tlie niL'bt at Sarampbang. lie curiously sent no reply to my 
letter, excepting a verbal mt'ssage, according to tny iiilormant, that there was 
no use writing as ho was so close. Possibly the Garos may have invented this ; 
he shpuld have acknowh dged th<; note, to have removed all doubts. 

Dec.eniht'r . — Captain Davis did not arrive here after all, and the 
XiUkma of Songsak informed me he was further off tlian my first informant 
gave me to understand. I su[)pose be. is visiting villjigt s adjacent to his route, 
which has delayed hitn. I was b\isy atofiicc work nearly the w'hoie day, rejdy- 
ing to a large budget of hitters that came by yesterday’s date. The coolies 
from Parramgiri ariived in camp to-day with the remainder of the stores. A 
constable died of fever to-day ; he was a man tvlio had been sent from other 
districts. 

27^A Decemhei '. — ^'fhe Garos of Dilniagiri came, in and paid up their reve- 
nue amounting to 40, being at the rate of H per liou.so for 80 liouses. They 
declared they bad nothing whatever to do with cutting up the coolie who 
strayed from our camp on the march to Sarampbang. Tliis tlu'V say was doue. 
by the villagers of llunirulLriri, who were followinir us on our march ; the luaii,^ 
they say, got intoxicat»-d ou some liejuor he found in tin- llunghakgiri village, 
and then wand«‘red back towards Dilmagiri, where he tell into the hands of the 
Bungulgiri people, who killed him and stin.-k his (sars up in the poc^ja place of 
the Dilmagiri village. The Dilinairiri Garos admit tluMi* comi)lieity in the 
Damakchigiri raid, and that they have five oi the heads of tlic victims. 

I dir(;ctcd them to go and fetch tlie.sr* skulls, and 1 shall have them 
publicly burnt at Rongrengiri. I also fined them Rs. 200. Ihe Luskur 
of Dilmasfiri promised t<) ri'turn within four days with the fine and the skulls. 

I have diretUed other villages, who have heads takc'ii in this • raid, to 
surrender tlumi at once to be burnt here, a.nd thus end the feud for 
ever; and I have, inflieicd a proportionate line on all tlu^ Villaire.s eoric<;rned, 
which I think, under the eircurnsiances, will be sullieient punishment, for it 
must bo reineinhered that sevi'ral villages, viz. Rowigiri, Kukvvagiri, and 
Darangiri, bavts already sulb red severe punishment whieh I iullicted in 
July last. 

The village of .longinigiri (Dep) wbieb was concerned in the raid, and Las 
two skulls, w'as to have brought them in to-day, but its representatives not 
having appeared. I intended to send Mr Daly to the village to demand their 
surrender; but Jorah, tlie. Lukina of Neagmamlal, begged to be allowed to use 
his influence on the villairm's, and said be would go ;iud try and bring these 
people in with the beads, and 1 have allowed him to go. I bavo nows of the 
whereabouts of Captain Davis to-day; he is in camj) at Sokodurn. He has 
succeeded in bringing in 17 villages ; he was twice attacked, but apjiears to 
have driven oil’ iiie emuuy with loss, and the villages which attackedoliirn have 
since submitted, owing to tlm ('iiergeiic iucasui*t:s be adopted. He expects to 
reach this camp about ibe 29tb or .'tOj.b l)«‘comber. Both be and Mi*, ^caiilan 
have been ill, I am sorry to say. I’berc now only remain about 10 villages of 
small size independent, and Ibese lie low.ards Rengalkbatta, -west of Dilmagiri. 
Captain Davis’s next route will bring h:i;i iu contact with these villages, and 1 
hope I shall soon bt3 able to report their submission, when the object of the 
expedition will have been attained. 

1 set all the coolies in camp to-day clearing the site of the village of 
Rongrengiri, as on it I shall hui’d a ^uaru- house ana godown. Rongrengiri is 
a most excellent place for a guard, and 1 think an outjiost of SO or 100 men 
should bo^maiutaiurd bore fvir the next two or three years, at any rate until 
we can he thoroughly assured of tins reality of the submission of the indepen- 
dent Garos. Rongrengiri is accessible from Doorgapore and .lirah. Supplies 
of rice could be drawn from Tbairpa, which is only a day's journey to the

north. The site is excellent, being impregnable on three sides, and easily^ 
• defended on the fourth ; and water is abundant and close by, as the Summes* 
surcc flows under the base of the rock which forms the southern side of the site. 

^ The road I propose catting will run from Doorgaporo, via Rongren^ri, to 
Thappa and Jirah ; this line is already open between Eon^rengiri and jJoorga- 
pore, and that between Thappa and Rongrengiri is nearly completed. Rong- 
rengiri has also the great advantage of being near the large Garo iifit of 
Surrengphang, which is only three miles distant. Tins hAt tlie Garros want to 
re-open, and Dilmagiri mentioned the matter this morning in cc'.iversation. 

I should imagine that this site would also be fairly healthy, as it is at au 
elevation of 1,800 feet, considerably higher than Tura, and the surnmnding 
country is high and dry. Nothing would keep the Garos so well in order as a 
strong post in the heart of the hills, and I would rather have one strong post, 
strong enough to act in the offensive as well as defensive, than a number of 
squall outposts. 

The question of an increase to my district police will have to be considered 
without delay, now that such a large extent of country has been placed under 
my direct control. 1 think I should at least be allowed 300 constables, if my 
plan of a central oulpost at llongrengiri is sanctioned. 

28<A December. — Mr. Daly and his police have been halting at this place 
during the week, awaiting Captain Davis’s arrival ; he has in consequence no 
diary to submit forjhc Commissioner. 

Sent off the Lukma of Sobukgiri to call in the Lukma of Jongmigiri, U'ho 
lias not yet made his appearance. Sent out a letter to Captain Davis, asking 
him not to delay his march here, for we are all detained on his account. He 
seems to have been doing good work, from what I can judge from the scrap of 
a letter he sent rne the clay before yesterday; but his having dtdayed so much 
on the road*, although to good purpose, has i)rcvcnted my utilizing Mr. Daly’s 
services, for until Captain Davis arrives, I shall not know what places he has 
visited, and whcrc^ it is rcccssary to send Mr. Daly. Had Captain Davis met 
us here about the 18ih, as 1 proposed, both he and Mr. Daly could have 
been employed in different directions, and the work Captain Davis is now doing 
alone, being divid(^d among the two parties!, would have been accomplished in 
probably half the time. Captsdn "Woodthorpo visited Bongongiri and ascended 
to a peak the Garos had cleared for his operations according to my orders. 

29^A December . — The building for the police guard I propose leaving at 
this depot is making satisfactory progress. 


Report from Captain Davis— dated Caaijt Hookadum, the 'i-Uh December 1873. 

•We aiTived here this day. Three or four villages to our west, which I 
find from a letter from Colonel Haughton received to-day, have not suhmitted ; 
and as Scanlnn is on his back with fever, I leave him here for two days and look 
up these other villages with 30 men or so. Seventeen villages submitted; a 
scrimmage with two ; one attacked us at night, Dukigiri; one attacked our 
rear gmird and coolies who were leaving Sinai ; a few killed in both occur- 
rences — twt) for certain at Dukigiri. Below is a list of the villages submitted. 
J was down with fever yesterday, and am not strong yet. We shall be at 
llongrengiri in about five or six days.

■Wrrn reference to your letter No. 88 of 7th January last, I have the ' 
honor to report further on the proceedings in the Garo Hills. 

2. The officers have used their best endeavours to save the coolies in 
their camp?»frorn sickness ; this is no easy task with persons who are so utterly 
reckless, specially in matters of diet. The officers themselves have, I believe, 
with the sole exception of Captain Williamson, suffered from fever or other 
illnefes. One officer, Mr. Scanlan, is reported to be in a very precarious state ; 

I myself, though but little exposed, and for a short time in the country, still 
suffer from fever. This is not probably so much due to any special unhealthi- 

r«.Dr.nnk«'» Sanitary Roportte Sanitary UCSS of thc cUmatC aS the vicissitudc ,of 

commiaaioner for laat year. temperature to which all entering the hills 

are exposed — hot sun by day, and, if encamped in a valley, ice at night. This 
exposure is inseparable from such expeditions as that into the Garo Hills. 

3. The information the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor desires 
regarding timber in the Garo Hills will be collected by the Deputy Com- 
missioner as soon as possible. It appears that owing to the closure of 
forest operations in the Eastern and Western Dooars by -the Eorest Depart- 
ment, the Mech timber-cutters have flocked into the more accessible timber 
districts in the Garo Hills, and at present the timber exports of the district 
of Gowalparah are mainly from the Garo Hills. A small tax has been levied, 
and the Deputy Commissioner has been requested to raise this tax to as high 
a rate as it will fairly bear, leaving due profit to the timber-cutters and to 
those who take it to market. 


4. It seems to me that the Forest Department have hitherto entirely 
overlooked the object for which it was instituted. This I believe to have 
been not for thc mere pur})ose of raising revenue to Government, but to 
ensure a continued supply of timber to thc public by avoiding waste. In this 
division, however, thc practice has been to tax timber at a prohibitory rate, as 
the market stands at present. Recently thc Deputy Conservator expressed 
an opinion to thc effect that it waa better any amount of waste occurs in 
private estates tluin Government forest should be worked without very close 
supervision. I think I have succeeded in showing him that the Government 
have as much interest in economizing the timber in private forests as in 
those reserved by the Government. 

5. Whatever stores • T timber may exist in the Garo Hills — and I have 
no doubt that these arc very valuable — thc utmost circumspection should 
however be used in managing the property. The soil, if owned by any one, 
is owned by -iie Garo people ; but they themselves appear to be intruders, 
from v/hat quarter is not known, who have pushed out “ Hazangs”'and others 
now Ihing iii the plains. Ti.erc can be no doubt that thc Garos succeeded 
not only in occupying the liills, but a large fringe of the plains, from which 
they have been driven back during the last 150 years. 

G. Hitherto, since the commencement of the British rule, the Govern- 
ment has not interfered with the cutting of timber in the Garo Hills, and

whose district they cut timber. i. I would 


recommend that if the Government are pleased to meddle with the timber- 


cutting in the Garo Hills, and any forest officer is deputed, he should be 
placed” most strictly under the orders of the Deputy Commissioner, as the 
irritation occasioned by thc injudicious acts of petty local officers is not 
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unfregucntly a source of great difficulty and discontent, ending sometimes 
even in rebellion, which, to say the least of it, is an expensive complaint. 

7. I very much regret that I am able to give so poor an account of 
* the movements and transactions of the police in the hills. The fact^ is thus 

accounted for ; I have only received one report frdm Captain Davis (copy 
enclosed), it is clear and gives valuable information. Captain AVilliamson 
repeatedly complained to me of his failure to get reports, from Captain 
' Davis with the northern column. lie has however since informed mo by 
demi-official note that he found, on meeting Captain Davis, that officer

*who probably did not know their destinations, had miscarried ; moreover. 
Captain Davis and his assistant, Mr. Scanlan, had been constantly ailing 
with fever : the latter, as already noticed, was reported recently to be in a very 
precarious state. Dut these officers have rendered excellent services. Under 
their auspices Gowalparah is now connected with Tura by a good bridle 
path, and Captain Davis’s party have visited or been visited by every com- 
munity in the district assigned to him, and he has now, after collecting a 
house tax at the rate of eight annas per house, as a token of subn)ission to 

• be perpetually rendered, gone on to Tura, there to settle accounts with 
Colonel Gordon. Captain Williamson will now proceed, as separately 
reported, to settle the boundary between the Kliasi and Garo Hills, in 
conjunction witli ilic officer conducting the survey. 

8. * Mr. .Daly’s party, since the date of my last report, marched across 
the hills, on the false alarm of a godown having been burnt and constables 
killed on the frontier of Gowalparah. He has returned to Tura to settle his 
accounts. This being done, he will retrace his steps to Cacliar. From some 
cause not explained, I have only received one ofiicial account of his proceed- 
ings. I am aware that Mr. Daly and his companion Mr. Goad have both 
Butfered from fever, and I have little doubt that the absence of reports from 
them is perfectly explainable. The communities tliroui^h which tlie detach- 
ment under Mr. Daly has passed, have all tendered their submission, and 
paid up the revenue imposed, or in addition fines for oy)posilion or failure to 
discharge the dues they formerly agreed to pay. Captain Williamson’s recent 
return from Tura across the Garo country to Gowalparah has lately been 
reported by telegram. lie found the people everywhere submissive and quiet, 
and he is at present in the Gowalparah district disposing of a charge of 
murder on the frontier preferred some months ago, which, from his occupa- 
tions, he was unable to attend to before. After fixing the boundary 
between the K.hasi and Garo Hills, as separately rei)ortcd upon, he will 
return tft Tura and hold a general meeting of the chiefs, according to 

• annual custom. He expects that the police (excepting only such a number 
as may he .necessary to retain, as a precautionary measure, in case of 
reaction, till he has recruited up to the number sanctioned by Government, 
not as a permanent force, but only till it is clear that no reaction is likely 
to take place) will be enabled to return to their districts on the Ist March. 

, 9. In the meantime the Government steamer Koladytie has been 
placed at the disposal of Brigadier Stafford, commanding on the JSTurth-East 
Frontier*, for his tour round Assam. This service finished, she will take the 
Bengal Police from the lower districts back to Goalundo. ^ 

• 10. The companies of the 43rd Native Infantry placed on the frontier 

of the Khasi Hills seem to have done excellent service, although not actually 
engaged in the field. 
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*. 11. They have cleared bridle roads from the Khasi Hillq, if not 
altogether as far as, within a short distance of, Tura. At the date of the 
last report the road had been cc;mpleted as far as Swangiri, a position well 
in advatice in about lozfgitude 90^* 34i' east and latitude 25^ 30' north. 

12. I have no doubt that they have proceeded far beyond that. The 
Deputy Commissioner is instructed to complete the path so as to open easy 
communication^ with Shillong. The ofiBcers of the 43rd Native Infantry 
have, I believe, explored the country in all directions round them, and route “ 
surveys have been made by the officer in charge, which will prove probably 
ver^ useful. The detachment has been allowed to return to its head- 
quarters, as there appeared no necessity for detaining it. The exercise the 
men have had will probably be very useful to them, and I would add that 
the experience gained by the whole of the' police force engaged will probably 
render them more efficient for like duties in future. 

13. The officers of the survey party headed by Captain Woodthorpe 
appear to have co-operated admirably in the objects of the expedition, and 
are said to have made excellent progress. The Surveyor-General, however, 
who himself has had experience on the frontier, is the best judge as to work 
done, of which he will no doubt receive reports from the officers concerned. 

It affords me, however, pleasure to record my testimony, based on the 
reports of the local officers, of the anxiety to push forward their work and 
the zealous co-operation of the survey officers. I trust that their work, 
which will prove a very valuable aid in the administration of the country, 
may shortly be completed. 

14. It will be observed from this and other reports that there is now 
a good bridle road right across the hills from Dalloo, in the plains of 
Mymensing, through Tura to Gowalparah ; another which joins these roads 
from Shillong to Tura, yet another from the Berhampooter at Bohoo- 
maree to Tura, up which I recently took a nine-pounder field piece on 

, wheels to B’ura and back. The Kaloo river has been cleared of snags and 
logs, and deepened by bamboo groin fences, so that now, about the worst 
season of the year, canoes carrying 20 maunds can proceed from the 
Berhampooter to within 9 miles of the station of Tura. The road also has 
been so improved, that 50 carts and a long string of pack-bullocks now 
travel from the Berhampooter as far as Daraalgiri. 

15. My view is, that if the policy heretofore adopted is carried out, 
the objects of Government will have been fully attained and the Garos 
rendered peaceable and contented subjects of the British Government. Our. 
policy has been, while using a strong hand, uniformly to conciliate them by 
all reasonable means in our power. Civilization cannot be introduced in a 
day, and due consideration must be had to the facts that misrule has been 
the rule ; and that, at any rate from the time of Mr. David Scott to the close 
of 1860, no efficient measures were taken to bring the Garos into subjection, 
and furthermore that the British Government did not take efficient ineasurce ‘ 
for their protection from the aggressions of the zemindars in the plains, 
who had no right or title over the plain country where we first found Garos. 

16. In conclusion, I would specially recommend to the notice of 
Government the services of* the officers employed in this business, being 
either in civil employ, as non-regulation officers, or attached to the police 
of the regulation and non-regulation districts of Bengal. They canpot look 
to the rewards and distinctions awarded to military officers in like cases, 
but they have shared the risks, fatigues, and exposure due to a regular 
military campaign, and I think are entitled to the recognition of their 
services by Government. 
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17. His Honor will be aware that although I myself had considerable 
acquaintance with the Garo Hills, I declined to propose a yjlan for the 
campaign till I had consulted Captain AVilliarnson, whose local i^perience 
was greater than my own. I think very much of th» success of the campaign 
is due to the excellent arrangements proposed and carried out by Captain 
‘Williamson, and his hearty co-oj)eration in the suggestions made by me 
for a coercive and at the same time conciliatory policy. lie reports that 
Mr. Cawley, who is permanently stationed in the Garo Hills, has ably seconded 
him. Mr. Cawley is an officer who had the misfortune on the reduction 
of the police to be placed in a lower grade. 

18. Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon has, as far as it w’as possible for him 
to do so, most eflicienlly supervised all the general arrangements, and has 

* pKOvided for the provisions specially required for the ))olice from Bengal. 
He has also had the duty of winding up the accounts of the police force, 
which I have no doubt will be ( fleet ually carried out. Had occasion 
required, I have no doubt he would have maintained the character he acquired 
in the lield of Bhootan, when serving under my orders in 1SG4-G5 ; but as the 
Garos did not choose to light, that opj)ortunity w'as wanting. 

. 19. Tlie energy shown by Captain Davis in preparing the scattered 
detachments which joined him at Julpigoree for united action in the field, 
and his subsequent service in tlie hills assures me that he is a most active 
and energetic (dlicer. In a very brief period he organized the police 
collected here, and marched them away to the hills perfectly fitted for a 
campaign. I regret that the absence of his diaries disenables me from 
saying Snore. 

20. The operations of Mr. Daly arc very favorably reported upon by 
the Deymty Commissioner. Ho made a very raynd progress from Cuchar, 
arriving on the frontier and penetrating the lulls before expected. In fact, 
it ^yas tliuugUt imjiossiblc be could arrive as early as he did. 

21. 1 have no doubt that Messrs. Goad and Scanlan have done good 
service ; that they have undergone great hardshijis is equally certain, and 
I trust that the rc|)orls of the officers under whom they served will enah 
me to do them ample justice hereafter. 

22. lilr. Ileily, District Superintendent of Police, Mymensing, an 
officer experienced in the Garo Hills, and enjoying a pension for injuries 
received, I tliink in 18G5, while engaged against the Caros, has rendered 
ycry valuable service at Tura, and lias been, from his local exjicrience, of 
very great assistance to the Deputy Commissioner, though the circumstance 
of the Garos yielding did not allow him the opportunity of distinguishing 
himself in the field. 

23. I have derived great assistance from Mr. r». Pugbe, Assistant 
Superintendent of Police, whoso services were placed temporarily at my 
disposal for personal assistance. The service having terminated, he has been 
directed to stay with and assist Colonel Gordon, pending the orders of 
Government fur his future guidance. 

34. Under a separate cover will be forwarded a sketch map showing, 
the routes followed by tlie various olliccrs up to date. 

l)^ary of Cuptaiu It. JP, Duds, Commanding Northern Column, Garo JExpedi- 

iionury Force. 

Monday, Qth December 1872. — The force under ray command, con'isting 
of two European officers, (Mr. V. IE. Scanlau and myself,) 1 In(iy)ector, 2 sub-, 
inspectors, 8 head con!:t.ibles, 108 constables, minus a guard of 1 head constable 
and 0 constables sent to .guard our stores at the Thappa depot, left Nibarec 
this day at 7-30 a.m., accompanied by Mr. Eobert of the survey department. 
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Having marched the whole time through forest jungle, at 8>45 a.m. we* reached 
the river Deyrick, alias Dedaram, alias Bulbola. We found the water too deep 
to allow ^us to cross at the ford, so we proceeded some 300 paces hij»her up, 
and after some little trouble crossed the river, which wo loft to our left! 
At 9-10 A.M. we cai:^e‘to a slight ascent^ after half an hour we made a 
slight descent and edmo on very fairly level road ; at 10 a.m. we came across 
a road leading to the north to Susum, to the south to Akaroop, the former 
said to be a day’s journey distant, and the latter only a few hours’. We 
halted for hati an hour at this place, after which wo proceeded on our march, 
and after having gone about one inilo we passed a road to our left which 
led to Akaroop and llongrcngiri, the former place only about an liour’s 
march, the latter one full day’s. At 11-20 a.m. we crossed the Rajoong 
river aud saw Gokulgiri ahout^ a mile to the west. Halted just outside 
Gokulgiri at 11-40 a.m for ten minutes. Proceeded on our march and reached 
Kamagiri at 1-30 p.m. Kaniagiri is situated on the river Deyrick. All cho 
villagers had bolted. I had them sent for, and the whole of them returned — 
men, women, and children. The coolies with the roar guard came in very late 
to-day, about 10-30 p.m. This is a very long march, and the coolies arc tremen- 
dously knocked up. Kamagiri vilbge consists of 30 Imuses. Lukma’s name 
Thisin. Water good and plentiful. Hoad from Nibarce to Kamagiri good, but 
rather hilly towards Kamagiri. Kamagiri consists of 30 houses, 40 men, 22 
women, and 18 children. , . 

Tuesday i lOth December 1872. — Having- made enquiries and found that 
independent villages liomgiri and Dukigiri wore a day’s march from this place, 
also that Hcugciiagiri had submitted and paid up the revenue, I .with 
Wr. Scanlan and a force of 50 men, leaving the camp standing at Kamagiri, 
proceeded at 7 a.m. towards the ahove-mentioiied independent villages. We 
passed through Gokoolgiri which w'c had passed yesterday, which consisted of 
12 houses, 25 men, 15 women, and 12 children, (Lukma’s name Chilmil,) and 
went about two miles further on the road to Nibarce ; then turned to the south- 
east, crossed the Dedaram, alias Jenai river, at 8-40 a. at. At 8-60 passed into 
tiic clearance of Akaroop village, w lucli lies to the cast a short way. At 9 o’clock 
wo reached a “ parah” of Akaroop, consisting of 6 houses; the people from this 
parah had bolted. Pi’occeded t o auoiher “ parah” of Akaroop, which wo reached 
at 9-45 ; we halted here for half an hour; the road from Kamagiri to this place 
is very fair, hut there arc numerous ascents and dcseetits. The Lukma of the 
village “ Goran” was with n-i. The whole of the three " parahs” of Akaroop 
consists of 51 liouscs, 72 men, 46 women, and 40 children, all present in this 
village. At 10-15 a.m. wc again started for Kemgiri in a southerly direction. 
Wc went along a very fair road, but rather hilly, till 11 a.m., \vhen wo arrived 
at the clearance of Keingiri. W c were met by villagers on an adjacent hi(I, 
"who,- after a parley wdth us, conducted us to their village, whicli we reached 
at 11-45 A.M., where amicable arrangements w'cro made ; tlio Lukma “ Gonjan” 
.... , i„-., .• submitting to the British Government, saying 

advn„,.J. he would pay up the revenue, which he did 

w’. . 1 . w'ii.T.i.\MfoK, f(,i. one year* in advance. In this village there 
Dcpnhi cummsuiuner. “ pavalis” closc together, .consist- 

ing of 30 houses, 52 men, 47 women, and 38 children. He accompanied us and 
led us to Dukigiri. Whilst at Heiugiri, a few men came in from Dukigiri. I 
told them 1 would visit lhat village the next morning; tliey tht'u went away. 
Aflcr.niaking a few' enquiries, 1 was told 1 could reach Dukigiri by night; we 
therefore started at 1-50 r.si., and after a march up and down steep ascents and 
doseonts, and along a very bad road, half of winch w’as through w'ater, w'c 
reached Dukigiri at 3-10 v.m. Found the village deserted, but only some 
of the property movt d away. After soiuling out some of the Kemgiri and othW 
Garos that were with us, tliey managed to find and bring in tow'ards qyening 
some of the w'omen and three or four of the men of the village, amongst w’hom 
was the Lukma ** Kinyeng.” 1 kept them in custody during the night. 
About 10 r.M. the i illagc was surrounded by a large body of men (judging 
from their ^louts and the noise they made, 1 should say there were aboi^t 
two hundred), who pelted stones, &c., at us. Wo opened fire on them and

kept a vigilant watch, and three times during the night drove them off when 
they attacked us ; no casualties on our side. 

0 Wednesday^ lllh December 1872. — This morning, 'with Mr, Scanfem and 
fifteen constables, 1 proceeded some 500 yards or so up the hill, where 
there were a few houses and whore the Garos had been heard during the 
night, and from where they had been pelting stones. They disappeared on our 
approach. We took two small guns (iron) from the houses they had been in 
during the night and returned to camp. The villagers of a “ parah” of Dukigiri 
having a separate Lukma, and who resided about three miles distant, came in 
to camp saying they had heard the firing during the night, and that their 
women were frightened and wore hanging themselves, and they wanted to sub- 
mit to Government, 1 accepted their submission. I call this village Dukigiri- 
ki-parah. The Lukma of Dukigiri after this said ho would submit. 1 fined 
th© village Us. oO for their attack dui’ing the night, and told the Lukmas of 
Duki^ri, Dukigiri-ki-parah, and llemgiri, to accompany me to Kamagiri, 
where I would receive their revenue for one year in advance, and at 11 a.m. 
marched for Kamagiri, taking a north-westerly direction direct to Gokoolgiri. 
The ascents and descents were very great on this road, but on the whole the 
road was very fair. We halted about one mile south of Gokoolgiri for ten 
minutes, reached that village at p.m., having crossed the Dcdaram river three 
times ; we then proceeded on to Kamagiri, wliich wo reached at 5 p.m. Dukigiri 
contains 16 houses, GO men, 41 women, and 35 children. The Lukma’s 
game is Ginjon. Dukigiri-ki-parah contains 1 8 houses, 45 men, 28 women, 
and 14 children. The Lukma’s name is Lulgiri. 

Thtirsday^ \1lli December 1872. — Started from Kamagiri cn route for 
Gindaparah. at 7-30 a.ai. ; crossed the Deyrick river three times by 8 a.m.; 
crossed it ^aiu at 8-10. At 8-20 we crossed the Shegesiu river, which is 
one gf the boundaries of the Kamagiri lands, river running from north-west to 
south-east. \Vc then after crossing the river entered the lands belonging to 
Singotalgiri, which village is said to be about three miles to the south. At 8-30 
and at 8-40 wo crossed the river Deyrick ; at 8-50 avo reached a road running 
to the north-west to Jamjoondagiri, VAdiich is said to be about three miles 
distant from this point. Tlic river Chilbura hero falls into the Deyrick. 

Tosingbara, liajoug Lukma’s village, is eaid 
to bo about 5 miles north-east of this spot and 
about 8 miles west of Kamagiri. Jamjoondagiri 
lands are on the west of the Chilbura river, 
and Songotalgiri is south of the Deyrick river 
at this point. At 9-10 wc reached a large clearance, whore the Jamjoondagiri 
« villagers had prepared huts for us. We halted for live minutes ; at O-iO a.m. we 
proceeded on our march ; and at 9-25 a.m. w'c crossed over to the south of the 
Deyrick river, where Ave came on to Jamjoondagiri lands ; at 9-40 we reached the 
boundary of Jamjoondagiri and Gindajiara lands. Trom this spot the lands of 
three villages, Jamjoondagiri, Sungotalgiri, and Gindapara, apperar to meet. 
The Samrenga Joora divides the lands of the two first-named villages from 
those of the last. At 9-66 wc came .across an old road leading to an old 
Gendapara location ; since 9-25 avc have come up a very steep ascent, 
and appear now to bo on the top of another ridge of hills. Wo de- 
scended on the other side. At 9-50 came into some of tho Gendapara 

clearances. The road up to this point had 
been cleared for us. I saw some Garos in 
tho distance and had them caught ; they 
turned out to bo the Gendapara Lukma 
“ Songnl” and a few villagers. They refused 
to show tho road to their village; after a little gentle persuasion, they pointed 
out the roa/iand led us to their village, Avhich Avas totally deserted. The roads 
had not been cleared, and we camo across “ panjees” set here and there. We 
reached the village at 11-30. I fined the village lls. 25, w^hich I roali^d, and 
halted for the night. 1 ordered the Lukma to send fur all his meny women, 
and children.

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Friday t the IZth December 1872. — At daybreak the men, women, and 
children of this village^ were assembled. I counted 2-lt houses, 43 men, 18 women, 
and ift children. The Lukma’s name is Songah We started at 7 a.m., and cut* 
our road through th(* jungle eastwards along the top of a ridge of hills; at 9-15 
arrived at the J^undary of the Oendapara and Katmaclangiri lands ; came 
across a largo herd of elephants. At 10 a.m. we halted for 10 minutes at 
“ Rane Jhoora, ” and at 10-10 a.m. proceeded on our march, and reached 
Katmandtingiri at 11-30 a.m. ; villagers, men, Avomen, and children, all present. 
This village con.sists of 21 houses, 41 men, 25 women, 26 children. Lukma’s 
name “ (Icrong.” llaltcd at this village for the night. 

Saturday, 14f7* December 1872. — Commenced to march at 0-15 A.M. in an 
, «•. , easterlv direction. At 7-5 cro.ssed the Karika 

iiuiuiijf. Jhoora and came across a road to Akax’oop 

w. j. W 1 T. 1 .UMSOW. Jlongreiigiri. At 7-20, after Tery 

Vviiuifi Cvinmi»siourr. j-j-ypp asct'iit, WO stiAv tlio lloliiigiri clearances 
about two miles off. Having l(;ft strong guanls with the coolie-s and baggage 
to protect ami bring them up slowly, Mr. Scanlan and myself Avith the 
remaining body of police puslied on to Bolongiri at 7-50 ; and at 8-5 a.m. Ave 
crossed the Jenain river; at 8-10 we met the road to JJolongiri running south, 
also one running west to the Katinadamgiri clearamies ; at 8-15 aa'c again 
crossed llus .lenain riA'er, where Avts came on a rorul leadiiiij to Ncharoe running 
in a north-easterly direction, and to Jlolongiri south-westerly ; reached Bolongiri 
at 10-30, found the village deserted. 'J'liis is an independent village. I so*it 
out some Caros to sec if they could find any of the Bolongiri men. They 
returned in .about two hours and reported they eould find no one. Ilalted 
in the village for tho night and took tin; ii(?et!ssary precautions for the 
safety of the camp. Counted the houses, Avhicli amounted to 25, and reckoned, 
Avith the Caros and others, that there must have been about GO men in 
this village. 

Sunday, 15//* December 1872. — Started for “ Sinai,” another independent 

village, at A M., after burning Bolongiri 
and destroying about 80 largo hales of cotton 
and a great quantity of dhan. Ileaehed Sinai 
at 7-50, alter numerous ascents and descents 
over rather a had road. Summoned tho 
villagers, hut they Avould not appear ; burned 
the village and destroyed large quantities of eottoii and dhan, and halted 
there for one and a h.alf hours, ile-eommcnced our rnareli at 9-20 A.M., to a 
village I s:i\v in the distance, hut Avhose name 1 could not find out. Just as aao 
stai ted, sonic Caros rushed out of some jungle below the village towards thc“ 
■CPoluis and baggage, ^riie rear guard stood and commenced to repel theta. IMr. 
Seanlan and n.yself doubled tho jiolice on to the top of a small hill close by, 
and fired a volley at the>e Caros and dispersed them. 1 then, keeping a strong 
guard to jn oteet the eooli(‘s, sent the men into the jungles after the attacking 
jiarty. After about au hour 1 sounded the “ retreat.” Tho police I had sent 
out returned, hut had not come up with them in the jungles. We then resumed 
our march at 19-10 a.m. iu a southerly direction and came across Mie clearances 
of this unknown village at 11-10, after an hour’s march over a Anwy bad read 
panjeed” and “ pitfalled” in many places. AV"e proceeded, on in an cas‘terly 
diri'Oiion, and at 12-30 came on the village ; I h.alted here for the night and sent 
out men to call in the villagers. They Avere unable to find any. This village 
I'ontained, as far as I could make out, 52 houses. 

Monday, VSlh December — This morning I. discovered the name of the

been abandoned for some years. We reached the old abandoned site of 
Mandah at 11 a.ic., and returned to the cultivations (where the villagers 
evidently lived, as they had their fowls, pigs, cotton, and dhan there) at ll-4j5 
A.M., when I halted for the night ; the Lukma “ Wajan” submitting to our 
Government. This village contains 21 houses, 36 men, 30 women, 18 children. 
At 1 P.M., “ Songma,” Lukma of Gabul, another independent village, appeared, 
subui^itted, and paid revenue for bis village. Gabul is sittlatcd to the south of this, 
about one day’s march distant. The Lukma of “ Grab,” another independent 
village, also came into camp and said he would submit. I told him to stay in 

camp and I would visit his village on the 
morrow. Grab lies about three miles north- 
cast of Mandah. Tliese three Lukmas said 
that they had seen and heard about the 
Imrning of the villages of Bolongiri, Sinai, 
and Jogogiri, and as they had no wish to be 
served in the same way they had submitted. 
1 also learned this day that the villagers of 
Bolongiri, Sinai, Grab, and Mandah, had assisted in the attack on us on the 
night of 10th instant at Dukigiri. The independent village of Gabul is said 
by the Lu]jma to contain 19 houses, 25 men, 33 women, and 20 children. 

Tuesday, nth Hecember 1872. — ^We started for Grab tliis morning at 
6-10 A.M., having sent friendly Garos to Sinai, Jogogiri, and Bonongiri, and 
other indey)endent Villages roundabout, to inform them that if they did not 
come in I should visit them and reduce them to submission by force. We 
reached^ Grab at 7-10 A.M. llaltcd for 20 minutes, counted the houses, and 
then proceeded to another parah of Grab. Halted for 40 minutes, and counted the 
Ileuses and inhabitants. Both villages of Grab contain 38 houses, 58 men, 74 
women, and 56 childrcm. Lukma’s name is “ llonghan.” I ordered the Lukmas of 
Mandah and Grab to proceed with me and pay in their revenue at Kongrengiri. 
At 9 A.M. we started for Kongrenariri. At 10-16 wo halted at Kcesaparah, 
a parah of Itongrcngiri, for 10 minutes, and counted the houses and inhabitants. 
I found there were lO- houses, 27 men, 24 women, and 11 children. We again 
made a start for and reached Bongrengiri at 11-35 a.m. ; villagers all present. 
This day’s march was over a good road, thougli hilly, and had boon cleared J y 
the various villages. Halted for the night. 

Wednesday, 18/// December 1872. — UaltatBongrcngiri. Wrote up diaries 
and made arrangements for bringing in russud for 24 days from Thappa to this 
place, where 1 shall leave a guard over it and proceed to visit a few independent 
villages near Gabul which lie in an cast-south-easterly direction from this. 

Thursday, 19/A December 1872. — Halt at Rongrengiri. Despatched Mr. 
* Scanlan with a proper guard, «&c., to fetch 

russud from Thappa. Sent out Garos to call 
in independent villages. A Lukma named 
“ Bijit,” from an independent village named 
Mandalangiri, carnc in and submitted this 
. morning. I accepted his submission, and told 

him %) fetch his revenue and call in other independent villages. Attacbrid 
are tabhJS showing marches made aud villagc.s visited, &c., show ing supposed 
number of inhabitants, &c. 

Owina: to there being a large number of independent villages just off my 
route, I have been unable to keep to the route proiiosod by the Drauty Com- 
missioner, Garo Hills, but shall a/ihere to it in tlie main points. I sent two 
constables to^Goalparah for treatment, as they w'cre a clog on my movements,

PoRWAKDED to the Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Judicial 
Department, for the information of the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal, with observations that tho whole of the neighbouring zemindars 
have rendered most zealous assistance ; but it is only fair that it shoidd be 
remembered the great body of coolies, over 700 in number, employed in carrying 
provision, &o., making roads, clearing the rivers, are hill-men sent- from this 
quarter, more than two hundred of whom had been engaged in the “ Lushai** 
expedition from this quarter ; also several elephants were detached ; and Cooch „ 
Behar has contributed 100 pack-bullocks and 60 carts to travel over roads over 
which a cart never before passed, for the purpose of storing provisions to 
supply the .garrisons during tlie coining rainy season.

Thbrk is one point on which I omitted to touch in joiy report on ttie Garo 
expedition, and that is the cordial assistance rendered by several of the 
zemindars of the neicrhbouring district. 

2. Most conspicuous among these native gentlemen has been llai Prithi 
Bam Ghoudhari, Bahadoor, the zemindar of Mechparah, who contributed Very 
greatly to the success of Captain Davis’s column by the cordial manner in nrhich 
he responded to the calls made on him fur russud and coolies. He stored russud 
at the depots of Tickri Killah, Nihari, and Thappa, and assisted Captain Davis 
with a large body of coolies, who have done most excellent service throughout 
the campaign. This gentleman is always foremost in proferring assistance and 
in carrying out the wishes of Government to the utmost of his power, and 1 
feeP sure that Colonel Comber, the Deputy Commissioner, Goalparah, will 
endorse this opinion. 1 trust that his services will meet with some recognition 
from Government. 

3. The Rajah of Sushang also rendered assistance in obtaining some 
supplies on the southern frontier, and so did the zemindars of Karoibari and 
Ghollah on the western side of the hills ; and the agents of the Bani Surnomoyi, 
on the. Roomarichar, rendered valuable aid in forwarding the supplies and 
baggage of the central column to Tura. 

4. The estate of the Rajah of Bijni under the Court of Wards, of which 
Mr. Scanlan is the manager, gave material assistance in forming the dop6t at 
Cahul ; and my thanks arc due to these gentlemen for the effort they made to 
promote the success of the expedition. 

6. The principal difficulty was supply, and this was successfully overcome 
by the esffiblishincnt of several dep6ts, many of which, indeed the greater 
number, were situated close to or in the Gowalparah district, and it is to 
Colonel Comber’s management, assisted as he was by the zemindars of his 
district, that these dnp6ts, on which so mucii depended, were efficiently 
maintained. Colonel Hang li ton is well aware of the demands that were made 
on the Goalparah district, and will bo able thoroughly to appreciate the 
assistance Colonel Comber, his subordinates, and the zemindars, have given to 
the officers of the expedition.

I HAV£ just received your letter of the 17th, and was much gratified to 
bear that the Lieutenant-Governor was pleased with the results of the expedi- 
tion. Mr. Daly has finished the work 1 gave him, and has visited the VillagSi 
remaining independent at the time of my last letter to you. The independence 
of the Garos is entirely at an end now. The survey has been carried through 
the western lulls, and the blank in the map is entirely filled in. I do not 
think the Garos will give us any more trouble, and their submission I believe 
to be real*and lasting ; but as you say, we must not at first rely on it too much ; 
I have therefore recommended that this police be raised to 300 men, which has 
been sanctioned, and the establishment of a strong outpost at Bongrengiri, near 
Dilmagiri ; and 1 leave for the interior to-morrow, and shall, when in camp, seek 
for a suitable place in the Niburi Dooar for another outpost : but perhaps I 
may be able to look after this part of the newly acquired country without a 
guard, as I shall have now a strong body of police at Tura to move on the least 
symptoms of any unquiet. 1 have cut a capital path across the hills from 
Dur^apur in Mymensing and Jirah in Goalparah. I have joined Tura and 
Nibari by a path, also Tura and Bongrengiri and Dawa. The 43rd Native 
Infkntry cut a path as far as Swangiri, near the Khasi Hills (marlmd in the 
map), and there now only remain 12 miles more to be cut between Dawa and 
Swangiri to join Tura and Shillong by a good bridle path. 1 made the 
Garos cut all these paths, and 1 have insisted, as a mark of submission, that 
they always keep them open. 
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Captains Davis and Daly are working round on their respective routes to 
Rongrengiri. On their arrival there I have directed them to proceed to 
Tura, fAxere the whole force will assemble prior to making arrangements for 
sending the men bac^ to their districts. 

1 leave to-mpifrow to visit the Kibari Dooar and the newly acquired 
villages in that direction, to inspect the new lines of road that have been cleared, 
and.to see to the appointment of Luskurs and Lukmasover the tracts that have 
lately submitted. 1 expect to be away from Tura about a fortnight or three 
weeks. 

■When I have done the above business, I hope to dispose of tiie Khasi and 
69.ro Hills boundary, which the Lieutenant-Governor is anxious to have laid 
down. 1 have also to see to the completion of the survey ; and 1 shall be accom- 
panied in my present tour by Captain Woodthorpe, who is carrying the trian- 
gulation through the hills. The Garos have rendered considerable assistance in 
this work by erecting, under my orders, conspicuous marks on the higher hill- 
tops.

Youn two letters of the 1 st and lOtli February reached me the day 
before yesterday and yesterday. I have just returned from a tour in the 
Jirah Dooar, where, as I told you, I was going to inspect the line of road between 
the central dep6t at Rongrengiri and Jirah. I w'as not so well pleased wnth 
the roa*d, as it is circuitous and in parts hilly. I am inclined to think, 
after an inspection of the newly-acquired country, that it will be the better 
plan to give up the idea of outposts and trust to patrols, which can he sent 
out every month, and visit all the important villages, and if there is the least 
sign of disturbance, I can myself be down on the si)ot in a very short time, and 

fh>-policc I shall have at my disposal^ suppress it in a moment. Outposts 
take off a'uumber of effi'ctive men, who are isolated In spots not over healthy, 
where there is considerable difficulty in keeping up supplies, and they are 
generally only useful for defensive purposes ; and they could not be main- 
tained in this ease at a strength equal for ollensive and defensive purposes, and 
I have no officers I could spare to put in charge of them, who could b j entrusted 
with the discretion offensive operations would entail. Alter much thought 
on the subject, and after having carefully visited the whole country, I incline to 
a system of patrols through the country, and this I know was Colonel llaugh- 
ton’s opinion, though iu the first instance 1 was inclined to diff«‘r from him. 
Y^ou ask whether I found a better locality than Tura. I know the whole hills 
now, and I think there arc no places so suitable for a station as Tura, so 
healthy or so convenient in all respects, though' I am prepared to admit Tura is 
not central ; but this matters little, as now I know the country ; I can rcaah any 
village in it in three or four forced marches. c 

Daly has gone hack to Cachar. Captain Davis is in Tura ; he arrived with 
his column a day or two ago. 

I will write fully about the forests, population, &c. I have already called 
on the survey officers to supply me with all the information in their power 
about the forests, their area, variety of timber, facilities for working, &c. 
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There are some good s&l forests in Idle newly-acquired country, but they 
will be difficult to work owing to the nature of the rivers, which are often 
full of rocks and rapids. 

Wild elephants are very abundant in the centre of the bills. I claimed 
both the timber and elephant mehal on behalf of Government in thS newly- 
acquired country. The Garos said, with reference to the latter, th(*y wore very 
glad Government wanted the elephants, as they were a source of constaut 
annoyance to thorn.

^ RESOLUTION, 

GENERAL DEPARTMENT. 

Calcutta^ the April 1873. 

The laeutenant-Govemor has proposed to the Government of India the 
establishment of parallel lines of promotion in the executive and judicial 
branches of the covenanted civil service in Bengal. His Excellency in Council 
has provisionally accepted this proposal, and has now, subject to the sanction 
of the Secretary of State, approved of the following proposals of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, viz. — 

1. That Judges, including Additional J udges, shall be classified in two 
grades ; those in the first grade drawing each a salary of Bs. 2,50G 
a month, and those in the second grade a salary of Rs. 2,000 ^ 
That Magistrate-Collectors shall be classified in two grades, with 
salaries fixed at Rs. 2,250 and (for the present) Rs. 1,800, 
respectively ; 

That effect shall be given at once to the proposed scheme, so far 
that as funds become available from the reduction in the salaries of 
^ the Judges, the pay of some of the Magistrate-OolLsctors may 
be raised to Rs. 2,250, whilst fresh promotions which would 
• ^ hitherto have'been made to the existing first grade on Rs. 1,910, 

shall now be made to a salary of Bs. 1,800 o^y ; the difference 
being used to raise the salaries of ofilccrs now drawing Bs. 1,500 
to the same rate of Rs. 1,800. 

II. The Lieutenant-Governor desires it to be clearly understood that all 

P romotions, substantive or acting, which may be made to the different grades of 
udges vf Magistrate-Collectors Irom this date up to the time when the 
orders of the Secretary of State may be received, will be conditional on 
the approvarof the Secretary of State, and that any increase to tbe pay 
of Magistrate-Collectors whom His Honor may select for promotion in 
tliie meantime, must be refunded if that approval bo withheld. 

So long as the arrangements arc in a state of transition, for the sake of 
convenience the judicial appoJiiLments on Bs. 2,50U and Rs. 2,000 will be 
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designated Judgeships of the let and 2nd grade respeotively, and the execu- 
tive aj|>ointments on 2,260, Bs. 1,916, Bs. 1,800, or Bs 1,600 respeotivdy, 
will be styled MagistrOte-Colleotorsbips of the Ist, 2nd, 8rd and 4th grades 
respectively. 

At the present moment two Judgeships are vacant, owing to the promo- 
tion of Mr. ^vers Thompson and to the retirement of Mr. W. Tucker, and 
an Additionjpa Judgeship, owing to the retirement of Mr. Pepper.

Native Civil Service Examination are published for general informd|vion. 

2. The Lieutenant'Governor has this time been very liberal in admitting 
as ** qualified for the. higher grade of appointments** ic^ndidates who gave 
evidence of practical ability, even though they fell a H8tle short of full pass- 
marks.* The Government wished to. have a sufficient number of passed men to 
choose from for present requirements. Higher grade appointments cannot how- 
ever at once be provided for all the men who are declared qualified for that 
gradcT; and those who do not at once obtain higher^ grade appointments are 
recommended to accept lower grade appointments, and to try to work themselves 
up, since so far as examination goes they are declared to be qualified for the 
h%her grade. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor has admitted as “ qualified for the higher 
grade'^'it few candidates who did not possess the qualification of Government 
service or university degree required for the higher grade of appointments. 
The men so specially admitted are those M'ho have done particularly well in the 
recent examination. For the rest, such candidates as did not possess the neccs- 
*8ary qualifications and yet have passed the examination, are declared to be 
qualified for the higher grade after serving one year in the lower grade of 
appointments. 

4. Of the sub-deputies who have been appointed in the Burdwan, Baj- 
shahye, Dacca, Chittagong, Patna, and Bhaugulpore divisions daring the last 
eight months, only Lai Zama Khan of Chumparun, Karamat ELossein of Gya, 
appeared for the Native Civil Service Examination, though all appoint- 
ments to temporary sub-deputyships had been made subject to passing the 
prescribed examination ; and they did not pass. Tlie Lieutenent-Governor desires 
that each sub-deputy may now be informed that if retained he will be required to 
pass. His Honor leaves it to the discretion of Commissioners to retain during 
tlie present year any sub-deputies who may have been appointed in 1872-78, 
P and who may be really efficient men. 

6. Candidates who have passed for the higher grille of appointments will 
not be required to pass any further examination, unless they become Deputy 
Magistrates, in which case they will be liable to the higher standard depart- 
. ' mental examination. Having passed the Native Civil Service Examinations, 
they will be exempt from the lower standard departmental test. 

e! Certificates, as provided by rule 21 of the Notification of the 6th"JuIy, 
will be given to the successful candidates on application at the Bengal Office. 
Candidates can obtain their certificates either by personal application, 
pr by written application forwarded tlirough the Principal of the Hooghly, 
Dacca, or Patna College, or through the Magistrate of the district where the 
ca^i^didate nt^y be residing.

Statrment op Objkcts and Rkasons. 

It is an important object to ascertain the ratio 
of births and of deaths ns well in rural districts, 
where the population is compar.*itively sparse, 
in. crowded towns; but in the town of Calcutta 
alone fhe law provides for compulsory retris- 
tration. At the same time it is expedient tiiat 
such statistics should he collect'd without an 
elaborate and therefore expensive maeliinery, and 
that the registration shonli be eifeeted with as 
little inconvenience to the public as is compatible 
with accuracy. The object of tiie Uill is lo 
empower the Ooveriinien to select ureas in which 
registration may be enforced, and to proviiic an 
easy method for the communication of the 
requisite particulars to the registrars.

Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

The rules contained in Act XXI of 1856 are 
not sufficient to enable the Board of Revenue to 
restrict the cultivation of plants producing intoxi- 
cating druifs, or to regulate the use of such drugs. 
Section 33 empowers the Board to place the 
cultivation, preparation, and store of such drugs 
under ruipervision, but it does not provide any 
penalty for the infraction of rules which the Board 
may make with that object. By section 50 the 
cultivators of plants producing gunjah or bhang 
are expressly permitted, without a license, to sell 
those drugs to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores the 
plant, or prepares * and stores the drug, with the 
full knowledge of the excise officers, there is no- 
thing in the law which prevents his disposal of it 


to other persons by gift or by ostensible gift ; and 
be cannot be called to account or punished, if he 
alleges the next day that the whole of the plant 
or. drug has been destroyed by insects or has dis- 
appeared. The object of the first two sections of 
the Bill is to empower the Board to exercise a more 
efficient supervision in such matters, and to pro- 
vide a penalty for the surreptitious disposal of 
such drugs. 

Act XXI of 1856, as amended by Act XXIII 
of 1860, does not provide for the enforcement of 
fines and forfeitures otherwise than by imprison- 
ment The object of section 3 of the Bill is to 
provide for the recovery of such penalties in 
the same manner in which similar penalties for 
other offences are levied by the Magistrate. 

It has been found that the manufacture of vari- 
ous kinds of fermented liquors, such as Sharbat 
Bahar,” which is made from molasses and spices, 
and a wine made from the fruit of the jaman tree, 
is increasing. The Bill proposes to bring them 
under the same rules and restrictions as tari, 
pachwye, and other fermented liquors. 

Under the present law a wholesale dealer in 
spirituous and fermented liquors and intoxi- 
cating drugs is not compelled to take out a license 
in Calcutta. Such a license is required in the whole 
of the North-Western and Central Provinces, in 
the Punjab, in Oudh, and in all parts of the 
Lower Provinces except Calcutta. There appears 
to be no reason for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requisition in one place is 
every where equally applicable. Section 5 of the 
Bill therefore proposes to prohibit the wholesale 
sale of such articles in Calcutta without a license. 

Experience has shown that the imprisonment 
in the civil jail, of offenders against excise laws, is 
not sufficiently deterrent. In Calcutta all such 
offenders are imprisoned in the criminal jail, but 
the l.nw of the mofussil authorizes imprisonment 
in the civil j:iil only. It may be admitted that 
it would be unjust in some cases to confine the 
offender among criminal convicts, but in other 
eases his detention in idleness in the company of 
insolvent debtors would alone be ineffectual. Sec- 
tion G of the Bill proposes to give to the Magis- 
trate a discretion to confine the offender in the 
civil or criminal jail as the object of imprisonment 
in each case may seem to require.

MOFUSSIL MUNICIPALITIES. 

TJhe Hon’ble Mr. Da.mpier said the hon’hlc member who had chai^ of 
the Bill t^ amend the District Mnuioipal Improvement Act and the District 
Towns Act had made it over to him. Tho clauses of tlie Bill had heen settled, 
one or two amendments had been made by the Council. The time 
which t)y the Rules for the conduct of Business was required to^ elapse 
the amendment of a Bill in Council, had passed, and it now remained only to

* pass the BiU. But it struck him that the clause which he had had circulated 
as a notice of amendment might advantageously be inserted in Section 2, 
paragn^ 2, line 14, after the words “ sudi commissioners.” Hon’ble members 
‘ would see that the object of the amendment was to prevent any cantankerous 
person from raising a question as to the legality of the retention of his appointment 
by some Commissioner under the rule '^f rotation, and so perhaps causing money 
to be wasted in litigation. The amendment was so trifling that he should have 
no hesitation, if the amendment were carri^d^ to apply to the President to 
suspend the rules in order that the Bill might bo passed at this meeting. 

[[His Honor the President observed that it was not necessary to suspend 
the rules unless the Bill was materially amended.]] 

Tnif Hon’ble Mr. Dampier then moved that in section 2, paragraph 2, line 
14, after the words such commissioners ” the following words be inserted : — 

* *' In case snch whole number is not evenly divisible by three, tlie one-third shall be 
ascertained by taking the number next below it. which is evenly divisible by three, as the 
number to be divided." 

The motion was agreed to. 

His Honor the President said he would also venture, without notice, to 
propose an amendment which was not material. It appeared to him that the 
8th section of the Bill ought to come before Section 7, inasmuch as the 8th 
section referred to a specific amendment, and Section 7 related to a general 
question which affected a number c»f Acts set forth in a sched^e. The 
consequence of the transposition would be, that we shovld have the material 
provision first, and then the general Section 7, which would no longer bo 
divorced from the schedule to which it related, but the latter would follow 
immediately after. He moved that Sections 7 and 8 be transposed. 

The motion was agreed to. 

His Honor the President said the rules which applied to the passing of 
Bills were as follows : — 

** If, after the settlement of clauses, the BiU differs materially upon any important point 
from the forfh in which it was read in Council and published, it may be again published as 
amended and reconsidered after such time as the Council may order. 

If the clauses are settled by the Council as amended by the Select Committee, the 
-Bill may at once be passed Otherwise the Bill shall not be passed at the same meeting, 
but shall be brought forward again at a iulare meeting, and may then be passed with or 
without further ameudracut." 

Consequently it appeared that the Bill not having been passed at the 
same meeting at which it was materially amended, it might be passed at this 
meeting "with or without further amendment. And although in the exorcise of 
liis duty he should think that if a material amendment were now made, the 
motion for the passing of the Bill should ho postponed, still, as the rule 
did not really require it and the amendment now proposed was not of a 
material character, the Bill might he passed at this meeting. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier moved that the Bill, as settled by the Council 
on the 29th of March, with the amendments just adopted, be passed. 

His Honor the PRksidknt said he might state to the Council that if this 
Bill should eventually become law, it ivas not his intention to enforce the 
elective provisions of the Bill on municipalities tliat were unwilliijg to adopt 
them. He had said that ho did not pledge himself that this Bill was in all 
respects such as to ensure success, but he thought the Council had very 
materially inproved the existing law ; and if any municipality should express 
its willingness to try the elective principle, he should, in the exercise of the 
‘ HiaoTOtion vested in him by the law, enable them to make that trial. 

The motion was agreed to, and tho Bill passed. 

EMBANKMENTS* AND WATER-COURSES. 

The Hon’ble Mr. ^halch said it would be in the recollection of the Council 
that at the last meeting on which the Bill to amend the law relating to embank- 
ments and water-courses w^as considered, all the clauses of the Bill qnd the 
Schedules down to Schedule E had been settled. At a subsequent meetmg he 
had proposed to bring forward some mere verbal amendments in regard to

Section 41, and the hon’ble member on the left (Moulvie Abdool LuteeH 
given notice of an amendment in the same section. But Mr. ^halch had then 
been unable to attend, and the matter was dropped for the time being.* He had 
now to move that the Report of the Select Committee be further considered in 
order to the settlement of me clauses of .the Bill. * . 

The motion was agreed to. ^ / 

The Hon’biiE Mb. Scualch said h6 had how to move the following amend- 
ments in section 41 : — 

In line 13 to omit tho wonis '' the collector ;** 

In line 14 to omit the word " him" and 8ul)stitntc for it the words “ the collector 

In line 16 to omit the words “ shall find" and substitute for them the words “ it shall 
be found 

The effect of the alteration would be to make the first part of the section 
run thus — 

" If at any time after the passing of this Act, on inquiry made by the Collector, as far 
as possible in accordance with the provisions of part 111 of tliis Act, it shall be found," &c. 

The object of the amendments was merely to bring the wording of this 
section in accord with the wording of the following Section 41 A. 

After some conversation the motion was agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Moulvie Abdool Lutkef said he begged to move an amend- 
ment, that the following paragraph be added to Section 41 : — 

“ The Lieutenant-Governor may at any time after the passing of this Act, by a 
Notification published irf the Calcutta Gazette, direct that any embankment not mentioned in 
Schedule E be included in the said schedule, and the provisions of tlii:; section shall apply to 
such embankment " 

Tho anu'ndment, he thought, was clear cnouirh. But he wished to -explain 
that as in this section there was a provision that after an embanlcment was includ- 
ed in Schedule K, tho Lieutenant-Governor would have power to direct that the 
same should -no longer be included in the schedule, if after inquiry it was found 
that tho inaintevaiice of that embankment was no longer necessaryy and also to 
restore any embankment so excluded, he thought it was but fair to provide 
that any emhankment not now included in the schedule, should hereafter be 
included, if 'the Lieutonant-Govemor found sufficient reason , to include it. As 
far as the Council had information before them, they had a list of embankments 
supplied by the Government and the local authorities, in accordance with wliich 
the schedule had licon prepared. There might be other embankments not inclu- 
ded in the schedule, and whicli, in justice to the parties interested, it might be 
]>ropcr and fair to include amongst these cmbanknients ; and he was therefore 
of opinion that the Government should have fiill pow'cr to include such embank- 
ments in that schedule without applying for a further law to amend this Act. 
For those reasons he thought it was proper that the addition wliich lie had pro- 
posed sliould be made to Section 41. 

The Hon’blb Baboo Dioiimbuk Mitter said, so far as any new lines f)f em- 
bankments were concsemed, he had no objection to support the amendment. In 
fact the power proposed to be eonftirred on the Lieutenant-Governor was almost a 
necessity arising from the onactincnt of Section 41 of the Bill. As regards, 
however, tlie embankments which were now being maintained at the cost of the 
State, but would no longer bo so maintained when tho proposed measure became 
law, he must, to be consistent with what ho previously said on tho subject, 
oppose the amendment. Because as respects such . embankments, the head of 
the executive Government was no other than ono of the parties to the matter 
in dispute, the zemindars who were about to bo deprived of the benefits they 
had. hitherto enjoyed from them being the other party, and the amendment if 
carried would have the eftect of investing one of tho parties, m., the executive 
Government, with the po-wer of deciding the question at issue between itself and 
the zemim^rs. He had not the slightest doubt but that the head of the exe- 
cutive Government would be perfectly unbiased in dealing with sucB questions ; 
but he objected on principle to sucli an union of the executive and judicial 
functioris in the same person, in eases in which, as representing tho public, he 
was directly interested. 
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He was wdl aware that after the passing ^ of the Act with Seotioii 
41 preserved the jurisdiction of ^e ^vil Ckmrt oyer such cases 

would -at once cease: but as he had objected to tiie provisions of that 
section, he must in order to be consistent, bppose the' amendment, so ftir as 
it affected the questiofti of embankments now being maintained at the cost of 
the State, but not included in the schedule, though judging iiom the liberal 
spirit in which the difficulties involved Mn the question of the schedule W(^ 
now being met, such precautions as he was now contending for would hardly 
be necessary. 

His Hoxor the Pkksidknt said it might be necessary to clear the ground 
somewhat to come to a distinct understanding of the meaning of the provision 
contained in the amendment. If it was accepted it would not be in the power, 
and he could assure the Council it would not be the intention of the Govern- 
ment to use this amendment as a moans for shutting out any course of action, 
the hon’ble member on the right (Baboo Digumber Mitter) or any other hon’ble 
member, might wish to take in regard to embankments not included in the 
schcdulo. So fur from trying any sharp practice, we had adopted a most honest 
and straightforward course. We had placed before the Council the fullest 
information in our hands. We had laid before the Council our private records, 
which showed exactly what we now kept* up. We had shown what we pro- 
posed to keep up, and wo had shown the very small number of embankments 
that w:e did not propose to include in this Bill. We proposed to ^ve the 
longest time reasonable to enable all parties to make an 3 ^ representations they 
thought fit, so that the hon’blc member to whom he had alluded, or any other 
hon’ble member, might say this embankment ought to be included.” It would 
be for him and other hon’ble members to propose any embankments to be 
included in the Schedule, if they had ground for doing so, and if these were 
included they would not be directly or indirectly affected by the amendment. 
The effect of the proposed amendment was that if hereafter, it should be 
discovered .that for the public interests it was desirable that the Govem- 
ment should keep up certain embankments, they would be added to the 
list. It might perhaps be that a case might arise in which the Government was 
not bound to kec]) up an embankment, but the interests involved migUt be so 
great, and the difficulties of apportioning the costs amongst the parties concerned 
might bo so great, that die Government might be willing to keep it up. In 
such a case this aniendmciit would enable the Government to add this embank- 
ment to the list of embankments in the schedule. His impression was that this 
amendment would rarely be used for the purpose indicated by the hon’ble 
member who proposed this amendment, namely to include in the schedule any 
embankment which had been wrongly omitted. 

The arrangement now was to give fair notice to all parties interested to 
come forward with any cmbaukincuts which ought to bo included, in the 
schedule, and this clause would remain as an additional precaution to enable 
the Government to add to the list any additional embankments which for any 
reason the Government might be willing to maintain. 

Tue HoN’m.E Mu. ScHAi.cn said, he did not think there would be any 
reason to take advantage of this amendment in view to correct the list of the 
embankments now proposed to be maintained at the expense of GK>verament. 
It was proposed that the Bill would be again published for general information, 
and every opj)ortunity would be afibrded to the parties interested to speak out 
if any embankment which the Goveinment was bound to maintain had been 
• omitted from the schedule. But there was one case in which this amendment 
might bo very useful. The principle of the Bill was that all embankments should 
be' maintained by the porsoiis interested : but it might happen — ^the case was 
very likely in iQidgcly — that there might be some new embankment^ whidi 
the Government might 'wish to keep up for the protection of their estates in the 
late salt line ; and it^might desire to make public its detmrmmation to maintain 
them solely at their own expense, by entm'ing them hereafter in tlie schedule. 
Mb. Scralch thought the provision was a useful one, and he would' therefore 
support the amendment. 
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The motion was Agreed to. ^ 

The Hon’ble Mb. Schalch siud, all the sections of the Bill having now 
been disposed of, he proposed to go on to the consideration of Schedme £. 
On a former occasion he had explained that the principle pn which the schedule 
had been prepared was that the Gtovernn]K6nt would only include in the schedule 
all those embankments which the Govephment were bound to maintain. He 
then explained that they were, of three kinds; first, embankments connected 
with the great Burdwan estate as that estate was constituted at the time of the 
permanent settlement. And he explained that subsequent to tiiat settlemmit 
a contract had been entered into with the Rajah of Burdwan, whereby the 
Government undertook to maintain all embankments necessary for the 

S rotection of that estate, which the Rajah had theretofore maintained at 
is own expense in consideration of a certain deduction from his sadder 
jumma. By that contract in consideration of the Government maintaining 
those embankments, the sum so deducted, Rs. 60,000, was added to 
the jumma. That was certainly a decided contract, and in accordance with 
that agreement the Government would continue to maintain those embank* 
ments, and therefore the embankments so maintained were entered in the 
schedule. Those embankments wet-e covered by the entires Nos. 1 to 86 of 
the schedule as it now stood in the Bill. They covered all the embankments 
which were required along the Salye, the Roopnarain, and the Damooda and 
Adjai rivers, and all the embankments in connection with the Burdwan 
estate. The second class of embankments were those in Hidgely. These 
formed the subject of inquiry in 1839, and at that time the Government decided 
that certain embankments should bo maintained by the Government. Those 
embankments had since been so maintained. The Superintending Engineer of 
the South-Western Circle wrote, under date the 24th June 1872 — 

It appeals there arc no embankments kept up at Government expense in that division 
except the first four descriptions of embaukmeuts enumerated in the category at page of 
the committee’s printed report, and which the Government have already accepted the 
obligation of maintaining at the public cost.” 

Those were the embankments, beginning in the schedule with No. 39, 
with the great Sca-dyke extending up to the river HoogUy, a distance of 40 
miles, and including the embankments along the rivers whidli flowed into the 
Hooghly from the interior Nos. 40 to 54, covering in all a distmice of 345 miles 
352 feet. These formed the second class of emba^ments. The third class of 
embankments consisted of those which were kept up for the protection of stations. 
The Board in their rejnirt of 2nd May 1837, which was before the^ Coimcil, 
suggested that such embankinorits should be maintained by the Government. 
That suggestion had been accepted, and they bad been so maintained. These 
consisted of the embankments numbered 55 and 56, the old and new embank- 
ments, to protect the station of Kampore Bcaulcah, and the embankment 
numbered 57, to protect the station of Maldah. In regard to this latter embank- 
ment a doubt was expressed by an hon’ble member as to the correctness of the 
names of the pergunnahs inserted in the schedule. On further inquiry 
he had ascertained that the actual terminal point of the embankment was situated 
in smaller pargunnalis lying within the large pergunnah named in the schedule. 
Therefore, he would first ask for leave that in item No. 57, lines 6 and 8, for the 
word “ Sheershabad,” the words “ Amoerabad” and “ Vatra” should be respect- 
ively substituted. 

The motion was agreed to. 

That disposed of the whole of the embankments in tlie Bill as it now 
stood. But since the last occasion on which this matter was before the Council, 
the Government had taken the subject, of the remaining embankments main- 
tained at expense into consideration. It had been stated that the delay in 
settling the schedule was due to the fact that the mover of this Bill was himself 
ignorant of what embankments the Government were bound, and what they 
were libt bound, to maintain. Mb. Schalch hud long ago formed his opinion, 
and to that opinion he still adhered^ that the embankments entered in the 
schedule now attached to the Bill, were the only r”niUukaientA whi«»^^ the Govern 
meat were bound to maintain.* There were otLei' embankme.i.^ which wer 
now maini tiLed by Government, and it was a question how far the^Xxovemment 
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though not bound to maintain them, was inclined toxLo so. In dealing with 
that question the Goyernment of Bengal had to decide, not only with reference 
to their own funds and the allotments made to them, but in regard to the 
funds received from the Government of India for tlie purpose ; and therefore 
some correspondence had been cntereifl into with the Government of India on 
the subject. 'J'hat correspondence had now been completed, and the Gov- 
ernment were now prepared to state what further embankments they would 
-undertake to maintain. To lay the matter fully before the Council there had 
been circulated a note by him on the 8ul)jeet, and with that was printed a stato- 
moiit BhQwing*all the embankments whicli on the latest information were found 
•to be now maintained by the Government, in addition to the fifty -seven items 
included in the schedule attached to tlie Bill, ft would be found at {mge 3 of 
iho note that these consisted of four classes of embankments, 1st those 
in the 24-Pcrgunnahs, extending to 2 H> miles 138 feet; 2nd, of a long line 
of enibankments in Moorshedabad, on the left bank of the Bhogiruttee, which 
extended in connection with certain roads and zemindarec embankments over 
a distance of 93 miles; 3rd, of an embankment on the Matabhanga river; and 
4th, of the Khooly Khal line. Of the 93 miles of the Bhagiruttec embank- 
ments 72J miles were maintained by Government, and the remainder consisted 
of zemindaree bunds, and roads which served as bunds, tlie zemindaree bunds 
forming about 7|- miles. For the reasons stated in the Note ho certainly 
considered that the Government were in no way bound fo maintain the Bhagi- 
rutteo embankments : the Government wore under no engagement to maintain 
any one of them. But on the other hand the zemindars of the estates in the 
Moorshedabad district, which were protc<*ted by these embankments, agreed at 
the tinie of the decennial settlement that they would, according to custom, 
maintain the embankments within their estates. But however that might bo, 
those embankments not only protected a very large tract of country, but also 
the important stations of Berhampore and Moorshedabad, and on the whole the 
Government had determined not only to continue to maintain the embankments 
which they had hitherto maintained, but also that portion of these embankments, 
which had hitherto been maintained at the ex])ense of the zemindars. ^ 

Mb. SoiiAix;n had yet .said nothing about iho enibanknients • in the 2'li-Por- 
gunnahs. The history of those embankments was fully given in the Note of 
the hon’ble jnember on liis left (Mr. Bernard) and in the letter of tho Board 
of Ucveiiue of the 2nd May 1X37 to which Mu. Schalch had already referred. 
After much discussion the point arrived at was tlmt the Government should 
citlier maintain those cnTbankments, or allow the zemindars to do so, giving for the 
repairs the sum of Rs. 16,000 winch they formerly received from Government 
towards the expense of maintfiining them. Shortly before that time tluj Govern- 
ment bad aclually abandoned these embankments, but on this report from tho 
Board th«'y determined that they should retain them There was no distinct 
engagement that Govennnent should maintain these embankments. But looking 
to the fact that they lay along tho Iloogbly and along tlie numerous streams of 
the Sunderbunds, where li<*avy iiiuudatioiis generally tt)ok place, tho Govem- 
inont hud di^temiinod to maintain tluim. These embankments commenced a 
little bcilow Garden Roach on tho loft hank of the Hooglily. went down to 
north of Mud Point, then wont n<!ross to the eastward along the Sunderbunds, 
fuming up northwards and came back to Tolly’s Nullah. So tliat tho whole of 
the 24-Pergunnab8 lay within a ring-fence formed by these embankments. Of 
the remaining embankments now maintained by Government, there remained 
the Kateheekjitta embankment on the right bank of the Matabhanga river. 
This was rather a portion of tho works connected with tlm navigation of the Mata- 
bhanga river, but as it was very mu*.*h,in the uatnrn of an embankment, jn pre- 
vent miscojicoption it was thought })ropcr to Inniig it into the schedule. There 
remained af those now maintained by Goverinnont only the Kb^dy Khali 
embankment. He had annexed to liis Note a cm're.spondence with regard to this 
embankment. And ho thought from a perusal of that correspondence 
the Council would concur in thinking that tlicy were embankments not 
maintained formerly by' tho Government, which tho Government had not 
bound themsbives to maintain, but which in tho y'car 1869 in consequence 
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of the heavy inundations of the previous year, had been repaired by 
Government with the distinct reservation that this concession ^as not 
to be held to pledge the Government to maintain them in future. But 
having got into the hands of the Public Works Department, they had 
been repaired from time to time. Tl]|bse embankments were not of very 
great importance, and fell quite wipiin the province and power of the 
zemindars to maintain, and if it should be found on inquiry that the 
maintenance of these embankments was necjossary, they would have to ,be 
maintained by Government at the expense of the zemindars, on the principle 
on which a very large number of embankments were now so maintained, the 
embankments in Midnapore, Sarun, and Tirhoot, being maintained in the 
same way. 

The result of the inquiries had boon that it was now proposed to introduce 
in the schedule the embankments numbered from 58 to 98, both inclusive, 
lying within the 24-Porgunnah8, and he would move accordingly. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Me. Sciialch would now move that the Bhagiruttco lino of embankments, 
set forth in item No. 94, be added to the scln^dule. 

His Honor the Prksidknt said he thought it was necessary that -he should 
explain what might seem an inconsistency in accepting, on the part of the 
Government, the Bhagiruttco embankments, since in doing so the Government 
undertodk certain dqties that were undoubtedly the duties of the zemindars. 
He had on several occasions expressed his opinion that the zemindars wore 
bound to perform certain duti(‘s which they had at the time of the permanent 
settlement engaged to perform ; tlmt they ou^!'ilt to bo strictly hold to these 
duties, and that it was contrary to principhi, and to the duty of the Government 
to the people of the country tliat we should relievo the zemindars of thesr; 
duties, and impose the expense of pt'rforming any such duties on the general 
tax-payer. •it was now proposc'd to make one lijnitod excO])tion witli 
regard to these' Bhagiruttee embanknmnts ; the ctmsidcrations under which 
the Government ])ro]>osed to inub'rtake this duty had been to a certain extent 
explained by. the hoir bio member in cluirge (*f the Bill. 'J'ho fact was that this 
was a long' lino of embankments protecting a very largo tract of country. 
That line W£is in eflect and n^ality, Jis it had boon shown to be, one continuous 
line of embankments. It might be described as consisting of three chusses 
of embankments. First, tlion? were the embankments protecting the station 
of Berham})ore Jind town of MofU'shodabad which the Government was 
” bound to maintain ; s(‘condly, there wen* the embankments of much greater 
length protecting large ira<;ts of country, whi(;h wo believed the Govera- 
nient was not strictly bound to maintain, but which for a long time past 
had boon so maintained, and which therefore we w<?ro willing to maintain; 
and thirdly, there were tlie zemindarce bunds whi<!b were to this day 
maintained by the zemimlars. But secung that these vai’ious classes of embank- 
ments were in reality, or ought to bo, one continuous embankment; seeing that 
they protected an immense tract of country, not only in the district of Moor- 
shedabad, but in two or throe other districts ; seeing that those embankments 
wore of such importance to the country; seeing that it would be a task of 
extreme difficulty and delicacy — tluit it would be in fact almost impossible to 
apportion the cost amongst the zemindars whom it benefited ; seeing that the 
expense of the zomindareo portion of the embankment had hitherto been com- 
paratively limited ; sociing that we should bo able, by taking over the whohs 
embankment, tf> shorttm somewhat the line, to make it more effective and 
effectual ; — wo had thought it consistent wdth our duty to make this concession 
to th^ zemindars to usidertake to maiqtain the line as one continuous line, 
as a Government line of embankments, and not to charge the zemindars and 
other holders of land directly or indirectly benefited by the embankments. 
That was a conccjssion of very considerable importance. That must be done 
subject to the sanction of the Government of India, who paid for the main- 
tenance of the embankments, and who had not yet been consulted on this point. 
He hoped that by scjientific and careful management the Government would not 
lose much, whilst the people and the zcvqiindars would be benefited. And with 
that view this Government was willing to accept this cohtinuons line of 
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eknbankment, if the GoTerxmient of India did not object. He had no doubt 
the GottneU would not be unwilling to add it to the schedule. 

T&e motion was agreed to. 

Thr Hon’blb l^B. ScHALCR sald ihe only oth^r embankment remaining 
was the Katcheekatta embankment, tiarked as No. 95, in the list which he 
^.sew mored should be added to the sc£i^dule. 

The motion was agreed to. 

‘ . The Hon’ble Baboo Digumbeb Mitter said he had to thank His Honor, 

on' behalf of the zemindars and ryots as well, for the spirit of moderation 
and fairness manifested in meeting the difficulties which me question of the 
8(diedule at one time presented. When he last had the honor of addressing 
the Council on this subject, the difference between the miles of embankments 
now being maintained at the cost of the State, and those included in the 
schedule was 535 miles. It had now been reduced to 153 miles, and he had 
every hope, from the care and attention with which the inquiry on the subject 
was still prosecuted, that this difference would either altogether disappear, or 
be satisffictorily accounted for. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mb. Schalch the schedule as amended was 
then agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Schalch moved that Schedule F be added to the Bill. 
The schedule referred to certain embankments in two pergunnaha in regard to 
which the Qovernment had for many years paid a certain pum to the Eemindars 
towards the repairs, the zemindars being bound to maintain them.* It was now 
proposed that that payment should be continued as heretofore, and disposed of 
in the manner noted in section 41A. The schedule was as follows : —

The schedule was agreed to. 

His Honor the Pkesioent said he proposed that the consideration of the 
Bill should be postponed for twelve weeks, and directed that the Bill as now 
amended by tho Council be published in every alternate Gazette during 
that time. 

EMIGRATION TO THE LABOR DISTRICTS. 

The Hon’ble the Acting Advocate-General moved that the time pres-- 
cribed for the presentation of the report of the Select Committee on the Bill to 
amend the law relating to tho emigration of laborers to the Districts of Assam, 
Cachar, and Sylhet, and to regulate contract-labour and service, be extended 
for a fortnight. He said it was well known to the Council that this Bill was 
placed in his charge but lately, and that the important character of the Bill 
was such that he considered the Committee had not had sufficient time to make 
their report. He now asked for an extension of time. But it was necessary to 
state that the Committee did not intend to make a final report, but only a 
preliminary one at present. Tho reasons why the Committee would at present 
be unable to* make a final report on this important Bill were obvious. The 
amendments proposed to be made by the Bill had two objects in view — the 
first related to tho rc-arrangcincnt of the provisions of the Bill in parts, 
chapters, and short sections, clothing those sections in simple language in 
order that they might be clearly and readily understood ; the second object 
i-elated to tho consideration of a tew substantial amendments which were 
proposed to be made in tho existing law. The consideration of those substan- 
tial amendments required some time and attention, and it was for the purpose 
of putting forward tho views of the Committee on those substantial aniendments 
that this extension of time was required. It would be found in the end that 
the substantial amendments proposed had for their object the comfort, of the 
coolies and the protection of their lives. And he thought that instead of doing 
injustice to planters the Bill would be ultimately foimd, after due opportunity 
of maturing the Bill was afforded, to^ be beneficial to all parties concemea. 
Under these circumstances he asked for a fortnight’s time to enable the Co.u^

mittee to make their preliminary report, and Iheir report would, amongst other 
tbinCT, contain a recommendation that the Bill as amended by the Committee 
cdioim be printed in double columns with the columns, of the <dd Bill and the* 
new Bill placed in juxtaposition and published in that ibr|p. A fortnight’s time 
w^ asked for to enable the Committee tcyarrive at the pomt above indicated in 
the consideration of the Bill in refer^ce to the inquiries directed by 
Council. 

Thb Hok’ble Mb. Colvin smd, in supporting the motion ' for an ext^ur* jn 
of time, he would say, speaking as a fractional part of the Select Committee on 
the Bill, that if the Council saw fit to grant an extension of time, the best 
endeavours of the Committee would be used to come to such a conclusion on the 
ma in features of the Bill as would enable them to make such a preliminary 
report as the President desired. And he would say that in so far as the 
differences of opinion on the Bill and the objections raised by the hon’ble 
member who usually sat on his right (Mr. Robinson) and himself related not so 
much to the objects to be attained as to the best means of attaining those 
objects, he thought it would not be difficult to arrive at a general agreement 
on the questions at issue, subject to Ihe reservation of similar objections and 
differences of opinion on particular points and special sections. If the Bill was 
published in the form suggested with the clauses of the old law, and the new 
Bill placed side by side, su^ a publication would, so far as it extended, help 
those interested in thg measure to make a readier and perhaps fairer comparison 
between the ol<f and the new law, and enable those most conversant with the 
practical working of the special subjects relating to it to note precisely the 
points in which changes were proposed, and to say whether * in their opinion 
they were for better or for worse. No doubt a considerable amount of time and 
trouble would have to bo devoted to the consideration of the Bill, and of the 
numerous papers relating to it before it readied its final stage, .but he trusted it 
would bo timd well spent, and trouble rewarded with a satisfactory result. 

His Honor the President said he hoped the Council would think the 
course proposed was a satisfactory one. It appeared to him to be better not to 
make two mouthsful of a cherry, but in the case of a very large mouthful as this 
Bill was, he thought it was an easier and more satisfactory way that we should 
make two bites of it. There could bo no doubt that the susceptibilities of the 
^ntlemen interested in tea plantations had been disturbed and excited by the 
introduction of tlds Bill. Ho believed it would bo found that the change was 
not so much a change in the character and disposition of an old fidend, as a 
ifiore satisfactory re-arrangement of his dress. The learned Advocate-G-eneral 
had been good enough to take charge of the Bill, and the Committee had met 
several times. Wo had the greatest hope that when all were striving to 
attain the same object ; when the representatives of Government who were fully 
desirous of promoting emigration, and when those who to some extent represented 
the great European interests engaged in tea ; when men representing different 
views honestly strove for the same object with the desire of arriving at a com 
elusion, we might hope that in course of the first few weeks, a great many of the 
difficulties would be smoothed over, a groat many of the differences of appear- 
ance which disguised our old friend would be got rid of, and he might be pre- 
sented in a shape in which he might be received in a more dispassionate and 
unprejudiced manner than in the dress put upon him on his first appearance. 
That being so, the course proposed was that on this fortnight being given, the 
Bill should be amended as fiur as possible, and then republished, and considerable 
farther time would then be given to those interested, thoroughly to consider the 
subject and to make such recommendations and representations as they might 
desire to offer, while the Committee also v^ould ho hoped, continue their labours. 

The iqption was agreed to. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday the 12th instant, with *an intima- 
tion that as that day fell in Easter week, the Council would not ^ asked to 
sit unlem business actually required that tbmre should be a meeting of the 
Council. 
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THE JUTE TRADE. 


It being desirablAjlo publish |>eriodical reports of the local inquiries -nf 
the Jute Gommissioners. the follovin|^ first report of the kind is published. , '

- TJvdbr instructions received from His Honor the Lieutenant-Oovemor 
of Bengal, we liave the honor to submit the following report on jute in the 
sub-divisions visited by us up to date. 

In BO doing we for the present confine ourselves to the information we 
have gathered from the ryots respecting last year’s crop and the prospepts of 
the crop of 1873-74. 

We shall defer touching on the subject of present modes of cultivation, 
preparation of the fibre, possible improvements in both, &c., until our final 
report, to be made when we shall have cqpipleted our survey of the principal 
jute growing districts. 

On the 22nd ultimo we visited Baraset, a sub-division of the 24-Fer- 
gunnahs, in which the description of jute commonly known as deei is exten- 
sively cultivated. 

The total area of this sub-division' is about 370 square miles, of which 
it is estimated that one-sixteenth part was under jute cultivation last year, 
equal to say 44,770 beegahs ; and taking the yield per beegab at an average 
of three maunds, we estimate that the outturn of jute for the sub-division of 
Baraset last season will amount to about 134,310 maunds. We examined 
a number of ryots who had been collected from different parts of the sub- 
division. 

One result of the examination was to put beyond a doubt the fact that 
the cultivation of jute last season entailed loss on the growers. 

With regard to the season now coming on, it is evident that the ryots in 
Baraset do not purpose to cultivate so mucii jute as they did last year. 

It is impossible to arrive at an idea of the extent of the probable reduc- 
tion on the cultivation, as one and all of the ryots we examined say they 
cannot decide how much or how little jute they will grow until the sowing 
season comes on, i.e., about the beginning of next month. 

Should the weather then be favorable, considerably more jute will be 
sown than will otherwise be the case. 

Showers of rain in the commencement of May favour the sowing and 
growth of jute in the districts near Calcutta. • 

Of the jute of last season’s grow'tb in Baraset, a large quantity still 
remains unsold in the hands of the cultivators, or if sold by them, kept in stock 
by the Mahnjuns; and from what can be gathered from the ryots, it is probable 
that one-fourth of the jute, equal to say 33,500 maunds, grown in this district 
last season still remains to be disposed of. 

On the 3rd current we visited Barripore, one of the southern sub-divi- 
sions of the 24-Porgunnahs. 

It is estimated that about 6,000 beegahs of land in this sub-division were 
cultivated with jute last season. The description grown is desi. Calculating 
the average outturn of jute per. beegah to be 3 maunds, we may put down 
16,000 maunds as tiie amount of jute produced in Barripore last season. 

We examined a number of ryots collected from different parts of the 
sub-division. They stated that it was their intention to cultivate much less 
jute during the coming season than they did last year, but that tlje extent of 
their cultivation depended upon the weather in the early part of May. 

They lurther stated that oue-fourth of the jute grown in thu sub-division 
last season still remained unsold. The amount may be estimated at *betwecn 
B.600 and 4,000 maunds. 
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On the 7th oorrent we visited Ooterpaxah, in the sub-division of Serampore, 
wbeire, owing to the valuable assistanoe rendered to us by the experienced 
zemindar, Babu Joykishen SlookeijeO) we were enabled to ascertain important . 
particulars regarding jute grown in the district of Hooghly. 

^ The description of jute generally cultivated is deH. The approximate 
area of this district, Howrah included,^ lu taken from the census report of 
1872, is 1,424 square miles ; of which k is estimated that about one hundred 
square miles was under jute cultivation last season: this is equivalent to 
198,600 beegahs. 

The outturn of jute per beegah in the district of Hooghly averages by all 
accounts 8^ to 4 maunds ; and allowing it to be the former amount, we may 
estimate the total yield for the district to have been 677,600 maunds. 

A number of ryots were examined, and they one and all stated that in 
their opinion the cultivation of jute during the coming season in the district 
of Hooghly would be much reduced, but that the amount cultivated would 
^pend upon the weather at the souing time, t e , in the beginning of May. 

They further stated that a large quantity of the produce of last season 
still remained unsold : indeed that all who could afford to do so had held back 
in hopes of better prices. 

Byots from different villages variously estimated the unsold portion of last 
season’s crop to be from one-fourth to even tliree-fourths. 

How far these proportions may be depended upon it is in^ossible to 
say at present, but the fact is undoubted that a large quantity of last 
season’s crop still remains to come forward to the market ; and e timating it 
even as one-fourth of last yoai’s outturn, it would appear that about 169,400 
maunds are still in the handb of the growers in the district of Hooghly. 

On the 8th current we visited the western porti n of Jessore wd 
Chooadangah, but found that but little jute was groun in that part of the 
district, the«oil not being at all suitable; that what little was cultivated was 
consumed locally ; and that the part of Jessore which produced jute for the 
market was to the east, north-east, and south-east. 


THE TRADE IN SAFFLOWER. 


RESOLUTION. 

AGRICIILTUIIAL DEPARTMENT. 

Calcutta, the ^ih April 187‘1. 

Ik September last, tue attention of the Lieutenant-Governor was drawn 
to the* growing trade and exportation of safflower from Dacca, and he desired 
all Commissioners to report on the cultivation of this stai le within their 
divisions. From the reports which have now been received, it is evident that 
although safflower is not yet an impoit lut article of produce in Ben.^al generally, 
it is very generally grown for local use and consumption oier a reat part of 
the country. From the l’»ehar (.i>trict8 it is obsei \ cd that th o io a slight 
exportation to Calcutta. The remainder of the western and the central and 
south-western districts produce enough for the local requirements of the 
population, but do not oxpoit. In thocounin about Dacca, h iwevui, there is a 
very considerable cultivation and evport tiadc. Tiio piincipul J'acca dealers 
report the total outturn as from lu,000 to 16,5('0 u.aunds, andtha^ of this about. . 
11,000* or 12,000 maunds are the pro<lu<-e of tho Daccu district. The lemainder 
is chiefly from Myraensingh, Tipper 1 1 , and Furrei dpore. If we may take the 
average value of the dyo at Rs. 00 pei. ruaund, the val uc of the exports fiom this 
district urould in round numbers be from nine to ten lakhs of rupees, of which 
from six to seven lakhs represents the outturn in the district o Dacca itself. 

2. The cultivation of safflower is said to be largely increasing. The 
oompeti ion which has of late years so greatly iniTeastJ in consequence of the 
estahlistiment of European agents in the interior on behalf of mercantile Arms 
in Calcutta, is annually, says the Commissioner of Dacca, foremg up the prices

The replies from the sereral CommissionorB to the oiroular which invited a statement of 
auD-divisional establislmientB required for each district. 

1. BesoIiVTIon. — I n the Resolution of the 20th March 1872, the 
Lieutenant-Governor explained the scheme which he had, with the advice of 
some experienced officers, framed for giving executive establishments lo 
sub-divisions, and for thereby enabling the district officers to administer the 
country mote completely. It was explained that district and sub-divisional 
officers would be able, with the assistance now proposed, to perform a good deal 
of revenue and executive work which had heretofore been done expensively, 
jtTid perhaps not always efficiently, by temporary establishments. The collec- 
tion of useful and reliable statistics was especially kept in view. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor proposed at the outset to have one hundred 
sets of sub-divisional establishments, and to divide them into three grades, 
somewhat as follows—

It was explained tli^ tlie Sub-Deputit^s would be entrusted with 8id class 
magisterial powers^ if deemed fitted to be so trusted. Tt vfas’ pointed out that 
one great incidental udvantage of the scheme would be that capable young men 
would be admitted, after passing an open examination, into the lower grades of 
the Native Oivil Service, and would in course of time become fit for Deputy 
Kagistracies and higher af)pointments, which appointments will ordinarily Ito 
made from among those who have done well as Sub-Deputies. 

8. The opinion of the local officers was invited, and the replies received 
from the Divisional Gomtuissiohers showed that they and the district officers 
were of opinion tiiat the proposed establishments would be of the very greatest 
assistance to district and sub-divisional officers. The total requiirements of the 
several divisions came to 114 sets of sub-divisional establishments, exclusive of 
the wants of the Sonthal Fci gunnahs. The Commissioner of Assam reported 
that subrdivisional estahlisliments were not required in his division, as the 
indigenous agency of tlie mouzalidars discharged the duties which were to 
be performed by thq nevv; establishments. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor doubts, 
however, whether surveyors are not much wanted in Assam. It is also to be 
observed that in Orissa, a very liberal canoongo establishment l^s already 
been sanctioned. There Will bo very ample employment for all th K. sanctione d 
jBstablishmeuts in the rest of Bengal and Behar. 

4. The Government of India, to whom the Lieutenant-Governor’s scheme 
was submitted, at first approved the appointment of 20 Sub-Deputies as an 
experimental measure ; but asked for some explanations regarding the other 
establishments. ' The Lieutenant-Governor thereupon submitted an explanation 
of the duties the proposed establishments would have to perform. He further 
explained that the sub-divisional establishments might be expected to do cer- 
tain work hitherto done by temporary establishments, which, on the average of 
past years, had cost the Imperial Government close upon one lakh of rupees 
a year. The special or occasional duties which the new sub-divisional staff 
would render it possible for the local officers to undertake without special 
assistance were — 

Duties in connection witli the ordinary administration hitherto occasionally performed bj 
Supemumorary Deputy Collectors. 

Duties hitherto performed at sub-dirisions by Additional Deputy Magistrates and 
Collectors, of whom, thero aro now throe. 

Settlements not exceeding 2,000 acres in any one district in any one year. 

Management of Government estates yielding not more than Bs. 1,000 per annum. 

Taking up land for public purposes not exceeding 20 acres in extent. 

6. The Goverument of India has now been pleased to accord approval to 
the Lieutenant-Governor’s scheme, and has granted one lakh per annum 
towards its cost from imperial revenues, on condition that no farther charge is 
in future madq, for the services above recapitulated. The orders of the 
Government of India reviewing the correspondence and sanctioning the pro- 
posed establishments arc summed up in the following paragraph ; — 

Having regard to the absence in the Lower Provinoes Of Bengal of any local agenqr 
corresponding with that of other provinoes' of India, and bearing in mind the various measures 
of refonn which have yet to be undertaken in Bengal, under an improTed system of adminis- 
tration, the Gk>vemor- General in Counoil is satimed that the establishments proposed arc 
astnoUy required." 

6. Jt fremains now 'to allot the establishments to the several divisions, to 
explain fUrther the work they are to do, and to arrange for the appointment of 
ooznpOtent persons to the several grades. 

Although the reports of the Commissioners have shown that ll4 sets Of 
.establishments are required, besides those wanted for the Sonthal Fergiumab^ 
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still the Lieutenant-Governor would wish, for the present at any rate, to keep 
the cost of the new staff within the limits originally proposed. To meet the 
cost of these establishments two lakhs of rupees have been provided, viz. one 
lakh in^the provincial budget and one lakh by the additional imperial assign- 
ment now made; The Lieutenant-Governor has accordingly allotted estab- 
lishments on the 'scale set out in paragraph 2 of this resolution to the several 
divisions, in accordance with the schedule appended to this resolution. He 
would leave it to the several Gorainissioners to assign the establishments 


to districts and sub-divisions, reporting the distribution they propose as 
soon as possible. As there are some Suh-divisions where the judicial work is 
. „ . . . , u, • • light,* the Lieutenant-Governor will not object

stanco, tho Sub- Deputy, one or two cbaiiimen, and two or three messengers 
might be posted at one sub-division, while the.canoongo and surveyor with the 
same subordinate staff might ho retained for work in the sudder sub-division. 

7. In distributing the establishments it is to he a rule that no more than 
a third class establishment is to bo employed at the sudder sub-division without 
tho special sanction of Govcrnm<;nt. Now tliat tho sub-divisions are sufficiently 
manned there can be no ground for centralising the abkaree or other departments 
at the sudder ; and the Assistants and Deputies may well be made available 
there for the work performed by tin* Sub-Deputies in sub-divisions. As soon as 
tho office work of valuation is completed, the active work of adniinist^Ting the 
road cess may also be done by the sub-divisional officers in the outlying parts 
of the district. 


8 The Lieutenant-Governor desires that very particular care be taken 
by Commissioners, Magistrate-Collectors, and sub-divisional officers, that the 
new establishments are not employed as more ch*rks to work in offices, but as 
executive agents to help the district and sub-divisional officers in administering 
the various departments under their charge. They arc to bo employed actively 
for executive, statistical, and (where magisterial powers are given) jadi(M*al work. 
The Magistrate-Collectors will give such instructions as may be necessary in 
regard to the accommodation of the new class of officers- in sub-divisional 
cutchorrics during tho hours they may be employed at head-quarters. The 
question of putting thorn in occasional charge of sub-divisional treasuries or 
other departments may also be considered. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor especially trusts that the various calls for 
statistical inquiries which have been made and have yet to be complied with will 
now receive very special and particular attention. Before action must comd 
knowledge, and the Lieutenant-Governor considers that the first and most 
important duty of tlie district and sub-divisional officers under the system 
now inaugurated, is to put tiie Government in possession of information of 
a practical and useful characb^r regarding the people, the productions, and the 
resources of their respective charges. Ho believes that tho sub-divisional 
establishments may now bo rendered really effective for executive as well as for 
judicial purposes. 

10. In regard to filling up the several classes of appointments, the 
Lieutenant-Governor adheres to the plan laid down in the resolution of 
March 1872, by which these appointments arc ordinarily to restricted to 
candidates wdio,. having certain other qualifications, have passed the examin- 
ations required to render them eligible cither for all appointments, or for the 
lower grade of appointments with salaries under Rs. 100 per mensem only. 

At the very commencement of tho new system it may be necessary to 
make some exceptions in favour of men of very well tried service who have not 
been able to attend and pass tho required examinations, but the rule must- 
soon be enforced in its integrity. ' ‘ ' 

11. Ther^ are already in several divisions temporary Sub- Deputies iSnd other 
persons who have been* entertained for statistical or other business under the 
circular orders of August 1872. Tiieso appointments must all be absorbed in 
tho establishments now sanctioned ; none can bo continued in addi£iou to those 
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establishmcats. Very few of the men already employed have passed the Native 
Givil Service Examination ; but still, if they are clearly and thoroughly efficient, 
the Iiieutenant«Govern<>r will have no objection to the Commissioners’ sane* 
tioning their temporary retention in appropriate grad'es, subject to their passing 
in surveying and engineering at the next Nutivc Civil Service Examination. 
Before they can receive promotion, such men will have to pass the Native Civil 
Service Examination in all branches. Appointment rolls of the men to be 
retained under this paragraph must be submitted for the approval of 
Government. ' ; 

12. Eor the rest, for all appointments of Rs. 25 per mensem and upwards. 
Commissioners must select candidates from the list (published in the Gazette 
of the I6th April 1872) of men who have qualified at the recent examination 
for the public service, so far as they will go. A distribution list of names 
apportioned to each division is annexed, and these men are to be employed in 
that division in one grade or other, unless the Commissioner has any special 
objection to any of them or can arrange an exchange of any of them with those 
assigned to other divisions Detailed lists showing the past s<‘rvico, the university 
or other attainments of each candidate, and tlie special subjects in which ho 
passed in the recent examinations, with a note whether he passed with credit 
or with high distinction in any subject or on tlio whole, will be forwarded to 
Commissioners and to llagistrate-Collcctors. When tl»c names on that list are 
exhaustc'd. Commissioners may nominate men whose efficiency is approved by 
long service and no others. All such appointments are to be specially reported. 
In Orissa only will it be uecessary to permit departure from the rule, that no 
unpassed candidate may be appointed to appointments on Ils. 25 and upward. 
Very few Ooriahs presented themselves for the Native Civil Service Examina- 
tion; on the other hand the Commissioner and the Orissa officers are very 
properly most anxious that the Native Civil Service of Orissa should be manned 
by Oorialis. The Lieutenant-Governor accordingly would leave Mr. Ravonshaw 
a discretion to appoint utipassed Ooriahs to posts in his division, on the 
condition that tliey pass in surveying and engineering at the Native Civil 
Service Examination of 1874. 

13. During the last fortnight, eight of the successful examinees have 
already been appointed to the service, on the representation of the Member 
of the Board of llovenue, that addir.ional as.sistanco was urgently required for 
the road cess work of seven of the priuicipal districts. The names of the men 
so appointed are — 

Nobiii Krishua Tlannerjoo ki bo an Olfg. Deputy Colleotor in t.lio 2 t-Pergunnolis. 

Molianundo Gupto, b.a., to a Sub-Deimty in the 24-Pergunjiahs. 

^ Khetter Go])al iloy to be a Sub-Deputy in the Nuddoa district. 

Sbosbee Bhizsliau Dutt, k.a., to be a Sub-Deputy in the Jessor.' district. 

Okhoy Comar Ohatterjoe to be a Sub-Deputy in the Moorshodabod district. 

TJmnkantu Das to be a Sub-Deputy in the Tipperah district. 

Sant Poread to >bo a Sub-Deputy in the Piirneah district. 

Chundeo Chum Bose to be a Sub-Deputy in the Dacca district. 

The seven Sub-Deputies will bo brought on the strength of the sub-divi- 
sional establishments assigned by the Commissioner to the districts wherein 
they are employed ; but for the present they will continue to work in the 
Road Cess Department, unless the Commissioner prefers to employ them 
in the ordinary line and to apjiolnt men of more practical experience for 
road cess work, in which case Commissioners are permitted to do so. 

14. The Lieutenant-Governor considers it will b,e most convenient to 
make the salaries of sub-deputyships and canoougo-survoyorships personal 
rather than local ; so that it will be within the discrciion of the Commissioner 
to employ these oUicers where they are most wanted, and to autiiorize a Magis- 
trate-Collector temporarily to detach a Sub-Deputy for particular duties of the 
kind described jn the extract quoted at paragraph 4 of this resolution. 

15. In^Oiissa the officers elsewhere designated “ Oanoongo and Surveyor” 
will be called * Surveyor* only ; and looking to the presence of a canoongo 
establishment, the Lieutenant-Governor thial.s that it will bo possible to split 
up the sets allotted to Orissa so as not to give more than one officer either a 
Sub-Deputy or a surveyor to each sub-division. 
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16. His Honor proposes to invest with third-class magisterial powers 
those officers whose examination seems to show a competent knowledTO, and 
he wil!k he prepared so to invest any other Sub-Deputy whom the Oommissioner • 
may recommend. Where they are so invested, it will be understood that 
the object is to allow thorn to keep up the judicial routine and dispose of very 
petty cases, while the sub-divisional officer does active executive and statistical 
work, or goes out to make judicial inquiries on the spot. 

17. It is to be understood that ordinarily the subordinate establishments 
appointed under this resolution will not‘draw travelling allowance when in the 
interior of their districts unless their work is of such a character that, in 
the opinion of the Commissioner, a travelling allowance is really necessary. 
Officers of corresponding rank in the executive department of other provinces 
do not draw travelling allowance ; neither do Inspectors nor Sub-Inspectors 
of the Police Department. 

18. As regards all appointments of untried or little-tried men which 
may now be made, it is to be understood that they are appointed for a year on 
probation, and that their confirmation depends on the practical efficiency 
shown by them. The district officers will report bn this point through the 
Commissioner after the expiry of a year. 

19. The sanctioned staff of Deputy Collectors of the sixth grade will at 
once be reduced from 46 to 43, so as to carry out one of the reductions of 
imperial charge promised by the Lieutenant-Governor. As there are at present 
three permanent vacancies in the sixth grade, the reduction ordered will 
not cause inconvenience. The three second Deputies now at sub-divisions will 
be withdrawn, first class Sub-Deputies being substituted. ' 

20. The Board of Bevenue, the Commissioners of Division, and all 
Magistrate-Collectors, will be requested to bear in mind the undertaking given 
by this Government, that the sub-divisional establishments now sanctioned 
shall perform the duties described in paragraph 4 of this resolution without 
additional charge. 

21. Candidates for employment, whose names are included in the annexed 
distribution list, are recommended to report themselves as soon as possible 
to the Commissioners of the Divisions to which they are assigned as eligible 
for employment. Any candidates who wish to exchange, by mutual arrange- 
ment with other candidates, places in the allotment list, may jointly ask 
permission to do so within fifteen days of the publica^on of the notification ; 
no other applications for transfer can be received ; but Commissioners who 
have exhausted their own lists may select men from the other lists with the 
consent of the Commissioner to whom the candidate has been allotted. 

22. Copy of this resolution, with the appended' schedule and distribution 
lists of passed candidates, will be forwarded to all Commissioners of Division 
(^except Assam; with the request — 

(1) — that they will report, as soon as convenient, how -they propose to 

allot the sanctioned establishments to the different districts; 

(2) — that they will forw'ard appointment rolls of the persons they would 

appoint to posts of Rs. 60 and Ks. 25 a month ; and recommend- 
ation rolls (with details) of the persons they would nominate to 
appointments above lls. 50 a month ; 

(3) — that they will make such recommendations as they may see fit for 

investing their Sub-Deputies with magisterial powers. 

Commissioners are authorized to appoint, in anticipation of the confirm- 
ation of Government, any persons who arc qualified for sub-deputyships under 
the riiles laid down in this resolution. When Commissioners recommend 
persons not qualified under these rules, they will have to state at length the 
reasons for such recommendation, and show that they have not passed over any 
competent man in the list allotted to them. • . 

Copy^ will also' be forwarded to the Board of Bevenne and the Commis- 
sioner of Assam for information.

Buies for the Jnstmction and Examination of Candidates for 
the Native Civil Service. 


L— INSTI^OTION. 

# 

This lieutenant-GoTernor has been pleased to moke the following arrangements for 
instructing young men desirous of qualify/ug thomsclvos fur tlie Native Civil Service of 
Government. 

1. At the Hooghly College a two years’ courso has been established for the purpose 
of teaching the prescribed subjoets. Students who attend this course for one session, that is 
tUl February next, may be passed for the lower grade of appointments. Students who being 
admissible under rules (a), {b), (c), and (fi) of the Examination Rules attend one session 
will, on passing the liigher standanl of examination, be eligible as candidates for all 
appointments. Hereafter attendance at tbo full two years’ course will be required from 
candidates for the higher grade who have not already rendered approved service under 
Government. 

2, Arrangements for teaching surveying and engineering, law, botany, chemistry, riding, 
and gymnastics, have been mode at the lloogbly College. A fee of lis. 10 once for all 
will be charged for instruction in riding. 

8. AU students of the Hooghly College, and other persons whom the Principal 
may consider to be fit and eligible, and possessed of suiKciout education, will be admitted 
to the Civil Service cloas oi» payment of the ordinary college fees as now charged for 
ordinary students and for Mahomedans (the college being originally a Mahomedan endow- 
ment) respectively, that is to say, Us. 5 j)er mensem for ordiuaiy students, and He. 1 for 
Mahomedans. 

4. Students who elect to follow tbo Civil Service course must, \inles8 they have passed 
the First Arts Examination, continue to attend the oollt!go English classes in wliich English 
as a language is taught, but attendanco in tho other classes will be optional with them. 
The Principal will have discretion to exempt from tho oxioration of this rule any students 
whoso attainments in English are, in his oxnuion, suiKcicntly good to enable such student to 
converse freely and conduct corrosx>ondenco in EngUsh. 

5. In addition to the arrangements tor teaching the Civil Service course in the 
Hooghly College, a special olnss in the Presidency College for teaching drawing, surveying, 
and engineering, as required for tho Native Civil Scr^dee, will ox>cn on 17th June. Tho 
fess for this special class will be — entrance Its. 5 and a monthly foe of Its. 3. Instruction in 
the other subjects required of candidates may bo obtained in Calcutta. 

0. Competent teachers of diawing, surveying, and engineering havo been sent 
to Patna, Dacca, and Cuttack. Ijectures in chemistiy and botany have been arranged 
in the Patna College, whore, if tho uumbcT of candidates sulliccs, a Civil Service course 
. will be held. Considerable facilities have also been given in tho Dacca College, and teachers 
of surveying havo been sent to several of tho higher schools as well as to the minor 
oolleges. Ino teaching of gymnastics has boon arranged at several places and will be 
extended as opportunity olfor. 

7. The following elementary books on botany and chemistry will be studied by the 
students attending tho first year Civil Service class, vus. — 

Oliver’s Manual of Indian Botany. 

Roscoe’s Lessons on Elomentory Chemistry. 

Other books will hereafter be added to the list. 

8. The following detail of the text-books and instruction in the subjects of drawing,

II.— EXAMINATION AND ELIGIBILITY POE OFFICE. 


1 . 


Date of examination. 


An examination of candidates for admission into tlio roll of persons quali8ed for 
admission into the Native Civil Service under this Government 
will be held in the month of February J87-1, at Hooghly, 
Daooa, Patna, Cuttack, and G-owhatty. There will, if need bo, be spooial oxarainations for the 
Police, the Non-Eogulation Provinces, and the Opium Deportment. For the ordinary branches 
of the service there vnll bo two standards — one Jiigher, qualifying for all appointments, and 
another lower, qualifying for aiqtointments of less than Its. J 00 per mensem only. 

2. A pi'elimiuary examination in English and the vernacular, of those candidates who 

have not already qualified in those subjects, will bo held, 
os also a preliminary examination in riding and walking. 
Persons who have passed the First Arts Examination, or the Entrance Examination in the 
first division, or who imssess a University degree or oertifioaic in law oi enginet)ring, will 
not be liable to tlio preliminary examination in English. Persons who havo gained veniaoular 
sifiiolarshipB, or who have served with credit in veniaoular ofUocs, will not be liuhle to examin- 
ation in the veniaoular. The preliminary examinations will be held on some date in January, 
to be lo^ly notified by the Magistrate of the district, at the undermentioned stations, where 
the medioul officers will also examine candidates and grant certificates of sound health under 
Eule 7

< GENERAL DEPARTMENT. 

Calcutta^ the 15/A April 1873. 

The Lieutenant-Governor has propo'ted to the Government of India the 
establishment of parallel lines of pronfotion in the executive and jiidicial 
branches of the covenanted civil service'Hn Bengal. His Excellency in Council 
has provisionally accepted this proposal, Vrid has new, subject to the sanction 
of the Secretary of State, approved of the lojlowiDg proposals of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, viz. — \ 

1. That Judges, including Additional Judges, shall he classified in two 

grades ; those in the first grade*, up to the number of fifteen, 

’ drawing each a salary of B>s. 2', 500 a month, and the remainder 

in the second grade a salary of Rs. 2,000 ; 

2. That Magistrate-Collectors shall be classified in two grades, with 

salaries fixed at ^s. 2,250 and (for the present) Rs. 1,800, 
respectively ; 

3. That effect shall he given at once to the proposed scheme, so far 

that as funds become available, from the reduction in the salaries 
of the Judges on the occurrence of v^cangies, the pay of some 
of the Magistrate-Collectors Jiiay be rftised to It s. 2,250, whilst 
fresh promotions which would hitherto have been made to the 
existing first grade on Rs.- l,9ilti, shall now be made to a salary 
of Bs. 1,800 only; the differenc^'boing used to raise the salaries 
of officers now drawing lis. 1,600 to the same rate of Bs. 1,800. 

The Lieutenant-Governor desires it to ho clearly iinderstood that all 
promotions, substantive or acting, which may ho made fc> the dififercnji.".r5aes ipf 
Judges or Magistrate-Collectors from this date up to vtlig*. time when the 
orders of the Secretary of State may he received, will be conditional on 
the approval of the Secretary of State, and that any increase to the pay 
of Magistrate-Collectors whom His Honor mjiy select Jor promotion in 
the meantime, must be refunded if that approval bo withheld. 

The judicial appointmemts on Bs. 2,500 and Rs. 2,000 will be designated 
Judgeships of the 1st and 2nd grade respectively, and, so long as the arrange- 
ments are in a state of transition, for the sake of convenience the execu- 
tive appointments on Rs. 2,250, Rs. 1,916, Rs. 1,800, or Rs 1,500 res])ectively, 
will be styled Magislrate-Colloctorships of the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th grades 
respectively. 

At the present moment two Judgeships are vacant, owing to the promo- 
tion of Mr. Rivers Thompson and to the retirement of Mr. W. Tucker, and 
an Additional Judgeship, owing to the retirement of Mr. Pepper. His Honor 
is pleased to make the following appointments ; —

the second grade. Mr. Lewis will, however, continue to officiate as District and 
Sessions Judge of Bhaugulpore in the 1st grade.

. Calcutta, the Ihth Jpril 1873. 

The appended lists of candidate's w’ho have been passed at the recent 
Native Civil Service Examination are published for general information. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor has this time been very liberal in admitting 
as qualified for tbo higher grade of .nppointraents” caudidates who gave 
evidence of practical ability, even though they fell a little short of full pass- 
marks. The Government wished to have a sufficient number of passed men to 
choose from for present requirements. Higher grade appointments cannot how- 
ever at once be provided for all tiie men who arc declared qualified for that 
grade; and those who do not at once obtain higher grade a])pointmeats are 
recommended to accept lower grade apjiointmcnts, and to try to work themselves 
up, since so far as examination goes they are declared to he qualified fur the 
higher grade, 

3. Tne Lieutenant-Governor has admitted as “ qualified for the higher 
grade” a t^W candidates who did not possc<<s the qualification of iGovernment 
service or university degree required for the higher grade of appointments. 
The men so specially admitted are those who have done particularly well in the 
recent examination. For the rest, such candidates as did not possess the neces- 
sary qualifications and yet have passed the examination, are declared to ho 
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qualified for the liigber grade after aecying. oue year in the lower grade of 
appointmeints. 

4., Of the aub'deputies who hare been .appointed in the Buxdwan, Baj- 
ahahye, Dacca, Ghittagung, Patna, and Bhaugulpore divisions during tl^ last 
eight months, only Lai Zama Ithan of Ghumparun, Karamat Hossein of Gya, 
appeared for the Native Civil Service Examination, though all appoint- 
ments to temporary sub^deputyships had been made subject ■ to passing the 
prescribed examination ; and they did not pass. The Lieutenant-Governor desires 
that each sub-deputy may now be informed that if retained he will be required to 
pass. His Honor leaves it to the discri^tioa of Commissioners to retain during 
the present year any sub-deputies wh<' may have been appointed in 1872-73, 
and who may be really efficient men. 

6. Candidates who have passed for tho higher grade of appointments will 
not be required to pass any iurthcr examination, unless they become Deputy 
Magistrates, in which case they will be liable to the higher standard depart- 
mental examination. Having passed the Native Civil Service Examinations, 
they will be exempt from the lower standard departmental test. 

6. Certificates, as provided by rule 21 of the Notification of the 6th July, 
will be given to the successful candidates on application at the Bengal Office. 
Candidates can obtain their certificates either by personal application, 
or by written application forwarded through the Principal of the Hooghly, 
Dacca, or Patna College, or through the Magistrate of the district where the 
candidate may be residing.

RESOLUTION. 

Calcuttay the \2th April 1873. 

It has been brought to the notice of the Lieutenant-Governor tliat the 
arrangement of storm signals which, on the recommendation of the Master- 
Attendant, was prescribed for the approaches to the Port by the Government 
Notification of the 22nd February 1873, published in the Gasette of 5th March 
1873, ^fiers from that in use by the Port Commissioners under tlio nineteenth 
Rule for the Port of Calcutta, made by the Government of Bengal, with the 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council, under Section 7, Act XXII of 
1855, as published in the Gazette of the 30th October 1872 ; anil the continuation 
of the said rule published in the ’ same Gazette. The arrangement of the 
Port Commissioners under the last-named rules is, however, in accordance 
with the practice which has been in force in the Port of Calcutta for some 
years. Considering uniformity to be very essential, the Lieutenant-Governor 
has been pleased to direct that the following Notification shall be issued : — 

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 

The Notification dated Fcbruaiy 22nd, 1873, and published in the Gazette 
of the 5th of March 1873, on the subject of storm signals, is hereby cancelled, 
and the following Notification is published instead of it : — 

When there is bad* weather in the Bay of Bengal, the following signals 
will he hoisted at the Flag Staff near the Light-house on Saugor Island ; at 
Mud Point ; at the Flag Staff, Diamond Harbour, neai* the Telegraph Station ; 
at the Flag Staff near the Government Dockyard, Kidderporc, and on the roof 
of the Sailors’ Homo — 

During the Dag. 

A A single cone indicates that bad weather is 
proWble. 


Warning signal. 


Danger signal. 




A black double cone indicates that a cyclone 
is probable, as a cyclonic vortex is believed 
to be forming in the Bay. 

When this signal is up Pilots will not put to 
sea, unless in their judgment the local 
weather symptoms are such that this course 
is not imprudent ; and unless the Master, con- 
curring in this opinion, distinctly takes upon 
himself the responsibility of going to sea, 
and gives the Pilot a writing to that effect. 

A black drum indicates that a cyclone is 
approaching, a vortex having been formed. 
'\^en this signal is hoisted, Masterd or 
Pilots in charge of vessels are forbidden to 
put to sea from Saugor, or proceed down from 
Diamond Harbour, and should make their 
vessels as snug and secure as possible.

Tub frllowincj report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to provide for the levy of a lig-hting- 
rate in Howrah, with the amended Bill, is by order 
of the president published .for general infor- 
' mation : — 

We, the undersigned Members of the Select 
Committee of the Council of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Beng;al for the jiurpose of making 
Laws and Regulations, to which the Bill to provide 
for the levy of a lighting rate in Howrah was 
referred, have the honor to report that wc have | 
considered the Bill. 

We have reconstructed the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th 
Sections of the Bill; and we have made some 
verbal alterations in other Sections. 

We have made the imposition of a lighting rate j 
dependent on the previous notification by the 
liieutenant-Oovernor, that proper provision has 
been made for sufficient lighting with gas the 
portion of the town on which the rate is to be 
assessed. , 

We have%iade it the duty of the Municipal 
GcfmmiBsioners previously to define at a meeting 
the portion of the town to be lighted. We have 
made it incumbent on the Municipal Commis- 
sioners to light the lumps immediately upon the 
imposition of a rate, and, while empowering them 
to levy the rate by quarterly instalments in 
advance, we have provided that no rate shall be 
levied for any period prior to the first lighting of 
the lamps. 


W^e have rendered the owner, in cases where the 
rate may be recovered from him, liable for the 
whole quarter, althoUL'h his house, fte., may have 
been unoccupied during a portion of it, if he has 
fitiled to givo notice that l)is house, &c., has ceased 
to be occupied. 

We have not given jurisdiction to the Small 
Cause Court to determine questions of compensa- 
tion ; and wc have not provided that the Act 
shall come into force on the 1st April 1873.

Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

The rules contained in Act XXI of 1856 are 
not sufficient to enable the Board of Revenue to 
restrict the cultivation of plants) producing intoxi- 
cating drugSi or to regulate the use of such drugs. 
Section 83 empowers the Board t<» place the 
cultivation 9 preparation^ and store of su(di drugs 
under supervisioUi but it does not provide any 
penalty for the infraction of rules which the Board 
may make with that object. By section 50 the 
cultivators of plants producing gunjali or bhang 
are expressly permitted, without a license, to sell 
those drugs to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores the 
plant, or prepares and stores the drug, with the 
full knowledge of the excise officers, there is no- 
thing in the law which prevents his disposal of it 
to other persons by gift or by ostensible gift ; and 
he cannot be called to account or punislied, if he 
alleges the next day that the whole of the plant 
or drug has been destroyed by insects or has dis- 
appeared. The object of the first two sections of 
the Bill is to empower the Board to exercise ii more 
efficient supervision in such matters, and to pro- 
vide a penalty for the surreptitious disposal of 
each drugs. 

Act XXI of 1856, as amended by Act XXIII 
of 1860, does not provide for the enforcement of 
fines and forfeitures otherwise than by imprison- 
ment. The object of section 3 of the Bill is to 
provide for the recovery of such penalties in 
the same manner in which similar penalties for 
other offences are levied by the Magistrate. , 

It has been found tLat the ipanufacture of vari- 
ous kinds of fermented liquors, such as Sharbat 
Bahar/^ which is made from molasses and spices, 
and a wine made from the fruit of the jamaii tree, 
is iuoreasing. The Bill proposes to bring them 
under the seme rules and restrictions as tari, 
paohvrye, and Other fermented liquors. 


Under the present law a wholesale dealer in^ 
spirituous and fermented liquors and intoxi* 
eating drugs is not compelled to take out a license 
in Calcutta. Suoh a license is required in the whole 
of the North-Western and Central ProvinceSj in 
the Punjab, in Oudh, and in all parts of the 
Lower Provinces except Calcutta. ‘ There appears 
to be no reason for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requisition in one place is 
every where equally applicable. Section 5 of the 
Bill dierefore proposes to prohibit the wholesale 
sale of such articles in Calcutta without a license. 

Experience has shown that the imprisonment 
in the civil jail, of offenders against excise laws, is 
not sufficiently deterrent. In Calcutta all such 
offenders are imprisoned in the criminal jail, but 
the Ia\v of the mofusjail authorizes imprisonment 
in the civil jail only. It may be admitted that 
it would be unjust in some cases to confine the 
ofieuder among crimin.*)! convicts, but in other 
cases his detention in idleness in the company of 
insolvent debtors would alone be ineffectual. Sec- 
tion 6 of the Bill proposes to give to the Magis- 
trate a discretion to confine the offender in the 
civil or criminal jail as the object of imprisonment 
in each case may seem to require.

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LoeaUiiet unfit for reoidenee of taborora.—Beiag of opinion that the percentage of 
mortalitj, upon which the Inentenant-OoTernor it enabled to act and dedaie an estate unfit 
for the residence of lahorsn under the. terms of section 121, is by -itself no evtain or safe 
indication of unfitness for residence, we base considerably modified the sectioii'. The potufer 
conferred by it is very summary, and we have therefore limited *ts exercise to cases of 
unfitness arising firom the neglect or default of owners or employers, whenever it may appear 
that the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121 is due to that cause. The preced- 
ing section provides for two classes of cases in reference to estates — (1) unhealthiness and 
unfitness arising from condition, (2) unheslthiness and unfitness arising from situation. This 
section provides machinery for proper ai^ searching inquiry. We have therefore thought 
it right to limit the exercise of summary powers by the Lieutenant-Governor to the casea 
mentioned above. We have framed a section in lieu of section 121, basing the action of the 
Lieutenant-Qovernor upon the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121, and we 
have provided therein for specific inquiries to be made before the Lieutenant-Qovemor can 
declare an estate unfit for residence. * 

Contrmsta by time-exjnred laborers. — Chapter 17. — ^Wc have omitted this chapter, and we 
have not re-enacted section 117 of Act II of 1870 ; being of opinion, upon the information 
afforded us, that it is not desirable to interfere with the free action of laborers who have 
served out their time. As a result of this omission we have provided in section 1 06 that 
the inspectors are to make returns of all laborers employed on an estate, whether engaged 
under the AqJ; or not. . 

Neglect of work and arrears of wages. — Chapter IS. — This chapter is entirely a new 
provision for the regulation of the relative duties of master and servant. We do not see that 
sueh a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor districts. It forms a branch of 
general law, and should not be dealt with in a law relating to a special subject. We have 
consequently omitted this chapter. 

Chapter 19.— As chapters 17 and 18 have been struck out, this chapter has no applica- 
tion, and it is therefore omitted. 

We proposed to insert by way of schedule to the Bill forms of contract and release 
instead of leaving them to be settled by the Executive Government, as is provided by 
section 5 of the Bill ; but not having had sufiScient time and information to frame them, 
we have allowed the provisions of the Bill in this respect to stand unaltered for the present. 

In presenting this preliminary report, we beg to reserve to ourselves the liberty of 
further considering, altering, and amending the Bill as now amended and placed before the 
Council. 

We recommend that the ainended Bill and Act II of 1870 be published in the Calcutta 
Oaeette in double columns, to show the changes proposed in the law.

ryots. The information given by 
tne above gentlemen, whose names 
are entered in the margin, is here- 
with forwarded : and aided by their 
opinions as well as by a considera- 
tion of the means hitherto employed 
ibr this object, the Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor is now enabled to explain 
the plan which he recommends for tho attainment of the object in view. 

3. Tho Lieutenant-Governor clearly rmderstands the intentiop^iSaT 
Government of India and of the Home GovSmment to be, that^».iLb»-m-aid are 
not to be applied to the extension or support of purel^ndigenous vernacular 
schools, but are to be reserved for English schools, fon>Anglo- Vernacular schools, 
and for Yomacular schools of a comparatively high order. The present object, 
then, is to devise some scheme for tho instruction of the lower agricultural 
classes, which may bo tried at once experimentally, but shall bo capable of 
easy extension and bo not ill-adapted to any existing system ; suitable to 
the wants of the people ; not calculated to oflend their prejudices ; and, 
above all, shall nut be attended with inordinate , expense, not only at first, 
but when developed to its fullest extent. 

4. Bearing this in mind, tlio Lieutenant-Governor has come to the conclu- 
sion that our best chance of success lies in basing a new scheme on the indige- 
nous schools already existing throughout the district of Bengal, and indeed 
to bo found more or less in every part of India. He has fully considered every- 
thing that can be said and that has been said to the disparagement of these 
primitive institutions. Tho poor appearance of the sheds used us school houses ; 
the ignorance, obstinacy, and prejudice of the gooroos who preside over them ; 
tlie almost total want of school books ; tho voiy humble (Jiaracter of the instruc- 
tion generally imparted ; and the poverty of the scholars, have not boon over- 
looked. But if wd arc to convey instruction of any kind to tho lower orders, 
wo must not, tho Lieutenant-Governor thinks, affect to disregard tho kind of 
instruction that the people have hitherto sought and approved. All attempts 
made to reach tho mere agriculturist, however praiseworthy, and by whatever 
amount of talent and energy supported, must fail wherever they are not in 
unison with the habits and feelings of the }>eo]>le.. The kind of instruction 
which the people naturally desire must not bo forgotten. The aid of the 
village schoolmasters must bo invoked. Tho possibility of elevating and 
in^roving both the schools and the race of schoolmasters should not be hastily 
disi*cgardcd. Any scheme involving tho abolition of all existing village schools 
and tlio de2>rh ution of all the schoolmasters, must create for itself obstacles 
that may bo insurmountable. 

5. Tho ground-work of tho jdon which the Lioutenant-Govemor contem- 

plates must, therefore, bo tho present indigenous schools. That they exist in 
numbers, in Lower Bengal os})ecin11y, is unquestionable. Mr. Long estimates 
that in Bengal alone there arc 30,000 village gooroos ; and* indeed all persona 
who have been consulted at any time when the ([uestion of vernacular education 
lias been under consideration, from tho time of Mr. Adam downwards, however 
they might difler as to tho possibility of improvement, have had no doubt as to 
their existence, or as to their* numbers. Tho Lioutenant-Govemor, then, 
approving only of a scheme which shall openly recognize the existence and 
utility of those institutions, would set about this recognition in the following 
manner. . ^ ^ 

t 6. ^l^sts^of every village school in each zillah that may be included in 
tho scene of operation should bo prepared W the Education Department in 
communication with the district officers. The Insp^tor, aided by Deputy 
Inspectors, should then proceed to make his selection of those schools whicn he 
think most inqmrtant and most capable of improvement. In doing this 
bo would naturally be guided partly by personal and partly by local conaidert 
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ations. In this selection much vill depend on the judgment and tact of the 
insp ecting officer. ^ ^ * - 

■f 7. When the requisite number of schools shall have been selected, the 
Inspector must endeavour to induce the gooroos, or the proprietors and sup> 

. porters of the school, ivho are often, talookdars and middlemen, to submit to 
periodical inspection. To this end the Lieutenant-Governor would not propose 
that any pledge should be demanded from either schoolmasters or proprietors 
as to the repairs of the schoolhouso Qr the number of scholars ; or that any 
weekly or monthly returns or statements of any kind should bo forwarded to 
the Inspectors. This officer, before admitting the school on his list, must take 
card to satisfy himself that there is a schoolhouso in existence, and that it has 
a fair daily attendance of scholars ; also that the master is willing to receive the 
Go vernment. The erection and repairs of the schoolhouso being 
left to'SfmfSRSfcibants, the teacher would be chiefly remunerated, as he is now, 
by the fees of the scht^^rs. In this yray the cost of the institution of the school 
and the greater part of expense of its maintenance being still defrayed by 
the people of the neighbourhood, the scheme, even when fully developed, need 
not be impracticable from its costliness. Hut in order to enlist the sympathies 
of the teacher, and to overcome his prejudices, as well as to raise the character 
of the institution, the following means are suggested. Books should be supplied 
to the schools at a very low price. These books should contain, in a compact 
form, all that has hitherto, been taught at such places by dictation, namely, 
arithmetic, agricultural and commercial accounts, forms of agreements, quit- 

I tances of rents, boTids, &c., and oven models of the complimentary or formal 
letters which inferiors constantly address to their superiors. The Lieutenant- 
Governor does not feel warranted in despising this last kind of instruction 
because it is not conveyod to the son of an English peasant. It is sufficient for 
our purposes that such instruction has been imparted in India for generations. 
The above course will enable any lad of ordinary intelligence to road and w'rito 
correctly, and to see that he is not cheated in his accounts by the mahajun or 
the agent of the . zemindar. A book of this kind has been in use in some 
schools near Calcutta; and, as being in every way suited for the purpose, 
should bo largely supplied to other similar schools. 

8. On this rude and primativefoxindation, the Lieutenant-Governor would 
build a structure of abetter kind, taking great care, how'cver, that the higher and 
bettor instruction ofFored should not bo too niu(‘.h in advance of the requirements 
of the people. Ho w’^puld rigidly exclude all attempts at English instruction; 
or at imparting t(* Bcnigal village boys information which (tun in their case serve 
‘ no purpose but to puzzle their heads with strange names and foreign ideas. He 
would restrict the improved course to the measui'oinont of land, to some short 
Bengali Grammar of the simjdcst kind, and to the very first elements of geogra- 
phy and of Indidn history. If the sons of ryots, in addition to the present 
course of village instruction, can be induced to road books of instruction and 
amusement (which must be for the most part written for the purpose), to write 
with neatness on leaves or ])apor, to measure their own lands correctly, and to 
know a little about the existence of other countries and the history and condition 
of their own, with the prospects of a better education for their sons, a great 
step will Imve been made. 

9. When the selection of certain schools has been made, and when it has 
been formally announced that the course of instruction shall not bo hastily 
changed, and shall bo snpf .lied with the mechanical aids of which it has hitherto 
■-‘''’been destitute, it will still be necessary to securfe the co-oi>oration of the gooroo. - 
But to this end the Lieutenant-Governor thinks that any compulsory examin- 
ation, which some gentlemen have recomm«‘i»dcd to be forced on such persons, 
would defeat the object which wo have in ^iew. ■•It is useless to <^pect that the 
ordinary, race of village teachers would submit to any ordeal of the k^^d. All 
that can bo done is by conference, by judicious advice, and by holdmg out 
hopes of reward, to stimulate the best men of tho class to greater exertion, and 
to lead tl»em to adopt an improved course of study. This, it must be eono^ed, 
is the one difficulty of the scheme. But it does not seem an insurmountalm^ 
difficulty. When a certain number of gooroos shall have been induoed to adopt 
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thQ improved system, the feeling of the people will be so much in favour of it as 
to forcS it upon the remainder, or to drive them out of employment. 

10. It is hero of course that the substantial aid of G-ovemment must cmnitP 
in, and there can be no inducement so powerful as a payment oi a reward iii 
cash. He would take care that these rewards should be q^uite distinct from any 
sytem of grants-in-aid. They would be distributed within a fixed limit by the 
Inspector on his being satisfied that the school had been well attended by scholars 
who had passed a fair examination in the subjects to which it is proposed in 
this letter to limit the education of the ryot. In this way the minute returns, the 
lengthy statements, and the constant supervision necessary in the system of 
grants-in-aid, and noticed as jirojudicial by Dr. Mouat in his letter of the 20th of 
August 1859, would be quite unnecessary ; while, on the other hand, care must be 
taken tliat rewards are not given for mere musters of boys collected togai^r,*® • 
make a good show. Visits sliould take place only as often a^j^c^l^e^^ary for"^ 
a fair knowledge of what is going on. Wo know thatj^h&i the inhabitants 
want a school, they will maintain one. If the son an agriculturist wishes 
to learn anything at all, he will attend such a school, andifthegooroois capable 
of teaching anytliing at all, he will find scholars. It is to the improvement of 
such schools when brought into existence by the voluntary act of the inhabitants 
that the State must look. The reward given to the gooroo need in no .case 
exceed half the fees which he receives from his scholars, or say a sum of Rs. 30 
or Rs. 36 a year, and it often need not amount, to so much. Taking the 
average of a teacher’s earnings at five rupees a month, 1;he sum speilt in rewards 
to each schoolmaster would not on an average exceed Rs. 30 a year ; and the 
Lieutenant-Governor believes that the prtjspect of such a sum would stimulate 
all but the most apathetic and bigoted teachers. If any gooroo proves 
impervious to advice, encouragement, or the hope ofrewai'd, or having promised 
largely, fails to fulfil his promises, he will at once bo struck off the Government 
list. But if by advice, conciliatory treatment, books, and substantial rewards, 
even a dozen schools wore led to adopt a better and higher kind of instruction 
in any one zillah, the latent energies of neighbouring schoolmasters would in 
time bo exerted ; and if a schomo so based should once gain a secure footing, 
there might eventually, the Lieutenant-Governor thinks, be no limit to the 
extension of vernacular education except the wants of the peojde.

19. It is not the intention of the Lieutenant-Governor to recommend 
normal schools for teachers as part of this scheme, beqause he thinks that no 
normal school, other than a provincial one fi>r each district, would ever supply 
to the fullest extent requisite teachers for the l(»wer class of schools. It would 
be unreasonable to expect any teacher brought up at a normal school at 
Calcutta or ITooghly tf) proceed to teach scholars in the province of Cuttack or 
the division of Dacca on such a modeiutc salary as must bo assigned to teachers 
of schools in thoso localities. Tiio teachers for each distinct must be furnished 
in and by the district. 

**«*»*» 

20. The experiment may bo tried at any time in some of the populous 
districts of Lower Bengal when the money is available. The Lieutenant- 
Governor thinks that it will bo wise to coiuniencc, not ndfli the most civilized 
parts of the 24-1’ergunnahs, Baraset, or Ilooglily, whorij the cry of the inhabit- 
ants is for an English education as tending to employ and prefermeni;, or, at 
any rate, not with the ]iovtidns of thoso districts in the vicinity of Calcutta, but 
ratheiv with more distant zillnhs, almost equal in population but not so con- 
stantly brought into contact with tlio advantages of civilization.

22. The main features of the S4dicme now recommended scii^nr to have 
the meni^ of Mmplicity, cheapness, and facility for indefinite extension. Several 
of them ar.e recomnicnded by the united judgment of experienced gentle- 
men of different juofessions, European and Native. There are difficulties in 
all plans ; but whatever difficulties there are in this plan, it is believed that they 
are not more than can be surmounted by the known tact, ability, and eame'st- 
nesB of those to whose hands its execution would be entrusted. 
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THE PROPOSED SUBSTITUnON OF ASSAMESE FOR BENGALI IN THE 
COURTS AND SCHOOLS OF ASSAM.

No. 8045, dated 17tli May, to the Commissioner of Assam, asking; for a report 
need in the courts of Assam, and inqairin;^ why Assamese should 
noto^Hlia^inted for Bcngallee as the language of courts and schools in Assam. 

Reply from the CoxiiSfaai one r. forwardifig a collection of opinions from district and sub. 
divisional officers uxSkssam, and from other gentlemen whom the Commissioner 
• consulted. 

Besolittiok. — The Lieutenant>Gt)Tcrnor observes that for many years 
there have been differences of opinion on the question whether the Assamese 
language ought 4o be recognized as the court and school language of Assam. 
Mr. Moffat Mills, after completing a tour through Assam and questioning care- 
fully all the Gqverupiqpt, officers and people all over the country, wrote in 
1863 : — ** THe people complain, and in my opinion with much reason, of the 
substitution of Bengallee for the vernacular Assami'se. Bengalloe is the Ian- 
r guage of the courts, not of their popular books and Shasters, and there is a 
strong prejudice to its general use. It is because instruction is imparted to the 
youths in a foreign tongue that they look only to Government for employ. 
Assamese is described by Mr. Brown, the best scholar in the province, as a 
beautiful, simple language, differing in more respects from, than agreeing with, 
the Bengallee ; and 1 think we made a great mistake in directing that all 
business should he transacted in Bengallee, and that the Assamese must acquire 
it. It is too late now to retrace our steps, but I would strongly recommend 
Anundaraffi Fhookun’s proposition to tho favorable consideration of the 
Council of Education, viz. the substitution of tho vernacular language in lieu 
of Bengallee, the publication of a series of popular works in tho Assamese 
language, and the completion of the course of vernacular education in 
Bengallee.’' Tho highly educated native of Assam, quoted by Mr. Mills, stated 
in appendix J to Mr. MiUs’ report that for more than ten years after the 
* annexation of the province, the Assamese was the language of the courts.” 
And he argued that Assamese was no nearer akin to Bengallee^ than Ooriah 
was, and that the people of Assam had as much claim to use their own verna- 
cular as had the people of Orissa. 

2. Since Mr. Mills and Anundaram Phookun wrote in 1853, more or less 
agitation has gone on from time to time for the recognition of Assamese as 
the language of the courts : the missionary and indigenous schools have con- 
tinued to teach Assamese ; one or more vmmacular newspapers, calling them- 
selves Assamese, have sprung up. The late Officiating Commissioner, Colonel 
Haughton, formally recommended that Assamese should ho made the language 
of tlm courts. Colonel Haugh ton’s recommendation was not approved by the 
then Government of Bengal ; but meanwhile alt civil officers serving in Assam 
were compelled to pass in Assamese, just as Bengal officers have to pass in 
^ 'Bengallee, or North-Western Provinces officers in Hindustanec. Becently 
memorials from different parts of Assam have been presented to tho Lieutenant- 
.Governor upon the subject; and he has himself held in other parts of India* 
that the veviaoular of a people ought not to be ,blbowed out of a cowtry in 
fevor of another language which happens to he the vernacular df a ni^hbour- 
ing, more numerous and more educated people. The tendency of th^Gqvern- 
ment of India and of the legislation of late years has been to permit the 
vemacidar of each province to be used in its courts. The facts and memorials

of the last few years have shown that the Assamese language is still the vema- 
onlar of the people. Accordingly the lieutenant-Goremor caused reports to 
be called for upon the subject in the following words 

" His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor hae recently had before him mors than one peti- 
tion from Assam, praying that Assamese instead of fiengallee may be made the language of 
the Government schools and the Government coarts in Assam. Yonr opinion on this point the 
Lientenant-Govemor gathers to be, that Bengaliee and Assamese are so nearly akin that 
Sengallee may well be left as the langnage both of schools and courts. 

But it would appear from Colonel Haughton’s letter of the 28 th November, and also 
from some of the correspondence quoted above, that Assamese is taught in the missionary ■ 
schools ; that there are books and a dictionary published of the Assamese language ; and that 
there have been on and off from time to time expressions of feeling in different parte of Assatn 
in favor of tlie adoption of Assamese as the language of the courts. 

The Lieutenant-Governor would now ask you to consider the matter fully With reference . 
to the above considerations, and to send a copy o^this letter to, and obtain from^ 

Deputy Commissioners of your division a report upon the language used iu ^'^uiiSif^oonrte, and '* 
regarding the propriety of substituting Assameipe for Bengallee^’'*^E^ Lieutenant-Governor 
would particularly wish to know for each district what langua^^sKjc people speak when they 
come to court ; what they speak at home in their own hodses ; and whether there do occur 
from time to time cases of practical difficulty or iuconvenienoe from the use of Bengaliee as 
the court language. His Honor would also inquire what language is taught in the few indige- > 
nous schools there may be, and in the mission schools all over the division, and whether any ; 
considerable proportion of the amlah of the Assam offices and courts are Assamese. He ' 
wishes not only to know whether the objections to the use of Bengaliee are insuperable, but 
also what reason there is for using Bengaliee among an Assamese people. Primd facie it would 
seem natural to use Assamese ; and if we are to use Bengallefi, ilrmust not only be shown that 
the evils of that course ore not intolerable, but also that there is strong reason for adopting [ 
an apparently surprising course.” ; 

3. A report has now been received from the Commissioner, together ^ 
with reports frbm all the Deputy Commissioners and some of the more expert- \ 
enced sub-divisional officers in the valley districts of Assam, and also reports ^ 
&om other officers whom the Commissioner consulted. Colonel Hopkinson is 
himself decidedly in favor of retaining Bengaliee as the language of the courts 
and schools in Assam. Ho mentions that no reports are submitted from the 
hill districts, as neither Bengalee nor Assamese is spoken in those districts. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor has given his full consideratipn to the 
views of the Assam officers, and he is much indebted to them for the full and 
careful way in which they have handled this important matter. 

The majority of the Deputy Commissioners and experienced Assistant 
Commissioners are, the Lieutenant-Governor finds, in favor of Assamese ; and 
generally it may be observed that the Bongallees, and the officers who have been , 
but a little'time in the province, or do not understand its language, are against 
Assamese, while those who have had most practical experience are for it, 
excepting Mr. A. E. Campbell. This latter officer is employed in the lowest 
part of the lowest district of Assam, and seems to havo been formerly the 
advocate of Bengaliee, the arguments for wlxich bo well puts, ' 

No amount of argument about derivative affinity can get over the fact 
clearly testified to, and nowhere really contradicted, that the people of 
Assam do not understand Bengaliee, and that the petitions written in their 
name and the court proceedings are unintelligible to them ; while the recent 
agitation proves clearly that the great majority of the Assamese much wish to 
have their own labguage for educational and court purposed. 

5. The only real difficulty in the way of recognizing Assamese as the 
vernacular of the province is the paucity of higher school books in the language, 
and that difficulty is greatly mitigated by the fact, so much dwelt upon by 
those who favor Bengaliee, that a really literate person who knows one of the -a 
two languages can soon master the other. Eor teaching the higher classes of 
schools, therefore, when Assamese hooks cannot he got, we must use Bengaliee 
school books. Subject to thi|,limitation, Assamese must now, the^Lieutenant- 
Govemoc^conSiders, be introduced into all the courts and schools of the vi^ey 
distriot^of Assam. Bengaliee words may be employed for technical terms for 
w'hich there is no Assamese equivalent, and for which English words cannot 
be conveniently introduced ; but for the rest Assamese must be used bond fide 
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could be'BuooeBsfally grown ftlmost nnywlteiOy and if weU'maniirodand liberally 
watered^ it yielded a ve ry large quantity of excellent fodder^ oonaiderably more . 

1 tMnk than any other fodder plant with which 1 ain acquainted, and cotSt;A> 
be cut five or si^ times during the summer. 1 also tried to extract sugar from 
the juice and made some fur samples which, as far as 1 recollect, had this 
peculiarity that neither flies nor ants would touch it. 

On questioning the native gardeners here as to the quality of the fodder, I 
was told that it is so injurious to cattle that no one would tahe it as a gift, 
and that cattle would hardly eat it. It* appears that the crop grown here 
last summer was offered to the villagers about, but they, seeing such flne 
fodder offered gratis, were naturally suspicious of it, and would have nothing 
to do wilh it. So the next batch was sent to the Commissariat, but the Com- 
missariat Sergeant learning that the villagers refused it, declined to let ■ 
experiments be made on the Government cattle. I need not ' 

no foundation whatever for this idea that the plant is injuri^i||(^€^mimer 1 know' 
as a fact that cattle are fond of it and thrive on it, cne bulloeks in this 
garden are now eating it without any bad effeots. I^^saw fields of the aurghum 
auccharatum in Eastern Turkistan near the city of Yark and where it wa8 
growing to ten feet in height. 

My opinion of the plant is that it is one of the very best that can be grown 
for fodder where plenty of manure and water can be given. The crop is no 
doubt rather an exhausting one, and it would just be the thing to grow where 
sewage irrigation can be obtained, and in saline, as relr soils, itxoulcl once 
be got to germinate after flooding or draining the land sufficiently. 1 believe 
it would take up the excess of saline matter faster than almost any other crop. 


RESOLUTION ON THE REPORT OF THE SANITARY COMMISSIONER 

FOR BENGAL FOR 1871. 


RESOLUTION. 

STATISTICAL DEPARTMENT. 

Calcutta^ the 17th April 1873. 

Read— 

A letter No. S98, dated the 21st December 1872, from the Sanitary Commissioner for 
Bengal, forwarding bis annual report for 1871. 

1. The lieutcnant'Govemor remarks that as on the last occasion so this 
year the Sanitary Commissioner’s report was not received in the Bengal Office 
until the very end of the yc^ar succeeding that under review, and that the whole 
report for 1871 was not printed and furnbhed to Governmemt until the end of 
March 1873. So serious a delay, which would vitiate the value of almost any 
report, has rendered a mere compilation like the present quite unprofitable for 
purposes of action, and the Lieutenant-Governor must express his strong dis- 
satisfaction at its^reciirrence. His Honor trusts that there .will be no delay as 
regards the submission of the report for the past year, which should now be 
ready, and that it will be submitted, as has been promised, by the 16th ApriL 

2. The Ideutenant-Goverfior, moreover, cannot express his full approval 
either of the form or method of the report as it has now been submitted. It is not 
sufficient to present to Oovernmeht, as Dr. Jackson has done, after the manjiar 
of bis predecessors, ** a simple compilation of materials supplied to the Sanitary 
Commissioner’s ofi^ by the Civil Surgeons of the province.” The Lieutenant- 
Governor expef^'flmm the Sanitary Commissioner something very &uch more 
complete jy>an rois. 'The Sanitary Commissioner, without re-prodnedng or even 
neccnsarily abstiaoting the local reports, ^oept where they were of sufficient 
mterest to bring before the special consideration of Government, should, 
in bis general report, condense and review the sanitary condition of the 
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country as a whole, and bring any remarkable facts in the sanitary history 
of the year into prominent notice. A report which was so very muchisut of date 
that under review might also have brought down the history of a recent and 
terrible pestilence like me Burdwan fever to some later ^te thaw the 80th 
December 1871. ^ The Sanitary Commissioner should be the adviser and counsellor 
of Government in all matters relating to the general public health. His report 
should place the Government in possession of all known facts, and of his views on 
points of sanitary importance. Por instance, the report now due should certainly 
discuss the question whether the poorer people of the Burdwan fever tract are 
more iuider>fed than those in Eastern Bengal or Behar. 

3. It is of special consequence that the Sanitary Commissioner should 
accept his full responsibility in Bengal, whore tho statistics of sanitary regis- 
tration are still in their infancy, and are in many respects quite untrustworthy. 
His Mano r observes, indeed, that Dr. Jackson does say that, in spite of the 
untrunwoShfiaiyM of his figures, his report contains a very fair notice of the 
relative nre vale^wi! A^ ^e diseases *to which tho mortality of the year has been 
due. This may bo tlS^asc ; but without a fuller explanation Mr. Campbell 

* cannot be assured that accuracy has been secured even in this respect. He 
would wish that the Sanitary Commissioner had gone more carefully into the 
question. Dr. Jackson has nowhere in his report summarized his own expe- 
riences and opinion as to the sanitary condition of Bengal, or of any part of 
Bengal, during the year under review. 

4. Dr. ^ackspi^ has worked out thoroughly and shown once for all the 
extremely untrustworthy nature of the statistics with which he has been 
furnished, and with which we are at present obliged to deal. His Honor 
recognizes and concedes the exceptional diificuUies which beset the Sanitary 
Commissioner for Bengal. His returns are iucompleto from every district, 
and absolutely untrustworthy, and it is only by persevering efforts that they 
can be improved. In 1871 the mortality in Bengal, with a population of 66 
millions, is registered at 260,331, which is only a proportion of four in a 
thousand; in the Punjab, with a population of 17^ millions, the deaths 
recorded are 363,878, giving a death«rate of 2 L per thousand ; in the North- 
Western Provinces, where tho population is about 30 millions, the deaths are 
578,650, and the death-rate 19*5 per thousand ; in England the average death- 
rate is 22*4 per thot\sand. 

5. In the following tabic, which the Lieut('nant-Govemor has taken 
from the Sanitary C'ommissioner’s report, the districts of Bengal are arranged 
in order as to efficiency in mortuary registration in 187 1 : —

Nothing could prove the worthlessness of the returns more cleatly 
than thca figures displayed in this statement. The figures ^or the district of 
Mymensing, showing a death-rate of 1 per 1,000, would be^diculously, 
if they were not deplorably, wrong. Dr. Jackson also remarks that in 
Burdwan, where so fatal an epidemic was raging, it is probable that not more 
than one death in several can have been reported.

6. Dr. Jackson proceeds to show by an interesting analysis that there is 
a. speoal defect in all districts in the registration of female and of infant 
mortality. It is in infant mortality that the greatest deficiency appears, li^ 
England the deathil, of persons under five years of age form 41rl per cent, of 
the total mortaUty ; in Bengal they form only 15*8 per cent. It may be possible 
that infant mortality may not be so great in India as it is among the poorer 
classes of the great cities of Western countries ; but the disproportion cannot 
approach to what it amounts to in these returns, and His Honor is glad to 
see that Dr. Jackson’s attention has been specially drawn to the question. 
The careful system of registration which Government is now, under the sanction 
of the Legislature, beginning in small manageable areas will no doubt throw 
light upon this inquiry. 

7. His Honor has already succeeded in effecting, since the close of 1871, 
a tentative reform in the system under which mortuary and vital jst^ieties are 
acquired in these provinces. He has freely confessed thajLI^' Acquisition of 
accurate statistics is at present impossible over the e«rti^ous areas which 
compose our districts, with their vast populations and uneducated agendes ; and, 
while not relinquishing the attempt to do what he can towards a complete 
registration, he has resolved in the meantime to perfect the system on a smaller 
scale over certain experimental selected areas, both urban and rural, in every 
district. Arrangements have been made for the collection of sanitary statistics 
from these selected localities from the 1st January last ; the general returns of 
the district being also obtained in, it is hoped, an improved state/ His Honor 
is now awaiting a report from the Sanitary Commissioner upon the success or 
otherwise of their endeavours during the first quarter of the present year. 

8. Very recently also the lieutenant-Govemor has accepted a pro- 
posal which he anticipates will produce the most favourable results in 
ensuring an improved system of general registration. He has sanctioned 
the recommendation which has repeatedly been urged upon Government 
by successive Sanitary Commissioners and by district officers for allowing 
a sanitary clerk to all Civil Surgeons in connection with the collection 
of sanitasy statistics, which in those provinces, as elsewhere, is a duty 
imposed upon the medical officer. Mr. Campbell trusts that the Sanitary 
Commissioner and the medical officers will be able to make the most of the 
establishments which will shortly be placed at their disposal. 

0. His Honor believes that all officers are now fully aware of the great 
importance that he attaches to the correct registration of these statistics, and 
he has only to acknowledge the cordial co-operation that he has already 
received from the Commissioners and Magistrates, and the readiness with 
which they have responded to his call on numerous occasions. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor directs the distribution of this report 
as usual.

1,90,744 only Rs. 62,214 or 32-61 per cent has taken place 
through Public Works Officers ; and also that the payments on account of 

establishment, other than Public Works, amounts to its. 14,825.

The Si8/A April 1878.— ATo/^ra/ton. — ^The following mles, embodjing certain proposed 
alteratioiM in thoae now in force under Sections 11 and 12, Act Y (B.C.) of 1869, for the 
Calontta (lanala and Tolly's Nullah, are published under the provisions of Section XII oi the 
Aotforgeneralinforniation:~> 

I. *'- Every vessel, on entering the Calcutta Canals or Tolly's Nullah, shall be liable to 
measurement, for the purpose of ascertaining the toll payable ; and in case of any reasonable 
doubt arising, the canal officers at any toll station shall have authority to remeasure a 
vessel, notwithstanding that it was measured on entering the canal. 

II. — The tonnage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of Act Y 
of 1864 (B. L. C.), and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements 

A. "-The product of half the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured along the 
water line, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the depth 
from the water line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as the number of maunds upon 
which toll shall be levied. 

B. — ^The measurement of the length is to be made in foet, rejecting inches ; the measure- 
ment of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet and quarters of feet, rejecting portions 
of less than a quarter of a foot. 

C. — ^In calculating the amount of toll to Be levied, any fraction of 100 maunds less 
than 25 maunds is to be omitted ; exceeding 25 and exceeding 50 maunds,' is to be 
charged as 25 maunds only ; exceeding 50 and not cjfi^eding 75 maunds, to be charged as BO 
maunds only; and exceeding 75 maunds, as ^^Tihaunds only; above 1,000 maunds, alt 
fractions of 100 maunds are to be omitted. 

iX— Provided that in the case qf^vSeld which entered the canals empty for the purpose 
of loading therein, the depth shallow measured from the line of usual immersion as visible 
on the outside of the vessel to the bott^ of the vessel, final not from the line of actual 
immersion at the time of measurement. * ^ . . 

III. — Every vessel entering the canAi shall be flirnished with a ticket on payment of 
the prescribed toll. Tho manjee's nam^hc date and hour of entry, the maundage of the 
vessel, the cargo it contains, and amouu of toll charged, shall he entered in this ticket to 
identify the vessel on which toll has ba.n paid. 

I'V.— Every person in charge of u^boat, raft, or float, who shall pass in the canal without 
tendering the toll dne, or who shall pj^s out of the canal without delivering to the toll-keeper 
the ticket of entrance and paying the rent that bo due, shall be liable to te detained and 
punished according to Section lU of Act Y of 1861. 

V.— This ticket may be demanded and inspected by any canal officer, and' must be kept 
on board and at hand for that purpose. 

YI.— Every person in charge of boats entering the Calcutta canals from the eastward, 
must tender his toll ticket to the officer at Bhappa and Panspotta . pass stations to have it 
examined, stamped, and signed ; and for those entering from the westward, must deliver up 
the toll tickets at the above pass stations and receive in lieu a pass, which pass must be 
delivered to the toll-keeper at entrance of canals. Every such person must also pay all dues, 
or be liable to be detained and dealt with according to Section 16^ Act V of 1864. 

Yll.— Every person in charge of a boat found in the oanals (westward of the puss 
station) with toll tickets unstamped or unsigned by tho pass station keeper, will be detained 
and treated as having no toll ticket under Section 10 of Act V of 1864. 

VIII. — The manjee or owner of every vessel not having a ticket on board and producible 
on demand, shall be liable to the provision of Section 10 of the Canals' Act. 

IX. — Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the numbers and date of entry can be satisfac- 
torily established, will be granted by the Collector on a further payment df a sum equal to the 
original amount of toll. 

X. — During the detention of any vessel under Section 9 of these rules, or , under any 
other provision of tho Act, the duty of canal officers will bo to sec that the vessel or its 
cargo are not clandestinely removed ; but they arc iu no way responsible for its safety, fur 
which the manjee, owner, or agent, must make their own arrangements. 

XI. — ^The purchaser of a vessel sold under these rules, and undei^the Act, will have th'e 
option of taking it out of the canal on the day of purchase, or of taking out a fresh toll ticket 
at tho rate fixed by the schedule of tolls in force for the time being. 

XII. — No boat engaged by any officer of Government, whether civil or military, f li g ll 
be exempt from toll on the ground that the officer is travelling on public duty. The onlv 
exception to this rule shall be in the case of vessels specially engag^ in the conveyance of 
troops on military duty. 

Xlli.— All vessels the bond fide property of Government, or employed on works oon- 
‘nected with the maintenance or improvement of the oanals, and duly certified as such, ■h wll 
be exempted from thc^ tolls and clurges. No other vessels whatever shall be^xempt^. 

XIV. — |bce;i 9 l!^ssel, raft, or float, which has paid toll, shall be allowed three days for 
passing tlirou^ either channel, the days of entering and of leaving being both included. In 
addition to these three days, they may, without farther payment remain in the osnaia for 
the further under-mentioned periods ; that is to say — 

Roofs.— One da y forjy ^ry huudii^ maunds up to three hundred maunds of measure- 
ment, and one day tef ffi|p^-4wo hundied maunds above three huudred maunds. 
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i Two day* for any namW of tiail)ien not eioeeding fifty, and ono day for ktm 

additional fifty. 

Floait.— Two days for any numSer of bamboos not oacaading fire hundred, ons day 
for every additional five hundred. • 

^ XV.— Every vessel, raft, or float, r^aining in any part of the aforesaid canals longer ' 

* than the period allowed under the foregoing rules, shall, for each day in excess of such period, 
be charged demurrage equal to one-half of the toll ; and every vessel Amaining more than 
thirty days in either of the canals shall, for each day in excess of thirty days, be charged 
demurrage equal to the full rate of toll, provided that in no case the demnrrsge charged 
shall exceed Its. 5 per diem. 

XVI. — Any vessel remaining in the canal more than two months without authorify from 
the Supervisor, shall be summarily remov<^. 

XVII. — IBoats requiring repairs shall be allowed to enter Dhappa docks and remain 
there for a maximum period of thirty days, during which they will be charged at the rate of 
one-sixth part of the demurrage chargeable under llule XII. Any boat remaining in the 
docks longer than thirty days without the special permission of the Supervisor, shall pay 
demurrage at the full rate for such excess period. 

XVIII. — No vessell shall be docked for repairs on the bank of the Calcutta Canal or of 
ToUy^s Nullah. 

XIX. — Wherever mooring posts may'have been put up by the Supervisor, vessels shall 

be made fast by the head and stasg^long the banks to such posts, and shall not be moored in 
<ny othei manner. ^ 

XX. -~The Su^rvisor may by notiK;‘*on prohibit the dropping of anchors or the putting - 

up of bamboos or luggecs in any part of thC-'^paU or on the banks ; and in such parts no 
anchors shall be dropped, or luggee8 putup, u^e^a<p<^lty of fifty rupees, and of a fine not 
ejKceeding four rupees a day for continued disobediencew an order for removal issued by the 
Supervisor. X 

XXI. — Boats, whilst Imidmg or unloading i.\the canals, will be allowed to use ladders ; 
but the ladders must be gradually taken in as the^ater rises. 

XXII. — As the water falls, the head and si Vn ropes must be loosened, and boats 
gradually pushed towards the centre of the canal; jwheu the fiuod comes in, these two ropes 
must be gradually pulled in, and the boat kept as cIum to the bank as possible. 

XXIII.— Only one boat shall be allowed to mam fast along and in line with the canal 
banks, and no boat shall be made fast or be placed oltside of boats so secured. No boat or 
raft shall be placed in such a position as to endanger the safety of other boats or obstruct 
the passage of other boats. 

XXIV. — Boats passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines, empty boats 
keeping close to the bank and those that are laden in the centre. 

XXV. — Ilaclceies, carts, bullocks, &c., using the canal roads, shall, when stationary, 
be ranged on the side of the road farthest from the canal banks. 

XXVI. — In portions of the canals where only one towing path exists, vessels shall 
moor on the off side, and the towing path side shall always be kept clear. 

XXVIl.— No person shall place obstructions on the canal banks, roads, drains, or 
bridges (when such asi^n canal land) , so as to impede a free passage along them or cause 
iqjury to them, or shall 'commit a nuisance; or deposit filth ol any sort on the banks or in 
the canals. 

XXVIII. — Any vessel, vehicle, or any other thing that may cause an obstruction to 
navigation or to the banks, roads, drains, and bridges, or injury to the same, will be liable 
to be immediately removed and detained till all expenses incurred on account of removal, 
demands, and fines, are paid. If all charges be not paid within ten days from date of 
detention, the said* vessel, vehicle, or other thing, will be sold to defray expenses. 

XXIX. — Every person, either iiersoually or hy his servant, infringing any of the above 
rules, (XVIII, XXVill,) numbered from (XV) to (XXIV), shall be liable, under Section 11 
of the Canals' Act, to a fine not exceeding Bs. 50 for any one infringement, or to a fine 
not exceeding lls. 5 a day for any continued infringement. 

XXX. — At the instance of the Collector of Tolls, any Magistrate who imposes a fine 
under Section 1 1 or 1 6 of the Act, may award any portion of such fine to the informer. 

VXXl. — Any person who wilfully or negligently allows a vessel to sink in the canals, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Bs. 50. 

XXXII. — In every case of wreck, caused by negligence .or otherwise, the Supervisor 

bis subordinates will give every assistance in removing the same. 

• XXXIII.— A iK>ticc shall be afSxed on such jrreck when recoTered, calling on those 
concerned to pay to the C.'ollt'ctor all toll which may be due, or fine which may have been 
adjndgedj as well as the expenses incurred in the recovery or removal of tli^ wrecks and 
intimating that if the sum be not paid within fifteen days of the date oi notice, the lx>at 
and its fnnilture, or so ninch of it as may be necessary«for the recaijery of the dues, will be 
•oldp the proceeds of the sale being dealt with as directed in Section 9 

XXXIV.-^Every canal officer is authorized to remove any vessel, anchor, pole, or other 
thin^ which he may find in a position which is in contravention of these rules, and to deal 
with it in such A manuer as may be necessary to give effect to the rules. 

XXXV.-— ^iVhenever auy laden vessel is seized by a canal officer, it shall be the duty of 
the Supervisor to give immediate notice of the same to the owner or jhia agent requiring the 
removsd of the cargo without delay, and informing him that be required to pay all 

expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the sfMide^ 






XXXVI.-^lf the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of businest or ^ 
of abode of the owner of the cargo of anjr vessel or boat seised under the Canals’ Act, he 
shall notify the .seisure by advertisement in his office^ apd in one or. more of the Calcutta 
newspapers or advercisement papers. Such notice shall call upon the owner to cause the 
immediatesremoval of the cargOj and to pay any necessary expenses incurred in providing /or 
its proptT custody and atorage. 

XXXVII.— The Supervisor may incur whatever expense he may think necessary for the 
proper custody and sUbrage of the cargo of any vessel seized under the Canals’ Act ; and if the 
cargo be not removed within teri days from the date of seizure^ he may sell the same at 
pnWc auction to the highest bidder^ after giving ten days’ notice of the same by advertise- . 
ment in onf^ wrinorb^ Calcutta newspapers or advertisement papers and affixed in his office. 

' money realized at such a sale shall be applied first to defray any 

•xpenditolW'^tliat uiay have been incurred by the Supervisor on account of the cargo sold, and

The replies rftom the several Com&iBBioners to the oiroular which invited a statement of 
eu&divisidnal establishments required for each dptriot. 

1. HjisoiiUTioN. — In the Resolution of the 20th March 1873, the 
Xiieutonant-Governor explained the scheme which he had, with the advice of 
some experienced officers, framed for giving executive establishments to 
sub-divisions, and for thereby enabling the district officers to administer the 
country move completely. It was explained that district and sub-divisional 
officers would be able, with the assistance now proposed, to perform a good deni 
of revenue and executive work which had heitetofore been done expensively, 
and perliaps not always efficiently, by temporary establishments. The collec- 
tion of useful and reliable statistics was especially kept in view. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor proposed at the outset to have one hundred 
sets of sub-divisional establishments, and to divide them into throe grades, 
somewhat as follows* —

It was «zpluin(^d that the Sub-Bepu'.ics would be ontnisted with 3rd class 
magisterial powers if deemed fitted to be so trusted. It was .pointedt^t that 
one great incidental advantage of the sehetiie would be that capable men 

would be admitted, after passing an open examination, into t^^'ftiwer’^ides of 
the Native Civil Service, and would in course of time become lit for Deputy 
Magistracies and higher appointments, which appointments will ordinarily be 
made from among those who have done well as Sub-Duputios. 

3. The opinion of the local ofi^cers was invited, and the replies received . 

from the Divisional Comruissioners showed that they and. tiie district officers 
were of opinion that the proposed estaldishpients would he of the very greatest 
assistance to district and sub^y[msional officers. The total requirements of the 
several divisions came to 114 set^iQf sub>divisional establishments, exclusive of 
the watits of the Sonthal ‘l*ergunna^«i.:..The Commissioner of Assam reported 
that .suh-divisional establisliments werwi^at required in his division, as the 
indigenous agency of the mouzahdnrs drecKarg*^ the durins which were to 
be performed the new establishments, a Tlie Lieutenaut-Covernor doubts» 
however, vi'lietlicr surveygrt^re not much wnted in Assam. It is also to be . 
observed that in Oiiss’a, a very liberal cal^ongo osiuhlishment has already 
been sanctioned. There will be very ample euploymeut for all the sanctioned 
establishments in the rest of Bengal and BeliaA ^ 

4. The Government of India, to whom thb Lieutenant-Governor’s scheme 
was submitted, at drst approved the appointmlmt of 20 Sub-Deputies as an 
experimental measure ; but asked for some ex‘t>lanations regarding the other 
establishments. The Licutenant-GovCrnor thereupon submitted an explanation 

) of the duties the proposed establishments would have to perform. He Airther 
f explaiuttd that the guh-divisiooal estahlishmints might ho expected to ido cer- 
tain w'orkj^itherto done by temporary establishments, wliich, on tlie average of 
past years, had cost the Imperial Government cluso upon one lakh of rupees 
\ a year. Tire special or occasional duties which the new sub-divi.>iional staff 
'j w'ould render it possible for the local officers to undertake without special 
assistance were — 


DutioB in <ibnnocik>n with the ordinary administration hitherto occ^onally performed by 
Supernumerary J.)eputy Collectors ; 

• Duties* hitherto performed at sub-divisions by Additional Deputy Magistrates and 
Collectors, of whom there are now three; 

Settlemonts not exceeding 2,000 oeres in any one district in any one year ; 

Managomept of Oovomment estates yielding not more than Its. 1 ,000 per n.iiT'iim ; 
Taking up land fdr public purposes not exceeding 20 acres in extent. 

6. T'he Gtovernmentrof li.di^i^s now been pleased to accord approval to 
the Lieutenant'Governor’s scheme^ and ha's granted one lakii per annum 
towards its cost from imperial revenues, on condition that no further charge is 
in future made for tlie services above recapitulated. The orders of the 
Government of India^ reviewing the correspondeiico and sanctioning the pro- 
posed establishments are summed up in the following paragraph 

“ Having regard to the absence in'tlie T^ower Provinces of Bengal of aiiy local agency 
eorrespondin^ with that of other provinces of India, and lioaring in mind the various measures 
of reform which have yet to bo uudertakeu in Bi-ugal, under an improved system of adniinis- 
t&tion, the Goveruor-Chineral in Council is satisfied thht the establishments proposed are 
actually required.” ^ 

6. It remains now to allot the establishments to the several divisions, to 
explain furthis* the work they are to do, and to arivtnge fur tlre^imuiatmunt of 
coiqpetont persons to the several grades. 

Although the reports of the Commissioners have show'n that 114 sets of 
establishments are required, besides those wanted for the Sonthal Pergunnahsi 
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^ ^BtaUiahments. Very few of the men alrai4y emj^k^d hare pawed the Native 
OivU Service BKaonination ; but still, if Ibey are ^dearly and thoroughly effioieat, 
tik^JCAeutenant-Govemmr urill have xu> ob,^6otion to the Oommisrioness* sano 
tdcmog their ‘teihporaiy xetention in appropriaie gra^, subject to their passing 
In enrveying* and engineering at the next Native Civil Serviye Examination. 
iBeCwetlmy ean reonve promotion, snoh men vrill have to pass the Native Civil 
Service Examination in all brandies. Appointment rolls of the mna to be 
retiined under this paragraph must be submitted for the approval of 
Oovemi&ent. 

. 12. For the rest, for all appointments of JKs. 26 ^ mensem*and upwards. 
Commissioners must seleet can^dates from the list (published in the Gazette 
of the t6th April 1872) of men who have qualified at the recent examination 
for the pqhlio service, so far as diey will go. A distribntion list of names 
apportioned to each ^vision is annexed, and these men are to be employed in 
trat division in one grade or other# unless the Oommisnoner has any special 
^eotion to any of them or can arrange an exchange of any of them with those 
assigned to other divisions. Detailed iiats showmg the past service, the university 
or other attainments eaolnsgndidate, and the special subjects in which he 
p&ssed in the recent examinaSkans, with a note whether he passed with credit 
or with high distinetion in any aubju or on the whole, will be forwarded to 
Commisaioaers and to Magistrate’Ciollecto..*s. When the names on that list are 
exhausted. Commissioners may nominate men rhose efficiency is approved by 
long eervice and no others. All such appeintments are to be specially reported. 
In Orissa only will it Ve necessary to p^.^it departure from the rule, that no 
unpossed candidate may be appointed to ap] ointments on Bs. 26 and upward. 
Very few Ooriahs presented themselves for tae Native Civil Service Examina- 
'tion ; on the other hand, the Oommisbionerv. and the Orissa officers are very 
properly most anxious that the Native Civil l^rvice of Orissa should be mannto 
uy Ooriabs. The Lieutenant* Governor accordingly would leave Mr. Bavenaha^v 
a diaoretion to appoint unpassed Ooriahs td posts in his division, on tue 
condition that they pass in surveying and engineering at the Native Civil 
Service Examination of 1874. 

18. Daring the last fortnight, eight of the successfd examinees have 
already been appointed to the service, on the representation of the Member 
of the Board of Revenue, that additional assistance was urgently required for 
the road cess work of seven of the principal districts. The names of the men 
so awointed are— >

^ in the ordinary line and to appoint men of more practical experienoe for 
road oew work, in* which case Oommissioners are permitted to do so. 

4'?^. 14. The Ideutenant-Govemor considers it will be most convenirait to 
nhjcA the salaries of suh-deputyships and oanoongcreurveyorships pwMual 
, rather thnn local ; so that it will to within the discretion of the Oommissioi^ 
to employ these officers where they are most wanted, and to antiiorize a Magis- 
tsate'Coilector temporarily to detach a Sub-Deputy for particular duties of the 
kind described in the extract quotbd at paragraidt 4 of this resolution. 

15. th Orissa the efficers elsewhere desigsAted ** Oaneou^ and Surveyor*' 
will be called * Surveyor* only ; and looking to the presenrobaL a oanoonro 
establishment* the Lieutenant-Governoiv thinks that it will be possible to sput 
up the sets allotted to OrisssE so ajMfof to gife more than one offioer, either a 
Sub-Deputy or a surveyor,, to eaeffi vab^division.

BiileB for the Instraotion and Examination of Candidates for 
the Native Civil Service. 


I.— INSTRUCTION. 

This lioutenant-Governor has boeu ploased to make the following airangemeiits for 
iustruoting young meu desirous of qualiiyiug themselves for the Native Civil Service of 
Government. 

1. At the Ilooghly College a two years’ course has been established for the purpose 
hf teaching the prescribed subjecjts. Students who attend this course for one session, that is, 
till February nest, may be passed for the lower grade of appointments. Students who being 
admissible under rules (a), (/>), (c*), and«'rf) of the Examination Rules attend one session 
will, on passing the liigher standard of examination, be eligible as candidates for all 
appointments. Ilercjafter attendance at the full two years’ course will be required from 
candidates for the higher grade who have not already rendered approved service under 
Government. 

2. Arrangements for teaching surveying and engineering, law, botany, chemistry, riding, 
and gymnastics, have boon made at the Hooghly College* A fee of lis, 10 once for lul 
will be charged for instruolion in riding. 

3. All students oi^the Hooghly College and other persons whom the Principal 
may consider to her hi ^nd eligible, and possessed of suificiont education, will be admitted 
to the Civil Service class on puynicut of the ordinary college fees as now charged for 
ordinary students and for Mahoinedans (the college being originally a Mahomedan endow- 
ment) respectively, that is to say, Its. 5 per mensem for ordinary students, and Re. 1 for 
Mahomedans. 

4. Students who ele(?t to follow the Civil Service course must, unless they have passed 
the First Arts Examination, continue to attend the nellege English classes in which English 
as a language is taught, hut attendance in the other (uasBcs will be optional with them. 
The Princij)al will have discretion to exempt from the operation of this rule any students 
whose attainments in English are, in his opinion, sufficiently good to enable such student to 
converse freely and conduct correspoudenoe in English. 

6. In addition to the arrangements for teaching the Civil Service course in the 
Hooghly College, a special class in the Presidemey College for teaching drawing, surveying, 
and engineering, as required for the Native CivU Service, will open on 17th June. The 
fees for this special class will bo — entrance Rs. 5 and a monthly fee of Rs. 3. Instruction in 
the otlier 6ubje«*ts requirc^d of candidates may be obtained in Calcutta. 

6. Comj^efeiit teac*licrs of drawing, surve^yiug, and engineering have been sent 
to Patna, Dacca, and (iittack. lAHjiurcs in chemistry and botany have been arranged 
in the Patna follego, w’hero, if the number of candidates suflicjos, a Civil Service course 
will bo held. Consulerablc facHlities liavo also been given in the Dacca College, and teachers 
of surveying have been sent io several of the higher schools as well as to the minor 
oolleges. Tlio toac^lung of gymnastics has Loon arranged at several places and will be 
extended as opportjinity oilers. 

7. The following eh'inentary books o \ botany and chemistry will be studied by the 
students attending ilio first year Civil Service class, viz. —

Calcutta^ the Vhth April 1873. 

The Lieutenant-Governor has proposed to the Government of India the 
establishment of parallel lines of promotion in the executive and judicial 
branches of the covenanted civil service in Bengal. His Excellency in Council 
has provisionally accey)ted this proposal, and has now, subject to the sanction 
of the Secrclary of State, approved of the following proposals of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, viz. — • 

1. That .Tudges, including Additional J udges, shall he classified in two 

grades ; those in the first ^ade, up to the number of fifteen, 
drawing each a salary of Es. 2,500 a month, and the remainder 
in tbo second grade a salary .of Rs. 2,000 ; 

2. That Magistrate-Collectors shall bo classified in two grades, wjth 

salaries fixed at Rs. 2,250 and (for the present) Rs. 1,800, 
respectively ; 

3. That elTcct shall bo given at once to the proposed scheme, so far 

that as funds become available, from the reduction in the salaries 
• of the .Judges on the occurrence of vac^ncips, the pay of some 
of the Magistrate-Collectors may bo' raised to Rs. 2,250, whilst 
fresh promotions which would hitherto have been made to the 
existing first grade on Rs. 1,910, shall now be made to a salary 
of Rs. 1,800 only ; the difference being used to raise the salaries 
of officers now drawing Rs. 1,500 to the same rate of Rs. 1,800. 
The Lieutenant-Governor /Icsiros it to be clearly understood that all 

S romotions, substantive or acting, which may be made to the different grades of 
udges or Magistrate-Collectors from this date up to the time wlien the 
orders of the Secretary of State may be received, will be conditional on 
the approval of the Secretary of State, and that any increase to tlic pay 
of Magistrate- Col lectors wliom His Honor may select for promotion in 
the moantime, must be refunded if that approval 1)c withheld. 

The judicial appointments on Rs. 2,500 and Rs. 2,000 will bn designated 
Judgeships of the 1st and 2nd grade respectively, and, so long as the arrange- 
ments are in a state of transition, for the sake of convenience the execu- 
tive appointments on Rs. 2,250, Rs. 1,916, Rs. 1,800, or Rs. 1,600 respectively, , 
will be styled Magistrnte-Collcetorsbips of the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and grades 
respectively.

Calciitla, the 15/A April 1873. 

Tiik appended lists of candidates who have been passed at the recent 
Native Civil Service Examination are published for general information. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor has this time been very liberal in admitting 
as “qualified for the higher grade of appointments” candidates wdio gave 
evidence of practical ability, even though they fell a little short of full pass- 
marks. The Government wished to liave a sufficient number of passed men to 
choose from for progent requirements. Higher grade appointments cannot how- 
ever at once be provided for all the men 'who arc declared qualified for that 
grade ; and those who do not at once obtain higher gyade appointments arc 
recommended to accept low'cr grade appointments, and to try to work themselves 
up, since so far as examination goes they arc-declared to he qualified for the 
higher grade. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor has admitted as “ qualified for the higher 
grade” a fiw candidates who did not possess t^e qualification of Government 
service or university degree required for the 'higher grade «of appointments. 
The men so specially admitted are those irho have done particularly well in the 
recent examination. For the rest, such candidates as did not possess the neces- 
sary qualifications and yet have passed the examination, are declared, to he 
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qualified for the higher grade a^ter serving one year in the lower grade of 
appointments. 

4. ^ Of the Sub-Deputies who have been appointed m the Bi^wan,^aj. 
shahyc* Dacca, Chittagong, Patna, and Bhaugulpore divisions during the last 
dight months, only Lai Zama Khan of Ghumparun, Karamat Hossein of 6ya, ^ 
appeared for tlie Native Civil Service Examination, &ough all appomt- 
ments to tefiiporary sub-deputyships had been made subject to passing the 
prescribed examination ; and they did not pass. The Lieutenant-Governor desires 
that each Sub-Deputy may now be informed that if retained he will be required to 
pass. His Honor leaves it to the discretion of Commissioners to retain during 
the present year any Sub-Deputies who may have been appointed in 1872-78, 
and who may he really efficient men.. 

6. Candidates who have passed for the higher grade of appointments will 
not be required to pass any further examination, unless they become Deputy • 
Magistrates, in which case they will be lii^ble to the higher standard depart- 
mental examination. Having passed the Native Civil Service Examinat^pns, 
they will b(? exempt from the lower standard departmental test. 

6. Certificates, as provided by rule 21 of the Notification of the 6th July, 
will bo given to the successful candidates on application at the Bengal Offide. 
Candidates can obtain their certificates cither by personal application, 
or by written application forwarded through the Principal of the Hooghly, 
Dacca, or Patna College, or through the Magistrate of the district .where the 
candidate may bo residing.

Thb followintj^ report of the Select Committeo 
on the Bill to provide for the levy of a lightiiig- 
rato in Howrali^ with the amended Bill, is by order 
of the president published i'or general infor- 
mation : — 

We, the undersigned Members of the Select 
Committee of the Council of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal for the purpose of making 
Laws and Regulations, to which the Bill to provide 
for the levy of a lightitig-rat^ in Howrah was 
referred, have the honor to report that we have 
considered the Bill. 

We have reconstracted the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th 
sections of the Bill, and we have made some 
> verbal alterations in other sections. 

« We have made the imposition of a lighting-rate 
-dependent on the previous notification by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, that proper provision has 
been made for snflicient lighting with gas the 
I portion of the town on which the rate is to be 
assessed. 

We have made it the daty of the Municipal 
Commissioneif previously to define at a meeting 
. the portion of the town to be lighted. We have 
made it incumbent on the Municipal Commis- 
aioners to light the lamps immediately upon the 
imposition of a rate and ; while empowering them 
to levy the rate by quarterly instalments in 
odvanee, we have provided that no rate shall be 
levied for any period prior to the first lighting of 
the lamps. 


We have rendered the owner, in cases where the 
rate may be recovered from him, liable for the 
whole quarter, although his house, &c., may have 
been unoccupied during a portion of it, if he has 
failed to give notice that his bouse, &c., has ceased 
to be occupied. 

We have not given jurisdiction to the Small 
Cause Court to determine questions of compensa- 
tion ; and we have not provided that the Act 
shall come into force on the 1st April 1873.

Statbment of Objects and Reasons. 

Tbb rules contained in Act XXI of 1856 are 
not sufficient to enable the Board of Revenue to 
restrict the cultivation of plants produ^^g intoxi- 
cating drugs, or to regulate the use of such drugs* 
Section 83 empowers the Board to place the 
cultivation, preparation, and store of such drugs 
under supervision, but it does not provide any 
penalty for the infraction ot rules which ^he Board 
may make with that object. By section 50 the 
cultivators of plants producing gunjah or bhang 
are expressly permitted, without a license, to sell 
those drugs to a licensed vendor, and to hold any 
quantity of them. If the cultivator stores the 
plant, or prepares and stores the drug, with the 
full knowledge of the excise officers, there is no- 
thing in the law which prevents his disposal of it 
to other persons by gift or by obtonsible gift ; and 
he cannot be called to account or punished, if be 
alleges the next day that the whole of the plant 
or drug has been destroyed by insects or dis- 
appeared. The object of the first two sections of 
the Bill is to empower the Board to exercise a more 
efficient supervision in sneb. matters, and to pro- 


vide a penalty for the surraptitii^ disposal of 
f uoh drugs. 

Act XXI of 1856, as amended by AOt XXIII 
of 1860, does not provide for the enforcement of 
fines and forfeitures othervnse than by imprison- 
ment. The object of seotion 8 of the Bill is to 
provide for the recovery of sneh penalties in 
the same manner in which simil&r penalties for 
other offences are levied by the Magistrate. 

It baa been found that the manufacture of vari- 
ous kinds of fermented liquors, such as Sharbat 
Bahar,^^ which is made from molasses and spices, 
and a wine made from the fruit of the jaman tree, 
IS ivereasing. The Bill proposes to bring them 
under the same rules and restrictions as tari, 
pachwye, and other fermented liquors. 

Under the psesent law a wholesale dealer in 
spirituous and fermented liquors and intoxi- 
cating drugs is not compelled to take out a Uoense 
in Calcutta. Such a license is required in, the whole 
of the Noitb-Western and Central Provinces, in 
the Punjab, in Oudh, and in all parts of the 
Lower Provinces^ except Calcutta. There appears 
to be no reabon for this distinction, and the prin- 
ciple which underlies the requisition in one place is 
every where equally applicable. Section 5 of the 
Bill therefore proposes to prohibit the wholesale 
sale of such articles in Calcutta without a license. 

Experience has shown that the imprisonment 
in th$ civil jail, of offenders against excise laws, is 
not sufficiently deterrent. In Cateutta all such 
offenders are imprisoned in the** criminal jail, but 
the law of the mofussil authorizes imprisonment 
in the civil jail only. It may be admitted that 
it would be unjust in some cases to confine the 
offender among criminal convicts, but in other 
cases bis detention in idleness in the company of 
insolvent debtors would alone be ineffectual. Sec- 
tion 6 of the Bill ptoposes to give to the Magis- 
trate a discretion to confine the offender in the 
civil or criminal Jail as the object of imprisonment 
in each case may seem to require.

Assam, Caehar, and Sylhet, and to regulate con- 
tract labor and service " have the honor to make 
the following preliminary Report. 

We have received the papers noted in the 
margin and considered them in reference to the 
main features of the Bill, which we have 
amended accordingly. But we have not had 
sufficient time to discuss the wording of each 
clause in detail. 

We have made certain verbal and formal 
alterations in the Bill, and restored the wording 
of some of the provisions contained in Act II 
of 1870 ; for instance, wc have struck out section 
9 and sabstituted the provisions contained in 
section 114 of Act II of 1870. 

Bm^ration. — In place of sections 10 and 11, we have retained section 64 of Act II of 
1870, only adding thereto a provision that the Lieutenant-Governor may prohibit emigration 
if he has reason to believe that a political disturbance is likely to occur in any labor district. 
We have re-constructed section 13.

Qarden-nrdart . — On this subject .pnte have 'fitted from section 20 of the Bill the pro- 
vision requiring a garden-sirdar to bu furnished with a power of attorney. We have 
modified the provisions of section 24 which required coolies engaged by a garden-sirdar 
to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or suh-division of the district, by allow- 
ing them to be registered before the Magistrate of the district or sub-division of the district, 
through which they shall first pass on the road to their destination. 


We have given power to the employer, or his representative in Calcutta, to cancel before 
the Superintendent of Emigration contracts made in the district by a garden-sirdar on pay- 
ment of the coolies' travelling expenses. 

We have struck out section 56 which enacts that a fine imposed on a garden-sirdar sltuli 
be' recoverable from the employer. 

Beoruitera . — We have altered section 46, which required the Magistrate to satisfy 
himself by ixtquiiy that the person to whom a recruiter's license had been granted, was not 
unfitted by character or otherwise to be a recruiter, before countersigning such license, and 
we have made it obligatory on the Magistrate to countersign, unless it appears to h**" that 
such person is unfit to be employed as a recruiter. 

Tranaporit — ^We have amended section 71 of the Bill by providing that tbs penalty 
prescrilied by it for delay in despatching a vessel shall not be incurred, if the delay is occa- 
sioned by any casualty of navigation. Section 79 required the master of any licensed vessel 
to report the arrival of his vessel to the Magistrate pt every alace at which a vessel is obliged 
to stop, and to await the answer of the Magistrate. |]fhis provision being indefinite, we have 
in place thereof substituted the following, namely that the master shall be bound to report 
to the Magistrate immediately on arrival, and to remain during not less than six 
hours Af daylight. In lieu- of the power of detention given to the Magistrate by 
section 82, which is indefinite, we have substituted a clear and distinct power of deten- 
tion under certain circumstances, not exceeding five days ; and we have reconstructed ttn> 
section. We have also altered section 88 to moke it accord with the section preceding. 
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Loeattt$e$ unfit fat readence laborera.^'haia% of opinion that tho percentages^ 
mortality, uponfWhich the Lieutenant* Governor u enabled to act and declare an estate un^ 
for the residence of laborers under the terms of section I2I, is by itself no certain or safe 
indication of unfitness for residence^ we have considerably modified the section. The power 
conferred by it is very stfinmary, and we ha\e therefore limited its exercise to cases of 
unfitness arising from the neglect or default oi owners or employers, whenever it may appear 
that the percentage of mortalit} mentioned in section 121 is due to that cause. The preced* 
ing section provides for two classcb of cases in reference to estates — (1) unhealthiness and 
unfitness arising from condition (2) unhcalthineHs and unfitness arising from situation. This 
section provides machinery for proper and searching inquiry. We have therefore thought 
it right to limit the exercise of bummary powers by the Lieutenant- Ciovernor to the cases 
mentioned above. We have framed a section in heu of section 121, basing the action of the 
Lieutenant-Governor upon the percentage of mortality mentioned in section 121, and we 
have provided therein for specific inquiries to be made before the Lieutenant-Governor can 
declare an estate unfit for residence 

ConiracU by ttme-exptred labonra — Chapter 17 — We have omitted this chapter, and we 
have not re enacted section 117 of Act II of 1870, being of opinion, upon the information 
afforded us, that it is not desirable to interfere with the free action of laborers who ha\e 
served out their time As a result of this omisbiou we have provided in section 106 that 
the inspectors are to make letunis of all laborers employed on an estate, whether engaged 
under the Act or not. • ^ 

Neglect of work and arrears of wage^ — Chapter IS — This chaptci is cntiicly a new 
provision for the regulation of the lelative dutus of master and servant We do not see that 
such a provision of law is specially necessary in the labor dist icts It foims a bianch of 
geneial law, and should not be dealt with in a law relating to a special sul jeet We have 
consequently omitted this chapter. ^ 

Chapter 19— As chapters 17 and 18 have been struck out, tins chapter his no applica- 
tion, and it IS therefore omitted 

We proposed to insert by way of schedule to the Bill forms of contract and release 
instead of leaving them to be settled by the Executive (lovernraciit as is provided by 
section 5 of the Bill, but not having had sufficient time and information to frame them, 
we have allowed the provisions of the Bill in this respect to stand unaltered for the present 

In presenting this preliminary report, we beg to reserve to ourselves the liberty of 
further considering, altering, and amending the Bill as now amended and placed before the 
Council. 

We recommend that the amended Bill and Act II of 1870 he published in the Calcutta 
OassUe in double columns, to show the changes proposed in the law.

EMIGRATION TO THE LABOR DISTRICTS. 

The Hon’ble the Acting Advocatb-Genekal presented tlio preliminary 
report of the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the law relating to tho 
emigration of laborers to the districts of Asi^am, Cachar, and Sylhot, and to 
rqgulato/jontract labor and service. Ho said he did not think it necessary that 
he should enlarge upon the various provisions of the report, which expfessed 
fully what had been done. The report wqp what it professed to be, a prelimi- 
nary one. Ho would observe that the Coyimittoe hift simply taken into con- 
sideration tho papers placed before them in reference to the main features of 
the Bill. A great many arguments put forward ’ in the papers resolved them- 
selves into objections against certain provisions of Act 1870. Ho thmreforo 
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hoped that if tho rccQuunendation to print the Bill- in double coliunns showing 
the amendments made alongside of the sections of Act II of 1870 were 
carried out, a great many of the objections urged against the present Bill 
would be removed. It was for that purpose that he desired to make the 
suggestion as to printing in double columns. 

It was said by Mr. Beaufort tliat the intention in amending the law relating 
to the emigration of coolies to the labor districts was to remodel tho law and 
divide it in parts, chapters, and sections, taking care to couch tho sections in 
simple language, in order that they might be readily understood, and that tho 
Bill did not profess to make very many substautisl alterations — ^it was in fact to 
be an old friend in a now dross. But that remark was not considered to be 
correct in many quarters. Ho hoped it. would bo found that the Bill as now 
amended showed that the principal provisions of Act. II of 1870 were left untouch- 
ed. The Hon’ble Member on thd^i^ht (Mr. Bobinsdh) was apprehensive that 
this Council was disposed to legisl^. a little precipitately in amending a law 
only in force for two or three yearS.’’'^^hat alarm might be very natural, 
but when the Hon’ble Member came w ponsider maturely what tho main 
provisions of the Bill wore, he would''.-^nd that there was no cause 
for alarm. Tho old Act had been roinocli^jed in such a manner that 
its main features and provisions were plainly ‘’.'^■|gcemible, and a few sub- 
stantial and necessary amendments had been ihu '»duced. Tjte Advocate 
Genebal had thought it necessary to make these .r*>w remarks in order 
to point out that tho desire of the Committee had been to'-, amend the Bill as 
far as it could be done with regard to the suggestioi'vs made <«>'n the subject of 
substantial amendments of the law. The report showed tliat tJ. -A^Aiesittee 
had restored certain provisions of the existing law. It also pointdtftt'Jrt. that 
the Committee had remodelled certain sections of tho Bill respecting 
prohibition of emigration at certain times of tho year. They had also 
reconstructed Section 18, which enabled the Lieutenant-Governor, with tho ^ 
consent of the Supremo (jjovemment, to provide for the emigration 
of laborers to other parts of India. On the subject of garden-sirdars there had 
been considerable discussion in committee, and although wo wore anxious to 
meet tho views of those who desired that it should bo optional to register in 
Calcutta laborers engaged in tho distficts, we were unable to amend the 
existing provision. We had, however, endeavored to meet the dilBculty by 
providing such a clause as would be found -to got rid of the inconvenience 
which nught result from the registration of coolies in the districts in which 
they were engaged. Giving to the existing law his best consideration, it 
appeared to him that the proper construction of section 19 of Act II of 1870 
was that it did not enable tho garden-sirdar to register coolies engaged in the 
districts before the Superintendent of Transport in Calcutta. He thought 
that section 19 must be read with sections 15 atid 18 of the Act, and when 
so conslincd, tho terms of tho section must be taken distributively. That 
being ho was of t)pinion that the power of registering in Calcutta coolies 
engag'''^ in tho districts did not exist. It was clear that if tho power or right 
to reg- '^or in Calcutta laborers engaged in tho mofussil really existed, some 
, provision would have been made for the payment of travelling expenses back 
to their homes, of laborers vv ho might cither bo rejected by the Superintendent 
on tho ground of unfitness, or might not be brought before such an official for 
registration. But there was no such provision in Act 11 of 1870 as last 
referred to. On the oilier hand, with regard to laborers engaged in the mofiissil 
by recruiters and brought down to Calcutta, there was a clause providing 
that if a contract was .not entered into within thirty days with a laborer, he 
should bo supplied with such a .sunl of money as the Superintendent should 
consider necessary to enable him to return to the place whore he was j^gistered. 
For these reasons' it appeared to 'niE Advocate General that under the provi- 
sions of Act II of 1870 it wa^j improper on tho part of garden-sirdars 
to bring down laliorofti engaged in the mofussil to Calcutta without first 
registering them in the m<»fus8il. Ho had been informed that nritwith- 
standlng his construction of tho law, a practice of registering in Calcutta •• 
laborers engaged in the districts by garden-sirdars had gitiwu up and had 
not been found to be attended with incunvenieuco or injury. It was perfectly

ri^bt for those who approved of tho practice which had grown up, to support it 
. with a view to Iiave an express clause introduced into this Bill to carry it out. 
If this could be readily or simply done, an attempt might have been 
made ; but on reflection it appeared to him that without the establishment 
of a dcp6t in Calcutta for laborers brought down by garden-sirdars, it 
would be impossible to frame a clause to moot the particular contingency. 
The establishment of a dep6t would introduce an unnecessary difficulty, and 
instead of simplifying matters would tend to complicato them. It had been 
consequently determined to leave tho clause as it stood and meet the objection 
taken by providing in the first place that tho coolies should bo registered before 
any Magistrate of the district or sub-division through which he should first 

E ass, and further providing to the oflect that the employer or his agent should 
ave power to cancel any Contract on payii^ tho particular laborer whose con- 
tract should be cancelled, his Ravelling ^penscs to the place where he was 
engaged. The Committee had, as pojuMed out, endeavoured to grapple with 
the difficulty, and the Advocate-G-e^HeiiaIi trusted that they had done so success- 
fully. To Inm personally it apt^red that it would be wrong in principle to 
allow a laborer to bo brought ^/Calcutta without previous registration in the 
distilct where he was engagr^ It might happen that if a laborer was brought 
to Calcutta without bein^j^^^stered in the niofussil, and if he complained that 
ho waS not taken to Superintendent ’ of Transport for tho purpose of 
having his agrooiucj|(r registered, ho might bo mot by the plea that ho came 
of his own choica^^th* Jfns friend the garden-sirdar to seek for employment. 

shouldiu^^rcli.a.ca 80 Imve tho statement of the laborer on the one hand 
and tliq3|9SSmont of the garden-sirdar on the other ; and unless the Magistrate 
or ^fferintondent of Transport wore possessed of greater powers of discrimina- 
tih^ than were ordinarily allotted to mortals, there would be considerable, if not 
.insupeiTible, difficulty in the way of coming to a proper decision. Registration 
^ in the district was a starting point in the engngiJlnent of a laborer which a 
garden-sirdar dbuld not overturn if disposed to deal improperly with a 
laborer^ 

Then the report went on to say that tho Committee had altered section 46 
in the manner proposed, rendering it obligatory on the Magistrate to countersign 
• a recruiter’s license, uidoss lie should have I’eason to suppose that the person 
licensed was unfit to bo employed as a recruiter. Section 71 was slightly 
altered by providing that the penalty prescribed for delay in despatching a 
vessel shoidd not be incurred if the delay was occasioned by any casualty. 
We had also altered section 79 by providing that tho master of a vessel should 
be bound to report tho arrival of his vessel at any particular place, and remain 
there for not loss than six hours of day-light to enable the Magistrate to visit 
the vessel ; and in lieu of the power of detention given to tho Magistrate by 
section 82, we had given the power of detaining the vessel for not more than 
five days. Enquiries had shown that it was rarely found necessary to detain a 
vessel for more than five days. This was a preliminary report, anil if it should 
be discovered that the period of five days was too short or too long, the pro- 
vision might bo altered accordingly. 

Tlicn we came to tho subject of localities unfit for tho rfcsidence of laborers. 
* This clause had occasioned some alarm. But the Advocate Geneiul thought that 
section 120 of the original Bill, being section 119 of the amended Bill, should not 
have that cflect, because it was the same in substance as a similar provision in the 
existing law. There was a diircronco of ]>hraset)logy. Jnstpad of using tho words 
“unfit for human habitation” the section provided that tho contracts of the 
* laborers should be cancelled if the estate was in a condition so insalubrious or 
in such a sit^tion as to bo unfit for the residence of laborers. The Bill* 
was framed inra manner calculated to make it {)lain and simple in character : 
it dealt with matters in a simple and clearly intoHigible manner, discarding the 
use of toims or words of doubtful or obscure meaning. Section 119 simply 
altered fhe existing law by giving it a more practicial form and clothing it in 
language free from vagneness or uncertainty. Having supplied a certain 
fofin of machinery for a proper enquiry into tho fitness or otherwise of an' 
estate or part of an estate for the residence of laborers,<^t necessarily provided 
that if a garden was unfit, from situation or condition, for the residence 
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of laborers, the contracts of laborers for the time beings should bo declared 
null aud void. It was said that such a provision -was tantamount to closing , 
a gai’den. It only discharged men from tho obligation of laboring in a district 
or garden where it would be fatal for them to reside. It was a piece of humanity 
not calling foi; any alarm, but rather exciting the sympathy and deserving the 
approbation of tlioso who had to deal with emigrants. He would pass on 
to section 120 of the amended Bill being section 121 of the original Bill. This 
section as drawn made certain average rates of mortality conclusive of 
the question of the unfitness of an estate for the residence of laborers. 
We tliought that upon any average' rate of mortality taken by itself no 
safe or certain conclusion as to unfitness for residence could be formed. 
We had, however, considered that the average rate of mortality as stated in the 
section might well constitute a sta^\ng point, enabling the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor to order certain enquiries to b^^^de by alinodical officer required to visit 
an estate, and record information on me .points indicated in the Section. First, 
the cause or causes of such mortality ; secondly, the want (if any) of duo care 
or precaution aud of tho adoption of proper and available sanitary measures 
on the part of the owner of the estate or tho fipraployor, causing or contributing 
to such mortality ; and thirdly, the fitness oi’!it7,kherwise of tho estate for the 
residence of laborers and tho reasons thereof. Ann. if it should* turn out that 
the mortality was to be attributed to the negligence Oi^to the want of sanitary 
measures on tho part of the planter, the Licutenant-^^ovemor should have 
power to declare that particular garden unfit for rfeD'dence of laborers. 
Thk Advocate General remarked that tho provision ^jras ^.f^^utary, and ^he 
thought that the Governor of a province should have some poweii!yv< ^!ct sum- 
marily in cases of necessity arising from carelessness and ncgligonce?’ . The 
enquiry was to be a fair and open one, tlio parties might appear aud put forward 
any statements they thought fit. It could not bo urged with any propriety 
that it would be hard to pet this provision in force in eases in* which any 
excessive amount of mortality had arisen from neglect or default on the: part 
of tho planter. Wo had merely given power in cases of unfitness for residence 
resulting from tho neglect aud default of owners. 

'J’he power of putting an end to the contracts of laborers in cases of mortality 
arising from situation, was a more difficult one to deal with. Ho had not boon 
able to satisfy himself that climatic situation could bo tho cause of excessive 
mortality in a particular garden, without extending its baneful influence 
over a very much larger area. Ho thought the power of putting an end to 
contracts in cases in which unfitness for residence arose from situation should 
be exercised under tho previous section where the enquiry to be held was to be 
full and comprehensive. If those who wore interested in the lives of their 
laborers did their duty by keeping their gardens in a fit and proper condition, 
there would be no occasion for the exercise of the summary power wliich had 
been conferred. 

The Advocate-General then passed on to the subject of contracts of time- 
expired laborers. Tho Committee were unanimous that Chapter 17, providing 
for the registration of contracts by time-expired laborers, was necessary, as 
it was advisable not to interfere with tho free action of laborers who had 
peribrmed their contracts. The Committee had therefore struck out that' 
chapter, as also section 117 of tho existing law which contained a provision 
sulnccting time-expired laborers to (tortain sections of the Act. The Committee 
had altered section 100 by providing that returns were to be made of all 
laborers on an estatO,* whether time-expired or not. 

'riie next subject rcfcrreiSi to in tin? report was neglect of work and' 
arrears of wages. The Committee considered that no sufficient reason existed 
for the passing of such a law having sjiecial application to t^ tea districts.. 
If it was consi^red that tJio country roqircd a general law defining tho 
rights and liabilnles of master and servant, tho subject should bo dealt with 
under a more general and extended form of legislation. 

.J|jiiiv'i)uring our sittings wo came to tho conclusion that it would be as 
^^;.to frame forms of contract and release, but not having sufficient ififor- 
aiatiou before us wo^woro unable to do so. We had therefore left the 
dause of the Bill upon that point as it stood, and had announced our 
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intention herouftor to frame sucli forms and append them to the Bilt. The 
committee liad also reserved to thomsclvca tlio liberty of re-considering 
and I’c-amcnding any of the proA'isions of the Bill. We recommended finally 
that the Bill as now j)rcsoiited, together Avith the 
of the existing laAV, should bo pi-iutcd in double columns. 

General sincerely hoped that the endoaA'oui's of the committee to do their 
best AVould pro\'o bcnelicial to oniployor and em})lo}'ed, and that as the 
protection and preserAuitiou of the Ha^cs of emigrant hiborers Avore necessarily 
blended with the ju’osperity of the planter, he trusted that the efforts of 
the committee in the dii-cction of tlm amendment ol' the present law on 
mattei'H AAdiich w(to calculated to contribute to the health f)f laborers would 
be entirely successful. Althsugh, as a general proposition it Avas undesirable 
that the Council sboukl interfere with the woi'king of a laAV so recently passed 
as Act n of 1870, and framed Avith the greatest ability and care, yet it 
should be borne in mind that a ncAV combination of circumstances necessarily 
called forth frc>.sh legislation. .Thos(j aa'Iio framed Act TI of lti70 could not bo 
supposed to ])roA’ide before-^i^id for all possible cases or combination of cir- 
cumstances. It AA^as thei^Jmy and object t<» put foi'warti and inaugurate a general 
schen’\o for the regida^lm of emigration to the tea districts; and though they 
had accomplislu'd tL^‘ pmpose in a. successful manner, it ccaild not be affiiTticd 
that it was posjaHSfe trf^ivf* <3xhaustt'd tlic subject for all tim<‘, tnid in respect of 
cirfumstiyjc<>s attendant on ('migration. Kxperionco bad shown 
v(*ral points the ajnemlmoit of the existing law Avas rc(|uired.

Bill pro- 
posed to give tliat fact signilicancci and j)romim*nee yi^tbe iiistilulion of certain 
enquires naturally arising out of it, and to^isit tbo owners of gardens who had 
been nejA'clful of obvious and Jiumano duties aVIiIi eonsetpmnces of Avliich they 
could nof be justly lieoi'd to comjjlain. Then again the ins]>eetion of coolies in 
charge of gardcn-sirdai's by a ju’oper im’dical onicei’ belbre bi'ing put on board 
a vessel was also a iiecjcssaiy cliango hi tlicluAV which J^as rocjiiired. Further, 
in regard to time-exiiired laborers it avos ubwise uua midcsirablo to subject 
them any longer to cheeks and restraints under the laAV. The planters them- 
T^elves aflirmed that t’mc-cxiiired laborei's having become accustomed to the 
country, checks or rostraint.s Avere unnecessary, and that being so, it was the duty 
of tlie Government to relicA'o that class of laborers. In conclusion, the Advo- 
cate Generat. said that though it AA'^as A'cr^r tiAvise to legislate hastily and 
without due caution and reason, it was mt mt that the circumstances to 
which ho had fully alluded rendered legia, necessary, and he tbcu^fore 
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ihou^t that no ground whatever existed for acousmg the Government of 
precipitation or suspecting it to be influenced by any improper dosme of inter- 
fering unduly between employer and employed. 

• EMIGRATION BILL. 

ThbHon’ble Mb. Wyman said it would bo remembered that when thw 
Bill was introduced considerable discussion took place as to the dosirabiliW of 
introducing the Bill, and the hon’ble members opposite (Mr. Robinson and Mr. 
Colvin^ took a decided tone against the' Bill. Tne Bill now submitted to the 
Council was a totally different Bill from that which was submitted before. He 
understood that the argument of the learned Advocate-General went almost to . 
this extent, that tho objections raised by the public outside and the members of 
thi^^ Council with reforonco to tho provisions of tho Bill as introduced were 
scawely now tenable, that in fact the present JBill was a mere redressing of the 
law, codifying, improving, and substantially altering it, but only in resj)ect ‘ of 
certain important and necessary amendments which the Govonmicnt desired to 
make. Mb. Wyman submitted that that argumefC^^as scarcely borne out by the 
facts. The difficulties raised by the hon’blo momb..;’fj; opposite had^ apparently 
all been removed by the alterations made by the' ^lect committee in tho 
amended Bill before tho Council. Ho thought it could hSjcUy bo contended that 
the objections raised were not sound and reasonable opes, it had never been 
contended that tho Government should not have Jhe riglit amend a Riy, 
however recently passed, when it was found that an amcndm6nt WSL*i£®*.iessary ; 
and ho imderstood that tho public and tho planters and others interested in this 
sulnect had never objected to any reasonable amendments in the law. They 
haa never objected, and did not now object, to any provision by which greater 
security to life was attainable. But they said, and he thought justl}'^, that the 
Act as proposed to be amen<Sed contained iiarsli, unnecessary, and impracticable 
provisions. The proof that they were correct and that they did not make a 
vexatious opposition was found in the fact, wliich to his thinking was conclusive, 
that their remonstrances had been met the withdrawal of the disputed provi- 
sions of tho Bill. As tho Bill was now drawn there could not and would not 
(ho thought) bo opposition to the alterations proposed. It was objected that it 
was (mite impracticable that a garden-sirdar should receive a power of attorney, 
and that provision was struck out from the Bill. It was also objected that fines 
imposed upon garden -sirdars should be recovered from their employei’s. That 
provision also had been struck out. It was pointed out that the provision 
empowering the magistrate to refuse to sign garden-sirdars’ licenses was unsafe, 
as ho would not have the ojjportunity of making himself acquainted with what 
it was necessary for him to know. That provision had been considerably 
^ modified. Chapters 17 and 18 relating to time-expired laborers, and the defini- 
tion of the obligations of master and servant, liad been ontii’ely struck out ; 
and as to the power of tho Lieutenant-Governor to declare a district unfit for 
habitation by imported laborers, we saw tho important modification that 
when the Lieutenant-Governor had ascertained that a certain place was 
unfit for habitation W reason of locality or want of sanitation, omi^a- 
tion to such place might be prohibited. Mb. Wyman thought that notliing 
could be fairer or more proper than such a provision. But as tho Bill 
originally stood, it was in tho power of tho Lieutenant-Governor to stoj) emi- 
gration m the absence of any such imformation or enquiry. Then again the 
unhealthiness of any plantation* had been defined to bo unhealthiness of 
locality or unhealtniness arising from the want of sanitatipiiwi* That, ho 
ihoiight, was a very proper distinction to make, a distinction which was now for 
clearer than it was before. The learned Advocate-General said that that was 
V what was intended, ^l^d thatthd committee had merely defined more clearly* 
N, what was intended oi^naUy. But the definition in the original Bill was so 
doubtful that the Lieutenant-Governor could act under it merely on the percen- 
tage of mortahty. But now it was clearly laid down that the garden must b* 
defective either in sanitation or unhealthiness of locality. The amendment 
made was so important and so' undeniable that very few would now (>bject 
.to that provision. Then, with regard to contracts made by^ time-^pnred 
laborors, a change had been made ; apd that was another provision which was 
the subje<^ of objection. So that as the Bill now stood, he did not think that 





^he public or Ibose interested would be likely to complain of it. The purpose 
of his remarks was to show that the objections raised by the public and those 
interested, were in rei^ect of the Bill as it stood at the time, and that they 
were reasonable objections, and that those objections were not made witlt any 
idea of thwarting the Government or opposing the Bill simply because it was an 
amendment of the law.* The Bill was one wTiich, in tlieir view, was a cause of 
alarm by reason of the somewhat arbitrary and impracticable provisions proposed 
to be introduced in a law which was found to work tolerably well. • Not simply 
that the Bill was not sufficiently understood, but that it was so framed that 
it could no^' be clearly understood. As now drawn there would be no such 
objections ; and he thought that it would be most imreasonablo if the persons 
interested took objection to these most rational and proper provisions. They 
should rather bo grateful to tho Government for taking measures for the 
security of life which circumstances had shown to be necessary. The Council 

- 'Were greatly indebted to the select committee for the important and beneficial 
changes they had made in the Bill. 

His Honor the President said before finally^utting the question to tho 
Council, he would only say a vcry*fow words. He did trust that tho course 
followed by tho Government and by tho committee of the Council, aqd the 
observations made by his hon’^Ue friend Mr. Wyman, would convince those 
outside, that sooner or later- ^His Honor said sooner, but tho hon’blc mcm^r 
said later) we w^erc inclined to meet the reasonable views of that portion 
of the public who wereJtf^rested in tho cultivation of tea. We wished to 
narrow the breach bo^^^pn the Government and those so interested ; we wished 

^ to smooth ove r ti ji^Pifficpkftes, and meet tlio tea planters as far as we could. 
Hi# prejiared to admit that the Bill brought in was so bad a 

Bill as tl^fron’ble member on the left (Mr. W^jmian) would lead us to believe. 

He was not prepared to admit that the changes adopted by the select com- 
mittee were of so radical a character as the hon’ble member had represented 
theift to be. They were not so much radical or structural changes, as tho 
smoothing off of diffitmlt corners, the rounding off of wngles which seemed to pre- 
sent *<iifficultics, and which seemed to have caused, outcry and objections. 

At the same time.this rounding of angles was a work of the greatest import- 
ance wliicb would have, ho hoped, tho effect of bruiging round a great deal 
of the feeling wdiich was against us, and Ve wore under tlie gi'catest obliga- 
tion to tbe select committee for the work which they liad done so excellently. 

He trusted that tho exphinations of the learned Advocate-General who 
was now in chai'ge of the Bill, and who had taken so great a part in it, would 
convince the public that the proposals now submitted wore not unreasonable 
pro2)osals : that they were worthy of consideration, and he diojied that with 
more.or loss modifications they might bo acce^itcd. 

The learned Advocate-General had so clearly explained the natm'c of 
Bio changes projioscd by the select committee, that His Honor need not say 
much at iirescnt about them. He would merely allude to one change, which 
was in some respects a radical change. He alluded to the striking out by Bio 
committee of ch^ters 17 and 18 of tho BUI, chajiter 17 relating to contracts 
'by time-expired laborers, and chapter 18 relating to tho general question of 
neglect of work by laborers, and the recovery of arrears of wages, as bo- 

• tween tho employer and tho employed. Tho Advocate^jrenoral had told us 
that those chapters had been struck out with the consent and approval of two 
members of the committee who were practically interested in the subject, and 
who in some degree rcjirescntcd those engaged in the tea-cultivating dis- 
tricts. His Honor had said that if that course commended itself to those. 

• hon’blo gontlomon, tho Government were ready to* accept that view. It 
appeared to him that there was nothing like free-trade. When you had to 
deal with me^ who had lived in the gardens, men who were not to bo conveyed 
there under contracts made in distant parts of India ; when you had to deal 
with men who were in the tea districts, there^was no rea^^ why imecial laws 
for regulating tho relations of master and servant shouni bo appued, utiIabs 
those interested thought it was better that such laws should apply. If those ^ 
interested were satisfied that contracts made with tiine-exjiirea and loca^' 
labolrers should be left to tho operation of the ordinaiy laws of the counte^ 
the Government was satisfied and did not wish to press upon them any 

’ law. Al the same time there waa one observattoii whidi Hia HoN(^ini^ied 
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to make for the consideration of the Council and those who were interested in * 
the matter, that ^ Act passed for the Presidency towns of Calcutta, Madras, 
and Bombay^ and known as the Artificers’ Act, had been extended to certain of 
the te^ districts, and had been applied for rogulatinp^ tlio relations of tho cm- » 
ployer and employed there, that is, of the coolies. He nii^ht toll the members 
that in his opinion it was extremely doubtfiil whether ah Act of that kind, 
passed for the regulation of the relations between tradesmen and artificers in 
the Presidency otowns, was properly extendible to tho tea districts. He be- 
lieved that it was not properly extendible to tho case of coolies in the tea 
plantations': it was never intended to apply to such cases ; and his view was 
that Government ought to withdraw tho operation of that Act from those dis- 
tricts ; that that Act must cease to oi^crate in the tea districts. There would then 
be no Bunmiary or special mode of address, unless some special provisions wore 
put in this Bill. If those interested agreed to strike out chapters 17 and 18 
of this Bill, the Government agreed to that view, but then there would bo no 
special law in the tea districts, and the relations of master and time-expired 
and local laborers would be regulated by tho ordinary laws and by no special 
law whatever. That must be (juite thoroughly understood. 

The Bill was then directed to bo published in the Calcutta Gasette, together 
with Act II of 1870, in double columns, and the consideration of tho Bulyras 
adjourned for two months. 

HOWllAII LIGHTING BAT^^^ 

The Hon’ih-b Mb. Dampieb, in presenting tho rP])oi^<d the select com- 
mittee on the Bill to provide for the levy of a lightil’g-rate in Howrah, said 
the Council liaving accepted the 2 n-inci]dc of the Bill both asrQgt^J:^tkfi.''^*tioyi 
of Howrah now lighted with gas, and also as to future extensions, hatl "referred 
the Bill to a select committee only for consideration of tho form in which it 
should bo j)aKS(;d. He mentioned this because tho hon’ble members wore aware 
that there had boon some agitation in HovTali against the Bill, with which, "if 
he undei'stood its character rightly, the select committee Avero not concerned. 
He had not scon tho memorial which had boon presented, Imt ho understood 
that it was against tho ])rinciplo of tho Bill, rather than the details. Thai was 
a matter which concerned the Council at large, and not thc} select committee. 

He woiJd now in-ocecd to state what had been done in committee. They 
found in tho oiiginal Bill jn’ovishm made for imposing a tax boi’orc arrange- 
ments were made for lighting tlu^ town. 'Fhe committee thoiiglit that would 
not be advisable, and had thorcdoi'e jiruAnded that no tax should be imposed 
until every thing Avas ready for lighling tlic lamps. 'J''ho Municipal Commis- 
sioners wore to define the jjortitms of thc toAA'n 2 )roposod to bo lighted, and they 
were to submit tt) GoA erimient a scheme for lighting, and on tlie Lieutenant- 
Governor being satisfied that tho scheme Avas sufticient, ho might autborfro thc 
imposition of the tax ; and OA’^on tlien the tax Avas not to he IcA'iable until 
the lamps had been actually lighted. Tho next chang’o made was that, 
although the tax Avas to bo ordinarily loAdable from occu2»ier8, in those cases in 
wliich a house avus occu 2 ncd by tenants in soA’cralt}', as by tenants in stories 
or fiats, the tax in tho first instance should he levied from thc owner, who 
should have the legal 2 )Owor of recouping himself in the same way as if the 
tax were rent due to Jiiin from his tenants. T^astly thc Bill, as originally 
drafted, providt'd that qucstiotis of com 2 )ensation should be decided by a Judge 
of a Small Cause Com*t. Mb. Lampieb thought that was an excellent provision. 
But this Bill AA'ns to bo 2 iart and parcel of Act III of 1 864, and “was to be read 
as a part of that law. Act III of 1864 contained other provisions as to com- 
pensation, but no speeij^ procedure Avas laid doAum for tho determination of such 
compensation. Therefore tho committee had thought it would bo inconsistent 
to provide that condensation in connection Avith gas worksy-phould be 
awarded by a s 2 >ecial moccduro and that other conq^onsation due under thc 
some Act, shoiild bo to be settled by othei' means ] the committee had there- 
fore struck out the se^^on relating to the determination of com 2 )onsatiou by^ 
‘he Judge of the Small Cause Court. 

^j^^With reference to tho agitation which had taken place in Howrah, he • ■ 
^^{^d to ask that tho consideration of the Bill bo deferred for six weeks at 
axade^* . amended by tho select committee would be published, 

-to that '^^terestod would have an opportunity of saying anything they might 
laboTOrs, a Ci. 
the rabject of o 
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think •ijroper. He would mention for the consideration of the Council, one 
suggestion which had been made in the course of the 'deliberations in com- 
mittee, that it was rather anomalous to bring in a Bill authorizing tlie imposition 
•of a two per cent, lighting rate, when the Council had before it eWdonce that a 
two per cent, rate would fall short of the actual cost of lighting. If the part of 
Howrah which was already lit with gas atforded data which wci’e generally 
applicable to the future extensions, it would require a two and a-half per cent, 
rate to cover the cost. Ho thought it was worth the attention’of the Council 
whether, bn passing such a law as this, the Council should not give power to 
impose a rate which should be sufficient to pay for the whole cost of lighting 
with gas. 

With these remarks he presented tlie report of the select committee, and 
moved that the consideration of tho Bill be dcfeiTod for six weeks. 

The Hon’ki.e Bahoo HicniMniiu 3IjT'rEn said he wished to say a few words 
of exidanation in refbrcnco to the report of tho select committee. As an 
abstract question of justice thofo could hardly be any diflerenco of opinion as to 
tho propriety of legislating on tho question, before tis, without pro’Nuously ascer- 
taining the Avishos of tho rate-paj'ors. 3A>r after all it must bo admitted that 
gas-lighting is more a luxury than a necessity, and wo knew that tho majority 
of the I’ate-payors of the Ufnvi'ah Idiuucijjalit}' could not aftbrd to pay for 
that luxury. But we must not forget that tiie Municipal Commissioners of 
Howrali were already xuder cngagomt;nt, with the sanction of the Govern- 
ment previously ol^i^icd, to light the town witli a cei*taiu number 
of gas-lights for ^^rogtain number of years ; and it was too late now to 
question tho wiimom olj^that engagement even if it were open to question. 
At tiuu? it a\^is hard, ho must admit, to levy the rate from 

those who noithta* wanted nor would have the benefit of gas-lighting. 
The select committee! paid their best attention t(j this view o(‘ the ques- 
tion, and had made every altein[it so to friuno a section as would moot all 
contingencies. But they found themselves be'set witli all manner of difficulties, 
and^tlie best solution flioy could arrive at was to IRJh'ti every epiestion touching 
the cx^-onsion of tho lighting-rale to Iho diflercnt pai’ts of the municipality' to tho 
final dctermhiation of the Lit;utenan1 -Governor as a sort of appeal from tlie 
decision of the C«.)miuissi<>iiors ; and tho select committee wt'iA! sincerely of 
opinion that, uiitrammolled by local ju-cjudices ami predilections, tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Av<jxdd bo host able to <lecide eai-li cns(! on its merits, and 
satisfactorily to all the parties coneeined. 

The lioN’jJi.E ]\Ii{. AVvuan said as the vejturt of tlic coiumittco was 

not before tho Council it was somoAvhat <lii2uMiJt to go into tJiis question, but 
judging from the remarks made, ('sj)ceially from Avliut luulfaltbn from Ihchon’blo 
member opposite (Baboo Degilinber .Milter), he gathered that tlu> expenditure 
on account of lighting by' gas was now being incurred. He s(;arecly thought 
that ho understood the hon’ble member i-igbtly'. But h(' thought tho hon’blo 
member had said that tho e<»uimittoo had found themselves in a difficulty inas- 
much as tho Miuiicipal Commissioners of Howrah had already* entered into 
a contract for lighting the town with gas, and that tlu! Bill gave ])ower to levy 
a rate to defray the cost of such lighting. If that was the correct iiitcjprotatiou 
of the hon’ble member’s remarks, it seemed to .M r. AVy.man to bo a roundabout 
way, first to do souictliiug that Avas not sanctioned, and then to come up to this 
Council for a logishitive enactment to sanction a tax to defray tho C/Ost. It 
might be that tho ^Municipal Conunissionors theoretically were those who should 
say liow the municipal fund should be expended, and that a rate should he 
levied for lighting tho streets with gas ; hut wo could uot afl’ord to ignore tho 
majority of the rato-pay*crs. Ho avus not aAv^ib wlietlidi\ the rate-payors who 
had petition^ the Council represented anything like a imijority of their body, 
and of cou^^ it would greatly depend on "that ])«>int AA'liefu'.r their representa- 
tions were entitled to weif^flt ; bog^’uso sUj^posiiig tho obXtJtions I'pprosonted a 
very small nund>er of tho ratc-pa^' .rs the matter might, W thought, be left to 
tto discretion of the Commis>'’mers. But if the «!bjeew>ns cmniiatod from a 
largo pi'oportion of tlu! rate-piiSy'crs, it woxdd be the policy ef tho Government 
• to say that as tho imposition of tho lighting-rate Avas contraiy to the wishc^nF 
a large proportion of those who had to pay, Ave could hardly* compel 
payers to pay the tux. As fp** as works of cnioi’gcncy wore concerned ij^^ould 
TO d^erent} but as regards lighting by gas it was more a luxury thao^b^lleceBsify, 
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and it might not bo desirable to impose a rate for the purpose. Looking to the 
position of Howrah, which was a town scattered considerably, with houses 
at considemblc dikance apart in long lines of roads, he thought it was very 
■'* doubtful*^ whether lighting by gas was quite a desideratum or an economieal 
measure to adoi)t. And thcroibro when he hoard of this proposed taxation, he 
thought that it should be considered very caretully whether we should sanction 
it in the face of a decided objection on ttie i)art ot those interested. 

His Honor* the President said ho thought the course proposed to bo 
taken in deferring the c<msi(lcration of the Bill w^ould sut&ciently show the 
Council that the Govemuvent was not inclined to hurry the passing of the Bill. 
In fact we jjroposoil that tlic ropoi*t of the select (;ommitteo and the Bill as 
amended by tliein, should be gazetted fora considerable period, for this reason, 
that wo might have thoopjioi-tunity of#sceitaining the wishes of the rate-payers 
before the rej)ort of the rt)unnitten was taken into consideration by theCouncil. 
A petition which had been received from a public mtioting held in Howrali had 
not been circulated to tl»e incnnbers. 'J’he goneraf purport of the ])otition was 
that tJie meeting were ojiposod to the lighting of Howrah with gas and would be 
satisfied with oil lumps. 'I'lie petitioiujrs were* unanimously of that opinion,- 
but wo did not know what pro2)ortion of rute-j)aycrs were i*e])rosented by the 
petitioners. On the other hand it was clear enough, as stated by the hon’ble 
Member in charge of Iho Bill, that tlie iuuuicii)ality had already pledged them- 
selves to the lighting of the streets with gas in a cortaiq^j^ortion of the muni- 
cipality. ’It seemed to JIis HoNoii that a certain portion of the municipality, 
that was to say the toAvn of llowi’uh, was a fit place for lighting with gas. It 
was a town Avith a considerable J'hirojjean iK>pulation, jdacc >if,,^’cat mauu- • 
factures and gi’cat trade, and the wdiolo condition of thC towmstienmtij^o.'-^J'irwire'^ 
a civilized syste.m of lighting and other civilized imjn’ovcnicnts. If theTSiluni- 
cipal Commissioners of Howrah Avere jdedgod to this exjMmse, it avus proj)or 
that the cxi»ensesliould be borne by that jiortion of the inhabitants who received 
the benefit of liglding hy g.‘is and not by the municii>ality in general. That Avas 
the principle on Avhicli the BiKl%'as drawn. * ,, 

Then His Honoh had received another iietition from certain inhabitan1;s of 
a portion of the jnunicij)amy, Avho ap}>earcd to take a reasonable Adew of the 
matter. It aa’us a jjetition ol'iieitain inhabitants of Shib])oro, Ramkistopore, and 
other villages inchuled AAdtliin the mnniciiVality, that was to say the inhabitants 
of that iKU’tion of the mimicijaility Avliich did iiot constitute the toAvn projjor of 
Howrah, but Avas in tlie nature of outlying villages attached to the town. 
His Honor thought, that these jiotitiomu's said Avith reason that it was very hal'd 
that they should be taxed for the lighting of the toAvn of Howrah Avith gas : 
they suggested that ttjc lighting t)f the munic.ipality Avith gas should not rest 
with the Municij)al (Jomnn'ssiomn's but should bo ■ftiade subject to the sanction 
of the Government. 'Phe (\unmitteo had introduced that A'cry provision in the 
Bill, and it seemed to His Honoj: to be a A'oiy proper jirovision. It would be 
,';yVery hard that tlmse. j»eople Avho did iu)t benefit by the lighting of tlie town 
with gas should pay fur it; and it Avas reasonable enough^ not only that 
lighting by gas should be confined to the toAA'ii of lloAvruli, but that the pro- 
ceedings of the Commissionej's should in this rcpect be checked by the Govern- 
ment, so that the luxui'v of gas lighting should be introduced only Avhero it 
was required, and that it should be ]iai<i for by those Avho derived the benefit. 

The Hon’jh.e Mii. Hampier said with I’cferenco to the remarks of the 
• hon’ble member ojqjosite (Mr. Wyman), that he must exiilain that the lighting 
already done Ava.s not in anticijiation of funds being provided by this Bill, as 
the hon’blo lueinbcr hud .supposed. Tlie Howrah Municipality had under 
the existing Iuav poAvor to dovoto tho^ordinary revenues of the municipality to 
the jiurposc of lighting, And that Avas what had been done. Under tliM arrange- 
ment^ of course the inlujjpitants of the suburbs of Howrah, such ]jlac^ as Ram- 
kistopore, Seeb])ore, »d the like, Avhich had, as described by the hon’ble 
member, long lines of^^d and a fow scattered houses, who did not live within 
miles of the gas Hghts,^ntributod towards the lighting of Howrah by gas, as * 
\,^pcli as the l esidents Avho lived under them. It was to get rid of this that it was 
, oiha^^f the main objects of the jn’csent Bill, to proA’ide that those only who enjoye4 
■ theS^iefit of gas should pay tho rate. As to the remarks which had been 
madelukrAo whether lightmg by gas was a luxury or a necessity, speaking on 
* b^ialf of the Comudttee, he said ^at it absolutely did not concenx th em aa 
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such. It concerned the Council as a ^rhole. If the hon’blo member opposite 
(Mr. Wyman) and other hon’blc members, had any doubt as to the principle of 
tho Bill which the Council had once accepted, there would bedtime for recon- 
sideration before the Bill came up for discussion again. But no such remarks 
wore pertinent to the report of tho select committee which was now presented. 

The motion was agreed to. 

REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bernard presented th<} report of the select committee 
on tho Bill for registering births and deaths, and moved that the report be taken 
into consideration iii order to tho settlement of the clauses of tho Bill, and that 
the clauses of the Bill be consiclored for settlement in the form re(;ommended by 
the committee. lie said ho believed it was in order to present the report of 
the select committee and make fliis motion at the same time, the report having 
been in the hands of the inenihers forthe prescribed i)eriod. When Mr. Beaufort 
introduced the Bill he explained its object, and he told us that the Government 
had*for some years boon trying to get some sort of stati.sties of births and deaths 
for the whole of tho groat .province <»l' Bengal, but tho result had not been 
satisfactory. In tlu^ast report received it was made out that the annual 
death-rate in a larj^i^^ strict was only one per mille ; or, in other words, that 
every one thei^lfved Hjgft a thousand ’s-pars. That could not be considered a 
■vgiiluaU^||j{p}h; of, the i-egiNtration of dt'uths, and tho Government had recently 
decidedThat as the Govermnent and the people wei'o constituted in Bengal, it 
was hopeless to try to get statistics of life and death over the whole of the 
great districts of Bengal ; and accordingly it was determined that one town 
and one rurtd area slu)uld be taken in each disti'ict and an attempt should be 
made to get some sort of reliable statistics of deati^ and perhaps also of births. 
Thft plan came into ojjeiution in several districts on tho 1st of January, and as 
far as Ve had gone, each selected area eomju’ised about 2.'>,00d souls. If wo 
could get auylliing like reliable statistics of these uri'as, wo should bo able 
to calculate what was tho doath-r’ate in the whole country ; to aseertain ivhat 
diseases were most destructive to life, and against what causes of death the 
Govermnent niigiit hope successfully to <;outend. When the registration 
Avas hogun, it was found that the people of Bengal, who were a law- 
abiding people (some said tho)' Aveve a hiAV-loving people) Avould not always 
give information of deaths. It was thorefoi’o pr(»j)osed to bring in a Bill the 
proA’isions of wliieli were b<n*roWed from tiie Calcutta Act wliich liad been some 
years in operation, tho provisions <»f tho Calculi a Act itself being taken 
from tho English law with certain moditieations to suit tho circumstances of 
the country. All this had been exjjlained by the h{)u’blo member who intro- 
duced the Bill. The Council referred tho Bill to a select committee, who had 
considered it anJ jn’oposed only a few changes. Most of the amendments were 
in the direetien of lightening the penalties and requirements of the Bill as it 
originally stood. 

There were, however, a few points to which IVI r. Bei: nakd woidd ask tho atten- 
tion of the Council. Section 2 pi'ovided for tho i-egistration of births or deaths, 
or of births and deaths. ' This Avas proposed because it was most important to 
■cjf^et the death-rate f and if wo could get an account of births as Avell, it would be 
an advantage. In out-of-tho-wuy places wo jwoposed to register deaths only. 
In many parts of India AAdion any body died il;,AATas (uistoiAiy to make some sort 
of report of circumstance to tbo noarcst clioVkidar policeman ; people 
seemed to fe^tliat by making such a report they relieved Aemselves of respoh- 
sibility. But bo far as ho know, it Avas not tho custom thuslo report biHlis. As, 
however, it would be very much easier for the peojde to giv information where 
Registrars were appointed, avc would eiukuwour t» obtain afegistry of bii'ths also 
where it was practicable to do so ; and in tho course of time avo hoped to get 
tolerably perfect registration of births and deatlis. Section J provided that ever 
Registrar should have an office in his district for the registration of birth^^r 
deaths, or of births and deaths, as tho caso might ho, and give notice/wT the 
hours of tho day at Avhich ho would attend for the purposes of regimration. 
In rural areas this provision would perhaps not bo of much value, bist in tOAvns 
it would be advantageous that there should bo a AA'cll-knowu placb at Avhich 
reports of bi:^s and deaths would bo speeived. Section 6 was a section in -which 
the committee had made an alteration. Ajs it stood the chowkidar, or^^^ 
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village watohmau of cacli village, ^ras bound to get written information of 
oach death or birth from every bod^- who could write.' There were a great 
many vilUigo.% whore it Avoidd not bo possible to got information in writing: 
therefore •wo proposed that the chowkidar should get the information in writing 
if possible ; or if it was impossible t o get the information in, Amting, that he 
should got it verball}', and when ho went into town to make his weekly or 
bi-weekly roj)ort ho would givo an a<5Count of the deaths that had occurred 
within his b(.*ut. Section 7 iui])osod certain duties on parents and others where 
to report deaths. The committee hud reduced the maximum of fine, so that in 
no case could a lino of more than five rupees bo imposed ; and there was another 
iwovision, which originally stood in the Bill, that not hiore than one person- 
should be punishable for neglect or i*ofiisal fo givo infoimation of any one 
occurrence. It was also providt'd that Municipal (!Jommissioners might register 
births and deaths occm‘ring Avithin IMunicipaTities, and exj^end municipal money 
for the purpt)se of such i-(?gi si ration. IVlit. BiiUNARn htid omitted to mention 
that in section C it av<is ])rovided that the chowkidar should make the report 
required ; or if there was no <-howkidar, the report should be made by such 
other person as the IMagistrate might ap[ioint. In towns and cities where there 
was no indigenous agt'ucy of this kind other than 'Kio regular police, Muni- 
cipal Commissioners Avorc authorized t(» appoint llegi>?ti:ii.rs. In Bengal tins 
people wore not ahvays A'cry ready to go to the ])olic.e'f and dulmdliko the police 
to interfere in domestic maltcj’s. T'liei‘<>fore it aa^is desirable tl^^lj^’:L certain 
cases the Magistrate should alloAvl he i*eport to be made to j)crsi>ns other than the 
])olice. In tlio Suburban Municijiality, instead of the ])olice procuring infor- 
niatioj) and registering births and deaths, the bill collector of the Municipality 
and his subordinates had jj/^eii apiiointed to register births and deaths. 

The motion agreed was to. 

The Hon’ulk M if. BnuxAun said that at the suggestion of the hon’blc member 
on his right (Mr. Schah'h) he Avould moA’’o that in sectioai 4 the word's “ and 
respecting such i)ai’ticulurs” be insertq^ alter the AAmd “ forms” in lino 5. 

His Iloxoii THE BiiESiHEXT observed that this report had been in the liands 
of the Council for ton days, and it aams inconvenient that auicndmeuts should 
now be moved Avithout notice, lie Avould suggest that the amendment should 
bo withdi’aAvn unless it Avas considered necessary. The ('fleet of introducing 
the aiiunulment Avouhl lie to n(‘c,cssitote the suspension of the rules before the 
Bill could lie })assed. 

The Hon’ui.k the AnvocA'i'E-O'ftNBUAL said tliat ho thought the 

word “ foi’ins” Avould cover Ihe particulars of rtjgistry. 'riie J.ii('utonaut-GoA’’onAor 
Avas to settle ilie form in Avhicli the i-egisliy of births and deaths Avas to bo 
made, and lliat Avould include tins particulars to bo enbu'od in the register. 

The IIon’iu.k Mi{. IScriALt'Ji ohserved tlia-t he lu((i suggested the aiueiidiuent 
because, tbo section did not refer to the particulars of jT^gistrution. But as the 
learned AdA'ccate-Gleiicral thought the words proposed Averc not necessary, the 
amendment might bo Avitlidi’aAvn. 

Tlie amendment aa'us tlum by Icua'C \Arithdrawn. 

On the motion of M a. BEiiNAiin the bill Avas then passed.

His IIoNou 1’jjesiu»ent said there being no business of importance 
necessary to bring*.»cforo tiic Council at an earl}'’ date, the Council would be 
ttdjourued for a loir Avcoks until fui'tlu'r notice. Ho at the saAe time 'wished 
to thank the m(jBibGr.s for the assistance which they had given, and ho 
believed the}'’ AA’^ild not be ^orry for tlio respite which was now afforded. 
The select comr^ttce on ,the Emigration Bill would, he hoped, bo kind 
enough to continue tlu'ir labors. Ho thought they would bo able, (luring the 
bvtime the Council Avas not sitting, to giA'o some attention to the matter, in order 
^■*iat they might gradually ])orfect and finish that which they had- so well begun. • 
Itfr^vould direct that the Bill as now amended, Avith the existing law, should 
bo piritlished in ^lamplilct form and be aA’ailable to those intoi*ested in the 
subject ,>and ho hoped that after the Bill was fully and t.horoughly (xmsiderod • 
by the edmmitteo, Avitli the aid of the suggestions which tliose intoi’csted 
might be good enough to make, the Council would be able to bring the matter 
to a conclusion.

In reply to Government order No. 251, dated 3rd instant, I am directed 
to forward herewith extracts from the reports of the Commissioners regarding 
agricultural products referred to in the margin of this office letter No. 56 A 
of 6th ultimo.

Sugarcane. — ^Tho following account of sugarcane is given by Baboo 
Bnrdw.n CommiRaioner's No. 1073. ^ted Slat Joykisben Mookeijoc, a Zemindar of 
Januuyisra Huoghly — ** Two species of sugarcanes, 

‘ known in this country as tbe kajlee and the pooree cancs, have from time 
immemorial been cultivated in this district. These canes always gave the culti- 
vators very good returns ; and their cultivation therefore, in former times, 
gradually increased with the increased demand of sugar for exportation. 

• ** Whether these crops were native to the soil or merely acclimatised is 
not known ; but no account of the total failure of tiiese canes, such as was 
the case with^yrli:^ were called the Bombay canes, can he gathered from tbe 
accounts of the c^est inhabitants. Moro than forty (40) years ago Mr. 
nsSlIIzval, oC the ^issoregunge indigo concern, introduced the red canes from 
the district of Rungpore, and they were- thence called the Shahihan Kliooshir. 
The cultivation of tliis species of cane spreatl very rapidly, as the cultivators 
found that they yielded more juice and containt^d more saechnrine matter than 
the country ones; and in about eight years it spread gradually over Hooghly 
« in common with the other southern distric^g^ About the same time, that is, 
yearly 35 years ago, the red or Bombay cane was introduced in the district 
from Nimgeo Bungalow, a place a few mile from Calcutta. It was at first 
cultivated at Bally, Ooterparah,, Bughoonathporo, and their neighbourhood, 
hut in a fow; years tlie cultivatiow gradually extended to tlie hanks of the 
Damoodah, close to Perguonah Chunderkona. A very great impetus was 
given to the cultivation of sugarcane in this and the otlier districts by the 
large diminution in the supply of sugar from Mauritius and the Wgst Indies, 
in consequence of the restrictions imposed about this time on slave trade and 
slave labor. For more than fifty years the cultivators reaped luxuriant harvests 
of the “Shahihan” and Jlomhay sugarcanes, and improved their conditions to 
no small extent. Brick-built houses sprui\g up in every direction, and the 
condition of a large portion of the tenantry was altogether very cheering. Ifl, 
1854 and 1865, however, the first symptoms of the blight, which totally extei^ljL 
minated theso valuable crops from the district, first made their appearag^HH 
A few cazfe bashes here and there appeared withered during the first year.’** ^^This^ 
did not attract much attention, but the next year the cultivators were alarmed 
at the destruction of about two-thirds of the crop, and although every means 
that lay in their power were had recourse to to save the crops from the dhooatta 
(sugarcane blight), the attempt was entirely • fruitless. After inefficient 
struggle for more than three years, the cultivation of both these descriptions of 
sugarcane *was given up in despair, and the ryots had to fall back on the culti- 
vation of their own country canes, the kajlee and the pooree. After the extinc- 
tion of the highly-paying descriptions of canes, the ryots had not much heart 
to oukivate the inferior description of banes ; Dill they had not long to mourn 
for t^ extinction of their valuable crops? for, iiimhout the year 1860-61, the 
tihamahara cane, which is nearly equal to the exwet descriptions, was intro- J 
duced in this district. This cane is believed to Ave been imported from tlmfl 
Otaheite Island. Its cultivation has sAeadily inen^ed, and the quality of 
cane has evidently improved by reason »f the gre^ care taken in its culti^j^^^^ 
and of the large expense that is incurred in manuring the soil and irrh^tji^g 
the crops. A short account of the cultivation of sugarcane in this wm 

published in the Agricultural and Horticultural Society’s ilQumal^Ijpfatne IX, 
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*{‘Fart III, of 1867, pages 968-^^. It would be worth unSb to asoertaiu 
whether the importation Ofhiew or plants of the 9^iSnbay i»ne might imt 
have the effect of restoring it^ mutieation.** 

PotiUoes . — Potatoes are grown in considerable quantities in the centre of 
the district of Hooghly. They are now of an inferior quality, and, the Oolleotor 
lielieves* are degenerating for* want of new seed. The Collector *1a informed 
that new feed, that is, now eyes, have been successfully introduced on former 
occasions when the potatoes have much deteriorated ; and he recommends the 
dishnbution of sound potatoes to the zemindars of the tract where the potatoes 
are cultivated. 


The Goll(>otor of Burdwan has giycn a list of articles of trade in his 
district, including salt and European piece-goods among other imports. The 
staples produced in the district are rice, pulses, and oil-seeds. 

The Collector of Bancoorah reports that there is no cultivation of jute or 
opium in that district. He is not aware that there has been auj^partioular 
improvement in cultivation since the decennial settlement. 

In Beerbhoom the Colleetor regrets that he cannot give precise infor- 
mation regarding the growth and expansion of trade in staples. The railway has 
had a sensible effect on the export of rice, which is the staple prt dace of the 
district, and there is a considerable importation of cotton, brought apparently * 
from Calcutta. Tlie other principal products of this district are silk, a mode- 
rate quantity of indigo, and some oil-seeds. Of the latter, a large quantity 
passes through tho district from the Sonthal Pergunnahs* 

The Collector of Midnapore reports that, aftef consulting thu pgfjonr...^ 
best qualified to give information on the subject, he has hc'^mi hble to mam but 
little as to the changes or improvement of cultivation. There is, of course, no 
opium cultivated in this district ; on the other hand, indigo cultivation, 

' especially on the north and west of the district, is spreading rapidly.

Si^. — Mr. P. n. Skrino, the As<>istant Magistrate of Rojsliahyc, reports 
Bt^khahye CouMuiiwiawti^lt^ 1S46, dated 23rd that the manufacture of Silk lias long heeu 

* the* staple industry of Ilajshuhye. It 

ae^pM to have attained a considerable development by the middle of the last 
century, and the East India Company, shortly after tho acquisition of tho 
i)owaiftay, studded the district with filatures whicdi used to turn out enormous 
quantities of raw silk. The llon’ble Company, however, gradually lost its 
commercial character, and devoted to the task of Government those energies 
which it formerly devoted to trade. We find, •tlierefore, that aU the filatures 
iu the district passed into private hands in the year 1837. There seems to be 
an impression that the trade is now on the decline, for reasons which are given 
below ; but whether Government interference is advisable, as some consider, 
seems to be an extremely doubtful point.
